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CONTROVERSY SHUT OFF 


By Commission’s Decision Re- 
garding M ners’ Wages 


TAKES EFFECT FROM NOV 1), 


Regardless of Time That the Award 
Is Made—Iiuspection of Mines In Re- 
gion About Scranton Continued by 


Arbitraturs—Partial Report Soon 
Scranton, Pa., Nov. 1.—The first im- 
portant action by the anthracite coal 
strike commission, which is arbitrating 
the differences existing between the 
miners and their employers, was taken 
yesterday, when it was announced by 
Carroll D. Wright, the recorder of the 
commission, that if any award affecting 
the existing rate of wages shall be 
made, the award shall be effective from 
Noy. 1. 

It was fully expected that this ques- 
tion would come up before the arbitra- 
tors, but the action of the commis- 
sioners shuts off any possible contro- 
versy that either side may have desired 
to raise. The miners wanted the new 
scale, if one is made, to date from the 
time they returned to work, but the 
operators left the matter to be decided 
by the commission. The mine workers 
are perfectly satisfied, however, with 
the decision of the commission. The 
strike has been off only one week and 
most of the men have not worked more 
than four or five days. The announcc- 
ment of the commission was contained 
in the following brief resolution: 

“VVoted, unanimously, that if the 
commission, at the conclusion of its 
hearing and deliberations, makes any 
award affecting existing rates of 
wages, such award shall take effect 
from Noy. 1, 1902.” 

Accompanying the resolution was a 
brief statement made by Recorder 
Wright, in which he says: 

“The resolution was adopted by the 
commission because it felt that it was 
important to make its investigation de- 
liberately and that it might be well, in 
order to relieve itself from pressure 
from any source which might cause un- 
due haste to inform the operators and 
the miners that should the investiga- 
tion and the deliberations following it 
fwarrant any change whatever, either 
fn the way of increase or reduction of 
avages, such change should be from a 
eertain date, thus enabling all parties 
to facilitate their calculations.” 

The comissioners spent the entire 
day in continuing their inspection of 
the mines and the mining region about, 
Scranton. They visited the Manville 
colliery operated jointly by the Dela- 
Ware and Hudson and the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western companies 
in the forenoon and the afternoon was 
spent in riding through the region ona 
special trolley car.

| THIRTY TONS OF OIL A DAY 


1 er, 


|OIL-BURNING STEAMER 


|Seen In the Port of Boston 


For the First Time 


All That Was Required Under adverse 
Conditions—Would Have Required 


at Least Forty Tons of Coal a Day 
For Same Rate of Speed 


Boston, Nov. 1.—There were two im- 
portant features to the arrival of steam- 
er Strombus from Cardiff yesterday— 
first, the fact that she had 6746 tons of 
coal for local consumption; secondly, 
and more important from the point of 
view of steamship agents and officials, 
the fact that she is the first steamer 
which has crossed the Atlantic to this 
port using oil as fuel. 

The Strombus is a steamer of 3928 
tous net register, one of the Shell Trans- 


port and Trading company’s fleet, 
which includes 26 tank steamers. ‘Lhe 


steamer is only two years old, and up 
to the present time has been in the oil- 
carrying trade between Russia, China 
and Japan, and came here in command 
of Captain Stack. The captain was 
nothing loth to talk about the present 
trip and the burning of oil as fuel on 
steamers. 

According to him, the Strombus took 
on some 1200 tons of oil before sailing 
from Cardiff on Oct. 13. Strong north- 
west winds and high seas were en- 
countered practically all the way across 
the Atlantic, against which it wae im- 
possible to make good time without ex- 
ceeding the amount of oil per day which 
the engineer had been told to burn—2S 


tons. Great combers burst over the 
deck and broke away some of the 
pipes, as well as damaging the  bul- 


wirks to some extent, but no serious in- 
jury was done the ship. 

Under adverse conditions, an 
average of 30 tons of oil a day was 
used, in order that the steamer might 
not be too long in reaching port, but 
even with this increase only 550 tons 
of the total amount stowed away in 
the tanks was used. So that the 
Strombus has 650 rem:

Forty-two tons of 
coal at 27 shillings a ton, whichis about 
the price paid for it in England, would 
he 1124 shillines—the coset for each 
day’s steaming; whereas 30 tons vf oi! 
at 35 shillings a ton, the prevailing 
price, means only 1050 shillings per day. 
This shows the cost of burning oilon a 
long voyage to be considerably less 
than that of coal. But there are other 
things which make the difference even 
more marked. On the present voyage 
of the Strombus, only 11 men were re- 
quired in the engineers’ department, 
whereas in a steamer of the same size 
as this one, burning coal, the en- 
gineers’ force consists of 26 men. To at- 
tend to the oil fires only one man is 
needed each watch, in addition to the 
engineer and greaser, instead of the 
four men in a coal-burning steamer. 
Then there is the element of cleanli- 
ness, Which makes oil so much more 
durable, and last of all the great amount 
of bunker space saved in carrying 
liquid instead of coal. 

A tank steamer like the Strombus is 
so constructed that only about 38 hours 
are required to convert her from an oil- 
burning into a coal-burning steamer. 
She haS three boilers, each containing 
four fires. An oil burner replaces each 
one of these coal fires, being fed by 
sprayers. The fire bars have all been 
taken out and the furnaces are bricked 
around. Under this system the steam-

Topic.—The best gift.—I Cor. xl, 28-31, | 


xiii, 1-13 
The best gifts of life are eagerly 
sought after by all men. But what a 


difference of opinion there is as to 


what are the best blessings which God 
has to bestow upon his children. The 
people of the world look upon pleasure, 


‘ wealth, honor and power as the best 


things life has to offer, and they ear- 
nestly covet and strive after these 
supposed blessings; but among the peo- 
ple of God spiritual blessings and gifts 
are most highly esteemed and prized. 
Yet even here there is much difference 
of opinicn as to which are the best 
gifts. The spirit has given a diversity 
of gifts to God’s people. There are 
apostles, prophets and teachers, pos- 
sessing varying gifts and powers. All 
have not the same spiritual gifts, yet 
the apostle exhorts all to covet the 
best gifts, which are possible to all. 
“Covet earnestly the best gifts, and 
yet I show unto you a more excellent 

” 

And what is the more excellent way 
which the apostle evidently esteems as 
the best gift? It is love—love to God 
and love to man. And who that stud- 
ies the apostle’s great utterance on love 
can doubt its excellency and supert- 
ority? The supreme duty of life is to 
love—to love God and our neighbor as 
ourselves. The gift of love is there- 
fore the best of gifts, for it makes it 
possible for us to fulfill the supreme 
purpose of our lives. To love is to be 
like God, for “God is love,”’ and what 
better grace can God bestow upon us 
than that which makes us like Him- 
self? 

The superior excellence of love as 
the best gift is comprehensively set 
forth by the apostle. Note: 

1. The necessity of love (xiii, 1-3). 
Love is absolutely necessary to the 
fulfillment of life’s duties. [Eloquence 
without it is as sounding brass and a 
tinkling cymbal. Knowledge and faith 
without it are nothing, and liberality 
and sacrifice without love avail and 
profit nothing. And why? Because 
the value of what we do depends upon 
the motive that leads us to do it. 

2. The characteristics of love (xiii, 
4-7). What a list of virtues love pos- 
sesses! “Love suffereth long and is 
kind; love envieth not; love vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up, doth not 
behave itself unseemly, seeketh not 
her own, is not easily provoked, think- 
eth no evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, 


but rejoiceth in tbe truth, heareth 
all things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things.” The 


superior beauty and excellence of a 
life characterized by such attributes 
are apparent to all and should be covet- 
ed and sought after by all. 

3. The permanence of love (xiii, 8- 
13). “Love never faileth.” Other gifts 
perish or become such as 
prophecy, tongues and knowledge. In 
eternity we shall have perfect knowl- 
edge, and hence there shall be no place 
for prophecy or the gift of tongues. 
But love shall always find a place. 
Heaven will need no prophets and no 
interpreters, but love wil! still reign 
supreme there as upon earth. Faitb 
will have turned to sight, hope to real- 
ity, but love, the greatest of all graces, 
will remain forever. ‘And now abideth 
faith, hope, love, these three, but the 
greatest of these is love.”

In 1900 the 
Republicans elected their governor by 
11,677 plurality. The state will go Re- 
publican. 

Texas will elect a governor and other 
state officers, a legislature, and 16 
representatives. They will all be Deno- 
crats. 

Georgia elects only congressmen, 
state officers having been chosen in 
October. There is practically no op- 
position to the Democrats. 

Kansas will elect a full state ticket, 
a legislature which will select a suc- 
cessor to Senator Harris, and eigat 
representatives. The Republican state 
ticket in 1900 won over fusion by 17,- 
175 plurality. The interest is mainly 
in control of the legislature. 

Maryland elects six representatives 
in congress. In 1900 McKinley «ar- 
ried the state by 13,941 plurality. The 
Democrats will probably gain one con- 
gressman. - 

Tennessee will elect a full state ticket 
and congressmen. ‘he normal Demo- 
cratic majority is about 25,000, 

Illinois will elect minor state officers, 
a legislature, which will choose x® suc- 
cessor to Senator Mason, and 25 repre- 
sentatives. McKinley carried the state 
by 04,924 in 1900, while the Republi- 
cans elected a governor by 62,000, The 
Republicans are sure they will havea 
majority of the members, but the 
Democrats are by no means hopeless. 

Nevada will elect state officers, a 
legislature to choose a successor to 
Senator Fair and one representative. 
In 1898 the Democrats elected their 
state ticket by 1488 plurality. Both 
political parties express confidence of 
winning. 

Wyoming will elect a state ticket and 
one representative. In 1598 the Re- 
publicans elected their state ticket by 
1894 plurality. The Democrats have 
Waged an active campaign, but few of 
them are sanguine enough to predict a 
Democratic victory. 

Alabama elects a full state ticket and 
congressmen. Democrats usually carry 
the state by about 80,000. 

Kentucky will elect a judge of 
court of appeals and 11 
lives in congress, 
Democratic since 1896. 

The Republican managers claim 
Doyener will be returned to congress 
from the First district of West Vir- 
ginia. The Democrats are sure of car- 
rying the congressional 
Virginia and Arkansas, 
contiicting claims in Utah.

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LEHIGH VALLEY REGION 


Visited by Men Who Will Ar- 
bitrate Coal Troubles 


COXE AND MARKLE MINES 


Are Still Idle and Commissioners Lis- 
ten to Story of Reasons Therefor— 
Got Somewhat of a Scare by a Blast 
While Far Below Earth’s Surface 


Hazleton, Pa., Nov. 4.—The anthra- 
cite strike commission spent the entire 
day in the Lehigh Valley region, visit- 
ing one mine and several of the min- 
ing villages. While most of the com- 
missioners were looking over the ter- 
ritory, Recorder Wright was kept busy 
in attending to the correspondence of 


the commission. Among the matters 


he disposed of was the sending of a 
copy of President Mitchell's statement 
of the miners’ case, which was filed 
with the commission on Sunday nizht, 
to all the coal companies involved in 
the present controversy. Under the 
agreement made before the commis- 
sion at Washington the operators will 
make a reply in three or four days. 

The trip of the commission througi 
this region was an interesting one, the 
conditions of mining being somewhat 
different from those existing in the 
aackawanha and Wyoming valley. 
‘he commissioners were met at Poud 
Creek by Messrs. Duffy and Gallagaer 
of the Miners’ union, who represented 
the mine workers. The operators’ in- 
terests were taken care of by General 
Superintendents Warriner of the Le- 
high Valiey Coal company and Richards 
of the Lehigh and Wiikesbarre Coal 
company. 

The commission’s first stop of the 
day was at upper Lehigh, where tle 
commissioners took a drive through 
the town While in this place the arbi- 
trators visited one of the homes of the 
miners, the first they have been in 
since they have been touring the rezioa. 

Drifton was the next place visited, 
and there a crowd gathered about the 
commission as Superintendent S.nith 
of the Coxe Bros.’ company, whose 
mines are located there, explained the 
trouble between the company and :ts 
men. Ali the miners employed at 
these mines are still on strike because 
the company insists upon the men re- 
turning to work as individuals and not 
in a body. At Jeddo, John Markle, 
the independent operator, joined the 
party and escorted the commissioners 
to the mining village of Oakdale. Mr. 
Markle showed them the club house

which he maintains there for the bent- 
fit of the men. 

‘On the run into Hazleton, where the 
breaker of No. 40 shaft was inspected, 
Messrs. Markle, Duffy and Gallagher 
had a spirited discussion over the dif- 
ferences existing at the Markle mines. 
None of the men at the Markle colliery 
have returned to work for the same rea- 
sons as ghose which are keeping the 
men out of the Coxe mines. Mr. 
Markle told them he was running the 
Markle company and would maintain 
discipline. - 

Luncheon was served at the Central 
Hotel here and the entire afternoon 
Was spent in the Audenried mine. 
The commissioners were lowered into 
the workings 300 feet below through 
an 1100-foot slope. One of the new 
“physical features” they saw was a 
vein of coal with a very steep itch 
which was difficult to mine. While 
they were inspecting this a blast was 
fired in a nearby chamber and the 
lights carried by those who remained in 
the gangways below were extinguished 
by the rush of air. Some of the warty 
were timid for a moment, wondering 
what had happened, but they were 
quickly assured that there was no 
danger. 

After they came to the surface the 
arbitrators visited a “stripping,” 
which is a place where the coal lies so 
near the surface that the earth can be 
taken off with a steam shovel, expos- 
ing the coal and thus making its mi2- 
ing an easy matter. 

The commissioners spent last night 
at the Central Hotel and left for 
Shamokin at 7:45 this morning. ‘rhe 
day will be spent in that vicinity and 
Wednesday will find the commissioners 
in the Panther Creek valley. On 
Thursday the arbitrators will visit the 
region around Pottsville and that night 
the commission will adjourn until 
Nov. 14.

The 
figures thus far at hand show that both

@ sons and the Injury of Fifty 
New York, Novy. 5.—By a series of ex- 
plosions of pyrotechnic bombs and other 
fireworks among the vast multitade 


gathered in Madison Square to wit ess 
the ascension of an airship and the cis- 
Play of the election returns last night, 
11 persons were killed outright.

Odell’s yote in the coun- 
try districts was lighter than two 
years ago, but Coler’s was also lower 
than Stanchfield’s in the same year. In 
New York city Coler’s plurality was 
approximately 117,500. 

Oyster Bay, where President Roose- 
velt’s country home is situated and 
where he voted yesterday, was carried 
by Coler, his plurality being 131. Two 
years ago Odell’s plurality was 512. 

Figures from the congressional dis- 
tricts in New York city and the Long 
Island counties apparently showed a 
loss of four Republican members of 
the national house, the heavy Coler 
vote having carried, according to the 
first returns, the first 19 districts ‘n the 
state for the Democratic candidates. 

The election followed a campaign 
which, in spite of strong efforts by the 
political leaders on both sides, was re- 
markable for the lack of interest taken 
by the public. Almost the only ooiats 
at issue to excite comment or discus- 
sion were the coal plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform and Senator Hill's 
charge that Governor Odell was a 
partner in the grocery firm of Matthews 
& Co. of Newburg, and that the firm 
had profited by the governor's connec- 
tion with it, his influence, according to 
the Democratic leader’s statements, 
having secured an enlargement of 
Matthews & Co.’s business with state 
institutions. The governor replied to 
these allegations that the money placed 
by him with Matthews & Co. wasa 
loan and that he did not share further 
than that of the profits. 

As is usually the case in New “ork, 
the state was divided into two parts for 
purposes of comparisoh—the greater 
New York and the state outside of the 
city. In the former a Democratie and 
in the latter a Republican plurality 
were certainties and the question was 
whether Coler’s yote in the city would 
be large enough to overcome tho Odell 
pluralities in the up-state counties. 
New York-and Kings counties did all 
that had been expected of them by the 
Democrats and even more, for the for- 
miner gave Coler approximately 87,000 
more than Odell, and Kings, Mr. Coler's 
home county, went Democratic by 
26,500. Queens and Richmond were 
counted to raise the total to 120,900. 


PENNSYLVANIA 


Philadelphia, Nov. 5.—For the first 
time in the history of the state move 
than 1,000,000 votes were cast in an 
election. Samuel W. Pennypacker 
(Rep.) was elected governor by an esti- 
mated plurality of 175,000 and the Re- 
publican ticket was generally success- 
ful in the various counties.

Washington, Nov. 6.—The latest re- 
§uraos received show that the Republi- 
cans (including in this description the 
fusionists elected from the Pittsburg- 
Allegheny districts in Pennsylvania) 
will control the next house by a vote of 
204 Republicans to 179 Democrats, 
with one district, the Eighth Tennessee, 
and two California districts remainiag 
s0 much in doubt that the official re- 
turns will be needed to decide the result. 
The totals given are believed to be 
correct, although there are a few dis- 
tricts, such as two in Colorado and one 
in Minnesota, where the Republican 
and Democratic party managers 1e- 
spectively do not concede defeat, but 
the general result could not be affected 
even should their claims prove well 
founded. 


Figures From Rhode Island 

Providence, Nov. 6.—The Democrats 
of Rhode Island succeeded in their at- 
tack on the Republican stronghold and, 
as demonstrated by the complete re- 
turns, elected their candidate for gov- 
ernor and lieutenant governor, their 
congressional candidate in the First 
district and cut down the Republican 
lead in the house by securing 35 mem- 
bers as against a like number for the 


Republicans. The senate, however, re- 
mains overwhelmingly Republican, 


with a representation of 27 in 57 mem- 
bers. The Republican majority in the 
general assembly on jeint ballot gives 
the latter party the control of the ¢p- 
pointive state and county offices.

Never have the citizens of Quincy ex 
pressed themselves more decisively at a 
caucus than they did Wednesday even- 
iag at the Repablican caucuses. It was 
the first time that direct nominations 
for Mayor, Councilmen-at-large and 
School Committee-at-large were made 
at the caucuses and worked well. 

They were the caucuses of the Re- 
publican party although there can be no 
doubt but what Democrats voted in all 
wards, and it can not be said that they 
confined themselves to one particular 
candidate. 

All of the caucuses were very largely 
attended and it was 1 o’clock this 
morning before the complete returns 
had been tabulated. Inall wards, how- 
ever, the yote for Mayor was announced 
first and as the returns began-to come 
in it was seen that Mayor Bryant would 
unquestionably be renominated. 

The first three wards to be heard from 
were one, two and three. These only 
gave Packard a majority of 90 votes. It 
was certain that Wards Five and Six 
would give Bryant a majority and it 


was also figured that Ward Four would | 


do the same, so that the only question 
was how large a majority he would 
have. 

At 10.40 the yote for Mayor had been 
received from all wards and Bryant had 
a majority of 439.

Wont St. Boston, fr BONS CO., 170 Tre 


in the Pauther Creek valley yesterday, 


again at Scranton on Nov. 14 to take 


Operators’ Side of Complaints—- Now 
Feel Themselves Qualified to Sit In 


Judgment on the Controversy 


Mahanoy City, Pa., Nov. 6.—The an- 
thracite strike commission ended its 
tour of observation of the coal fields 


and the members of the party will re- 
turn to their homes today and will meet 


the testimony of the miners. : 

The biggest day’s work of the entire 
trip was accomplished yesterday, W hen 
the commissioners made a complete in- 
spection of the large collieries and a 
tour of the region lying between Mount 
Carmel! and this city. Six working 
days have been consumed in travelling 
from place to place in the anthracite 
coal regions and the arbitrators feel 
they are now qualified to sit in judg- 
ment on the controversy between the 
mine owners and their employes. In 
all, the commissioners were ‘lowered 
into seven mines of varying conditions 
end went through several breakers. 
They met the general superintendesis, 
the mine superintendents and the fore- 
men of the yarious collieries visit2d, 
and also personally talked with the 
coal diggers hundreds of feet below 
the earth’s surface. They heard the 
grievances the workers claim tkey 
have, and also heard the companies’ 
side of the complaint. Besides this 
the commissioners gained a somewhat 
technical knowledge of mining in its 
many different features that will he of 
the greatest assistancetothem. They 
will be able to understand questions 
and ask questions where they would 
uot have been able to understand them 
if they had not been under ground. 

The commissioners first visited the 
Potts colliery, in Columbia county, yes- 
terday. The breaker of this colliery is 
different from those seen by the com- 
missioners at other places. From the 
Potts colliery the train proceeded 
through Ashland, Girardville and Gil- 
berton to the Maple Hill colliery in the 
Mahanoy valley, a few miles fron 
Shenandoah. This is one of the best 
mines in the entire anthracite field, 
and is equipped with all modern ap- 
pliances. The bottom of the shaft is 
730 feet below the surface, and during 
their two hours’ stay in the workings 
the commissioners went about a mile 
and a_ half from the shaft. The 
whistle blew the noon hour just as the 
party came to the surface. At the 
breaker nearby the commissioners 
talked with the beys. Judge Gray and 
Bishop Spalding seemed the most in- 
terested in the lads and each gave some 
of them small coin. 

From the Maple Hill colliery the com- 
missioners’ train was run down 
through Mahanoy city and Tamaqua 
to the Panther Creek valley. Then 
the arbitrators visited the Lehigh’s 
No. 8 colliery at Coaldale. The cn- 
trance to the mines was through a 
drift which is a horizontal opening irto 
the base of a mountain. About 100 
feet inside the entrance the party was 
lowered by means of a shaft to the bot- 
tom, which is 850 feet down. The mine 
proved to be quite wet. As the mein- 
bers of the commission passed along the 
gangway in the mine cars drawn by 
mules they went under worked-out 
chutes from which water flowed in 
streams. While going under one chute 
the mules stopped and the water fell 
into one of the cars, thoroughly soak- 
ing all its occupants. The party went 
to the end of two long gangways about 
a half-mile in length and up into a 
very steep chute, where they found 
miners at work. In order to get into 
the chute the commissioners had to 
climb a ladder and crawl over broken 
coal through a small opening. Their 
hands and faces were smeared with coal 
dust when they came out. 

After leaving the mine a number of 
idle workers crowded around Chairman 
Gray and told him that they had been 
discriminated against by the company 
in the matter of getting their old places 
back. They said Superintendent Behn- 
er would not take them back for some 
reason unknown to them and that cther 
men had been given their positions. 
On the other hand, the company of- 
ficials claimed that they have not 
enough work at this time for all the 
men on account of repair work now be- 
ing done in the mines. Judge Gray 
listened to them, but made no comment. 

The commissioners arrived in this 
city at 5 o'clock and spent the right 
in a local hotel. This morning they 
left for Pottsville and will depart from 
the latter place for their homes dur- 
ing the afternoon. The commissioners’ 
special cars will be run to Washington 
by way of Philadelphia and from the 
latter city some of the commissioners 
will go to New York. 

The status of the independent coal 
companies in the present arbitration 
proceedings is not quite clear. All of 
them have been invited to participnie 
in the hearing if they so desire. The 
Lehigh Coal and Navigation conipa 1y, 
st is understood, has agreed to abide 
by the decision of the commission, :s5 
have also several small independent 
concerns. It is believed that ull of 
them will accept the arbitrators’ de- 
cision. If they do this the commissiyn 
is likely to take up the grievances 
which have recently arisen at some of 
the independent collieries.

A GENUINE SENSATION 


Created by Mrs S:ephenson In 
the Molineux Trial 


FAMOUS POISON PACKAGE 


Mailed In Her Presence by a Man 
Whom She Declares Looked Like 
Cornish—Prosecution May Make Ef- 
fort to Show Insanity of Witness 


New York, Noy. 7.—The greatest 
Sensation in the second trial of Roland 
B. Molineux, charged with the murder 
of Mrs. Adams, came late yesterday, 
when Mrs. Hannah Stephenson, the 
wife of a Brooklyn policeman, 
called to the stand by the defense and 
testified positively that Molineux was 
not the man who mailed the now famous 


wis 


poison package at the general post- 
cffice on the evening of Dec. 22, 1898. 


Then the witness partially identified 
Harry Cornish, who was asked to stand 
up in court, as the man whom she saw 
standing in front of her in the line at 
the postoffice and holding in his hand 
a package addressed to “Mr. Harry 
Cornish, Knickerbocker.” That was all 
she saw. 

Her identification of Cornish was not 
positive. She said he looked very 
much like the man, but hesitated be- 
fore replying affirmatively whev asked 
if she did not think he was the nan. 
The account given by the witness of 
ber movements on the evening of Dec. 
23 and her reasons for not appeari tg 
at the first trial were given in detail. 

The prosecution, on cross-exa‘uina- 
tion, brought out the fact that Mrs. 
Stephenson had suffered from attacks 
of neryous prostration within the last 
two years and had carefully read the 
details of the former trial. The ques- 
tions of the assistant district attocney 
tended to show that an effort would 
be made to show insanity or delusion 
under hysteria. 

The witness, under questions by the 
prosecution, said there were three 
stamps on the package, and when 
shown the wrapper with five stamps 
on it in two rows said she might have 
overlooked the lower row. Mrs. 
Stephenson was on the stand when 
court adjourned for the day. 

Other witnesses were handwriting 
experts, who all testified that Moi- 
ineux did not write the address on the 
poison package.” A clerk in a drug 
store testified that he had sold bromo- 
seltzer to Cornish, also to Mrs. Rogers. 
Miss Miller, the clerk in the store 
where the bottle-holder was purchased, 
testified that she sold the holder iate 
in the evening. Her evidence was 
corroborated by a man who was in the 
store at the time. The prosecution brs 
held that the holder was purchased 
early in the afternoon. Miss Miller 
positively swore that the man who 
bought the holder was not Molineux. 
The trial will be continued today. 


Old Newspaper Man’s End 

San Francisco, Noy. 7.—Charles O. 
Zeigenfuss was found dead yesterday 
in his room in a downtown hotel. An 
open gasjct which, it is believed, was 
left open intentionally, disclosed the 
manner of his death. Zeigenfuss had 
worked on the principal newspapers of 
this country from New York to San 
Francisco, and his field of labor carried 
him also to Manila and Honolulu, in 
both of which places he edited a news- 
paper. 

Yates In Bad Condition 

Springfield, Lils., Nov. 7.—Governor 
Yates suffered a relapse yesterday and 
his condition is said to be worse than 
at any time since he has been ill. He 
was given food yesterday afternoon 
and shortly afterwards was seized 
with a prolonged fit of vomiting. Fever 
began to rise and the patient relapsed 
into delirium, from which he had been 
free for 24 hours.

The trial has 
just come to its close. 

Baron Von Muenchausen is « mem- 
ber of a famous German family which 
dates from 1587. The testimony showed 
that an ex-convict named Eissler, liv- 
ing in Stuttgart, telegraphed to Frau 
Von Quitzow, a noblewoman residing 
in Berlin, who undertakes to obtain 
wealthy wives for army officers, say- 
ing that if she had a titled oflicer on 
active service for an American fortune 
»9f $7,500,000, to let him know. 

Frau Von Quitzow put Eissler in com- 
munication with Baron Von Muenchau- 
sen, who is a lieutenant in the Prussian

artillery. The baron, according to 
statements made in court, agreed to 


give Eissler 5 percent of the money of 
the heiress he was to wed in the event 
of the marriage taking place, snd he 
Signed conditional bills for $375,000. 
On these bills Kissler raised money in 
serlin from a numerous group of per- 
sons, which included Pincus and the 
two Mendelshons, and Saron Von 
Muenchausen was provided with the 
cash with which he paid the expenses 
of his journey to the United States,

Baron Von Muenchausen 
afterwards accused these men of 
blackmail and the matter was thus 
brought into court. 

Pincus and the Mendelsohns were ac 
quitted of the charges against them.

RESULT OF NEW EVIDENCE 


Which Is Said to Show That He Was 
In Waverley on the Night That Clara 
Morton Was Murdered—Statement 


of Prisoner Contradicted

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 6. 


Mason was arraigned before 
Almy yesterday and held on the charge 
of murder until next Tuesday. He en- 
tered a plea of not guilty. Asis: sual 
with so serious a charge, he was held 
without bail, and was committed to the 
East Cambridge jail. 

, The action was a complete surprise, 
for everybody not intimately connected 
with the case expected that the prisoner 
would be discharged. The definite 
statement was made in all the .orn- 
ing papers that Officer Dunham of the 
State police would ask for his release, 
on the ground that the suspicions 
against him had not been substan- 
tiated. The presence of Dunham inthe 
court room at the time‘of the ease 
Was called strengthened this fe eling. 
But shortly after court opened Dunham 
had a conference with Judge Alhuy, at 
which the prisoner's counsel was pres- 
ent, and after it was finished Dunham 


| Swore to the complaint, as follows: 


“George Dunham of the petition on 
Nov. 5, 1902, on oath complains that 
A. G. Mason did assault and beat Clara 
H. Morton with intent to murde yr her 
by striking her on the head with a 
weapon unknown, and by such assault 
and beating did kill and murder said 
Morton.” 

This unexpected turn of affairs is the 
result of new evidence, which, accord- 
ing to the state police, greatly strength- 
ens their case. Though they will not 
tell as yet the definite nature of the 
evidence Dunham told a reporter that 
it relates to the prisoner's presence in 
Waverley at the time the crime was 
commnitted. Of this evidence the offi- 


cers have had “an inkling,” as Mr. 
Dunham expressed it, for some time, 
but they were not able to run it down 


until late Tuesday night. 

Though the officer would not state 
definitely what the evidence was, it is 
understood from other reliable sonrces 
that it is the testimony of a conducxor, 
Charles F. Brown, who runs vn the 
electric cars between Boston sand 
Waverley. Le says that a man boarded 
his car just before it left Waverley at 
10:28 o'clock, who attracted his «.tten- 
tion by his nervousness and his great 
desire to talk. When the conductor 
was given a glimpse of Mason in the 
court room yesterday he is said to Lave 
identified him at once. 

His story, if true, contradicts the 
statement of the prisoner that after 
leaving his house at 9:30 he took a 
train in the Boston subw ay for Sullivan 
Square, rode out on the cars, a8 was 
his almost nightly habit, to Hizulard 
square, Somerville, and returned home 
about midnight. 

The state’s other two witnesses, said 
by the morning papers to have gone 
back on their original statements, were 
declared by Dunham to hold to their 
testimony. This testimony that they 
Saw Mason in W averley about 90’ clock, 
just after the murder—conflicts with 
statements of the prisoner's brother, 
Edward P. Mason, president of the 
Mason & Hamlin Organ company. He 
has declared to the police that he was 
Playing chess with Henry C. ‘Tyler at 
his mother’s house in New bury Street, 
and that his brother was With him, an’ 
interested spectator of the game, ontil 
9:30 o’clock of the evening in questi »n. 
In. this Tyler and Mason’s mother have 
Borne him out.

VICTIMS’ WATCHES FOUND! - 


Police Think They 
Trail of “Jack the Slugger” 

Boston, Noy. 7.—Yesterday’s de- 
Velopments in the case of Alan G. 
Mason, who is under arrest charged 
with the murder of Miss Clara Morton 
at Waverley last Saturday night, have 
been of a startling nature. It was an- 
nounced first that the watch of the 
victim had been found in a pawnshop, 
where it had been pawned for $4 by a 
young colored man. When the pawn- 
broker's memory had been jogged he 
remembered that the watch had been 
brought to his office late Saturday 
night by a white man and offered in 
pawn. Owing to the fact that it was 
after business hours, he refused to re- 
ceive it. 

On Monday morning the same wateh 
was brought in by.a colored man about 
21 years of age, of whom the pawn- 
broker bought it for $4. A burly col- 
ored man had been waiting outside the 
shop, while the trade was being made, 
and as soon as it was completed, he en- 
tered and took the money which the 
Proprietor had passed over. Both 
men then departed. 

Continuing their investigations, the 
officers discovered that the watch of 
Miss Agnes McPhee of Somerville, an- 
other “Jack the Slugger” victim, had 
been pawned at the same Cambridge 
street shop on Oct. 3, the day after her 
murder, by a white man whose de- 
scription tallied exactly with that of 
the man who brought the Morton 
watch to the pawnbroker last Satur- 
day night. 

The descriptions of these men is 
said to agree to a striking extent with 
that of suspect Mason and the pawn- 
broker will be given a chance to identify 
him, if possible, as his visitor. 

The unexpected developments have 
been most unfavorable to the prisoner, 
although his friends still ciaim that he 
ean fully establish an alibi.

The Acmiral Sampson Libellea 

Boston, Nov. 7.—A libel was brought 
in the United States district court yes- 
terday by George T. Jenkins of Jones- 
port, Me., against the steamship Ad- 
miraLSampson. The action arises from 
a collision between the libelee and the 
schooner Charley Bucki, owned by the 
libellant, on Noy. 4, 1902. Damages 
are placed at $11,055. Four members 
of the crew of the Bucki were drowned. 


Baby Burned to Death 
Weston, Mass., Noy. 7.—In a fire last 
night, which practically destroyed the 
old Emerson house and made homeless 
four familles, Jessie Gannett, 8 monihs 
old, was burned to death. Mrs. Gan- 
nett started out of the house with her 
babe in her arms, but put it down to 
collect some of her things. She ran out 
with them, but when she attempted to 

return the flames held her back. 


To Fight Tobacco Trust 

Boston, Nov. 7.—The retail cigar 
dealers interested in forming an or- 
ganization to oppose the methods of the 
tobacco trust met yesterday in the 
Quincy House. About 200 firms were 
represented, and committees on con- 
stitution and bylaws were appointed, 
together with 2 committee on member- 
ship. The meeting adjourned to meet 
Nov. 13. 


Two Deatifs as Result of Fire 

Malden, Mass., Nov. 7.—The explo- 
sion of a lamp at the home of Luke 
Maydic yesterday set fire to a bed in 
which Maydic’s 7-year old daughter 
Freda was sleeping, and the child was 
burned to death. The child's mother 
died later. The fire caused very slight 
property damage. 


Jones For Senate President 

Boston, Nov. 7.—-In a canvass of 
members-elect of the legislature, ‘The 
Herald says that George R. Jones of 
Melrose is the preference of a ma- 
jority over Rufus A. Soule of New Bed- 
ford, who is re-elected and has been 
president of the senate for two y-ars.

BEATEN AND CHOKED 


Woman Severely 
Handled by a Masked Man 

Colebrook, N. H., Nov. 6.—Mrs. 
Martin Bunnell of Lemington speut 
Tuesday afternoon at Colebrook yil- 
lage in shopping and was driving home 
to Lemington, a distance of five miles, 
at about 4:30 o’clock. As she was go- 
ing through a patch of woods a man 
wearing a mask sprang from the 
bushes and grabbed the bits of her 
horse. The animal jumped suddenly 
and Mrs. Bunnell was thrown from the 
wagon. The man grabbed her and 
dragged her into the woods, in spite of 
her violent struggle and = screans.

Union Labor and Politics 

Boston, Nov. 6.—English labor mc ve- 
ments were discussed by John A. Hob- 
son of England in an address befo'e 
the Twentieth Century club last night. 
He said that in Australia, trade unions, 
after. being badly beaten in stri’ces, 
organized a political party through 
which, in 10 yeirs, they gained far 
more by legislation than they could 
have obtained through trades union 
methods. 


Dragged te Death by Horses 

Ware, Mass., Nov. 6—William F. 
Sullivan, 21, was dragged a mile along 
a rough road yesterday and died soon 
after the pair of runaway horses were 
stopped. The king-bolt of his heavy 
wagon broke, the horses sprang for- 
ward, the front wheels separated from 
the body of the vehicle and Sulllvan 
fell so that his legs were caught be- 
tween the whiffletree and brace.

Republican Success In Elections Due 
to the Belief That Roosevelt Favors 
Liberal Measures—New York No 
Longer Considered a Pivotal State 


Washington, Nov. 7.—If the recon- 
mendation of the officers of the Republi- 
can congressional committee have any 
weight with this winter, 
there will be something done toward

tariff modification. 
sion which persous who have 
closely connected with the campaign 
management invariably bring back to 
Washington. The attitude of doing 
nothing with tariff and its trust com- 
plications urged in some quarters does 
not appeal to the matagers of the cam- 
paign, who believe that the house has 
been saved to the Republicans by the 
popular belief that President Roose- 
velt was on the side of liberal n eas- 
ures, and that his efforts in that direc- 
tion should be approved. It is poiuted 
out that the Republicans have elected 
almost unanimously delegations in 
those states of the agricultural west 
where the tariff revision senti nent is 
strongest, while in several of the states 
of the east, where the other view is 
ascendant in Republican councils, the 
Democrats have made surprising g: ins. 

Horace A. Taylor of Wisconsin, an as- 
sistant secretary of the treasury, in 
commenting on the election results, says 
New York no longer holds the bala ce 
of power in a presidential election, al- 
though he has no doubt that it would 
be a Republican state on a presidential 
vote by much increased majority over 
that which Odell received on Tves- 
day. But with the Republicans sgain 
in control of that great belt of states 
from the Missouri river to the Dacific, 
most of which only a few years ago 
were either Democratic or Populistic or 
doubtful, thefte has come to the party 
such strength that New York wil! no 
longer determine the results as it did 
in so many elections between Tilden’s 
time and the rise of Bryan. 


The members of the present house, 
who will soon be getting back into 
Washington for the short session, 5 ay 
be expected to give their views re- 
garding the speakership and the tariff. 
Until they begin to come in it will be 
hard to gauge congressional opinion. 
It would seem ominous to elect Mr. 
Cannon to the speakership at a time 
when tariff revision sentiment \ as ris- 
ing, for he would probably be as ad- 
verse to it as anybody who could be 
found. Whether the tariff revisionists 
will unite on somebody in opposition to 
him cannot yet be known, and of course 
the actual contest is a year distant. 

The scurrylng for votes has, however, 
begun. General Grosvenor has re- 
quested all the Ohio Republicans not 
to pledge themselves to any speaker- 
ship candidate until they have con- 
ferred with him. Most of the mem- 
bers will discegard this request, but 
its appearance indicates the desire of 
the professional schemers to utilize at 
once the trading value of speakership 
votes. 


From present indications the commit- 
tees of the next kouse will be iaade 
with practically the same proportion 
of Republicans and Democrats as now. 
While the latest returns indicate a 
slightly smaller Republican majority 
than in the present house, this ma- 
jority will be increased somewhat by 
the unseating of an occasional Demo- 
crat in districts like that of western 
North Carolina, where the margia is 
very close and the liability to ques- 
tionable practices always large. The 
report that Congressman Conry of Bos- 
ton will, in the next house, challenge 
the seat of Mr. Keliher, brings tbe 
promise of an interesting election con- 
test. It is rare that a Republican 
house is called upon to decide between 
two Democrats. 


Fraud Talk In Colorado 

Denver, Nov. 7.—Although the returns 
from Tuesday’s election in Colorado 
are very far from complete, enough 
have been received to show that the 
Republicans will have a majority of 
the lower house of the legislature 
while the Democrats, with 17 hold. 
overs, will have a majority in the sen- 
ate. From the best reports obtain- 
able at this time, the legislature seens 
to stand on joint ballot Democrats 52 
Republicans 47. Of the Democratic 
representatives 14 are from Arapahoe 
county, and their seats will be con- 
tested by the Republicans on the 
ground of frauds in registration and 
at the election. Republican leaders 
declare that the whole number wil] be 
unseated, thus making the legislature 
heavily Republican on joint ballot. 


Addicks Not Likely to Win 

Wilmington, Del., Nov. 7.—Complete 
returns from Sussex county show the 
election of Thomas W. Jefferson (Dem.) 
as state senator by a plurality of seven 
votes over George E. Magee, an Ad- 
dicks’ Republican, whom earlier reports 
declared elected. There are 52 inem- 
bers of the legislature and in the yote 
on joint ballot the Republicans will 
have a majority of one, but as seven 
are “regular Republicans” and op- 
posed to Addicks, his chances of elec- 
tion to the United States senate gre 
still further reduced by Jefferson’s 
election. 


Baltimore, Nov. 7.—Herman Grutze- 

auk, a steward on the steamship 
Brandenburg, which arrived here yes- 
terday from Bremen, jumped overboard 
on Oct. 28 and was lost. Grutzebauk 
was one of the survivors of the Ho- 
boken fire, being at that time on board 
the Bremen. He was nearly roasted 
by the fire on that vessel, and is said 
to have been demented ever since. He 
had been in the service of the company 
15 years. 


Baiz Backed by Gunboat 

Port of Spain, Nov. 7—The United 
States gunboat Marietta arrived 5 ester- 
day at Barcelona, Venezuela, in order 
to compel the revolutionists there to 
release the United States consular 
agent, Ignacio H. Baiz, who was ar- 
rested for refusing to subscribe to a 
forced loan. The treatment which Baiz 
has been subjected to is only an incident 
similar to many others which have oc- 
curred in every part of Venezucla. 


Anti-Salers’ Eyes Opened 

Copenhagen, Novy. 7.—The smallness 
of the subscriptions (one-fifth of the pro- 
posed capital of about $1,000,000) to 
the proposed Danish West India com- 
pany, is discussed everywhere in this 
country. Many former anti-salers xre 
now wishing the islands had been sold. 
The prospect of assisting the in- 
babitauts of the islands is now more 
problematical than ever. 


The Rabe-Busch Tragedy 

Omaha, Nov. 7.—The coroner’s jury 
which investigated the deaths of Rev. 
W. C. Rabe and Miss Augusta Pusch 
returned a verdict that death resulted 
from asphyxiation by gas, through 
carelessness. Nothing which could 
throw any light upon the tragedy was 
brought out at the inquest. 


President In New Offices 

Washington, Novy. 7.—President 
Roosevelt yesterday began the trans- 
action of business in the new executive 
otfices adjoining the White House. A 
few finishing touches still remain to be 
put upon the building, but the interior 
is practically completed and the office 
force has been installed. 


Overlooked For Twelve Years 

Washington, Nov. 7.—By an over- 
sight, an extradition treaty between 
the United States and Guatamala, 
made 12 years ago, has remained un- 
proclaimed, and so inoperative, up to 
the present time. Arrangements are 
being made for its mutual proclamation 
at an early day. 


Bank Safe Cleaned Out 
Herington, Kan., Nov. 7.—Robbers 
blew open the safe of the Tampa State 
bank here and took about $2800 in 
currency, escaping ona handear. The 
safe was blown to pieces.

Topic For the Week Beginning Nov. 


0—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Topic.—Ged'’s covenant and ours.—Ex, 
xxiv, 3-8; Jer. xxxi, 31-H4. 


A covenant is a 


compact between | 


two or more persons. The covenants of | 


the Bible are between God and His 
people. Inasmuch as God is so superior 
to man the covenants between Him 
and man resolve themselves into con- 
ditional promises. God makes a prom- 
ise to man upon certain conditions. 
Man accepts the promise and agrees to 
fulfill the conditions. This is the char- 
acter of the covenants between God 
and man, After they are made it is 
man’s place to fulfill the conditions 
and God's place to keep the promise at- 
tached to the conditions. This He al- 
ways does. 

In the history of the human race God 
has made many conditional promises 
to mankind, but two of these stand out 
pre-eminently above all others as God’s 
covenant with His people. 

1. The covenant of works. This is the 
covenant of the Old Testament dis- 
pensation, By this covenant God prom- 
ised man eternal life upon condition of 
perfect obedience to His law. This 
covenant was reiterated to Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob, Moses and the other 
leaders of Israel. God's people ac- 
cepted this covenant. They agreed to 
the conditions. Upon their part they 
agreed to obey God's law. At Mount 
Sinai, when Moses had received the 
law anew from God, “he told the peo- 
ple all the words of the Lord and all 
the judgments, and all the people an- 
swered with one voice and said, All 
the words which the Lord hath said 
do.” With sprinkled blood 
Moses solemnized their ratification of 
the covenant. But alas for the frailty 
of human nature! Swift to promise, it 
is slow to pay. Israel did not here nor 
at any other time keep its covenant 
vow, and hence a new and better cove- 
nant became necessary. 

2. The covenant of grace. The cove- 
nant of works having failed to save 
man, God made the covenant of grace 
with His people to the end that their 
salvation might be assured. By this 
new and better covenant, which was 
prophesied even in the Old Testament 
(Jer. xxxi, 31-34), God promised to save 
His people upon their acceptance of 
the sacrifice of His Son in their stead. 
They had broken the law and were 
condemned. Christ was to keep the 
law and by His death pay the penalty 
for the broken law. Acceptance of 
Christ and His work under the new 
covenant was to bring salvation. This 
is the covenant of grace, and it is in 
operation today and should be accepted 
by all men everywhere. It seems in- 
crecible that such a blessing as eter- 
nal salvation could be so easily ob- 
tained. So incredible does it appear 
that many have doubted or rejected it. 
Christ crucified has been a stumbling 
block to the Jews and foolishness to 
the Greeks. But we need not doubt the 
covenant of grace. The gospel is the 
power of God unto’ salvation. It's 
God's covenant, and He will be faith- 
ful to it. 

Our covenant with God should be as 
inviolable as His covenant with us. 
If we have accepted the covenant of 
grace, we should be strong in Chris- 
tian faith and in Christian endeavor. 
“He is faithful who hath promised.” 
Let us be faithful who have accepted 
the promise with its accompanying 
conditions.

Because of the good work done in that 
society other societies have been or- 
ganized in other prisons, notably in 
Kentucky, where a splendid work has 
been done. Other flourishing prison so- 
cieties are found in Indiana, lowa, 
New Mexico, New York and several 
other states. Societies have also been 
formed in schools and in hospitals 
among the nurses and among police- 
men and among traveling men, in the 
army and in many other places where 
no one would have thought of finding 
them, but their object is always the 
same, to help their members to be bet- 
ter Christians.

HOME SCIENCE. 


What Has Been Accomplished and 
the Plans Ahead. 


The small number of ladies who 
attended the annual meeting of the 
Quincy Home Science Association Fri- 
day afternoon of last week were re- 


warded by a program of upusual inter- 
est. 


Reports of the Kindergarten, Sloyd 
and other work were presented, Mrs. 
Wilson Tisdale, the treasurer, reported 
expenditures during the year of over 
$600.00, and a balance of some $37 
with nearly $50 still due in uncollected 
membership fees. 

The report of the retiring secretary, 
Mrs. W. E. Burke, presented by Mrs. 
H. M. Faxon, assistant secretary, gave 
interesting information with regard to 
last winter’s Home Science ball and the 
second dance in February, quite as 
successful socially and financially if not 
more so than in former years, and also 
as to the school children’s May day 
festival. On the latter occasion over 
1,200 children, with many older friends 
of the Home Science Assoviation, 
crowded Music hall with an audience 
said to be one of the largest ever 
gathered there, and made merry, 
bestowing appreciative applause upon 
the stage entertainment presented, 
singing, dancing and tableaux and 
patronizing freely the gaily decorated 
May basket and candy tables and the 
always popular ice cream counter, and 
the Sloyd exhibit also claimed a large 
space of admiring attention. 

The proceeds trom the dances and the 
festival enabled the Home Science 
Association to plan its summer’s work 
on a more than usually generous scale, 
the number of boys in the free Sloyd 
classes being more than doubled and 
the Kindergarten work somewhat 
enlarged, 

The report of the Sloyd committee 
in the absence of the chairman, Mrs. 
Emery L. Crane, was presented by 
Mrs. R. R. Freeman and was received 
with special and enthusiastic apprecia- 
tion. Some 70 boys from the different 
school districts received Sloyd instruc- 
tion under the direction of Mr. J. M. 
Nowland during the summer. Much 
creditable work was done. Many 
friends showed their interest by visit- 
ing the classes, and the successful six 
weeks’ course closed with an exhibition 
of work in the Adams school on the 
evening of 15 August, when the 
master’s rocm wa filled with visitors, 
coming and going from seven until 
nearly nine o’clock. 

The boys were seated at benches with 
all the articles they had made spread 
before them and the pride with which 
the parents examined them was inter- 
esting. To many the name Sloyd had 
meant very little, but a smooth sleeve 
board, a neat hat rack or a little foot- 
stool made a stropg appeal to them.’’ 
Mrs. P, R. Blackmur sang popular songs 
and lemonade and wafers were served to 
the guests and the boys also. The 
Sloyd classes are the latest and by 
many considered the most interesting 
development of the Home Science work. 

Mrs. Dexter E. Wadsworth reported 
for the Committee Home Science 
Intelligence, turning her attention 
chiefly to the vacation classes conducted 
in Boston during the summer in connec- 
tion with Denison House, the well 
known cullege settlement. She gavea 
most interesting acceunt of work done 
in the departments of nature study, 
gymnastics, sloyd, cooking (for boys as 
well as girls), etc.,—of the mothers’ 
meetings,—of plans for supplying the 
school rooms in which the classes are 
held with instructive and artistic deco- 
rations in the way of casts and photo- 
graphs, and for starting classes for new 
kinds of work among the children of 
the vicinity. Denison House work and 
methods as outlined in this report sug- 
gested practical and delightful future 
possibilities in Home Science work. 

Following Mrs. Wadsworth’s report, 
Mrs. J. H. Litchfield of Wollaston read 
her Home Science prize essay paper en- 
titled ‘‘How Can the Leisure of Youth 
be profitably employed?’’ 

The paper was one of great value in 
its detailed and common sense yet com- 
prehensive grasp of the vital question 
of the education of children empbasiz- 
ing their various needs, physical, intel- 
lectual moral and spiritual the value of 
wholesome recreation both in doors and 
out—possibilities in thé way of bome 
made gymnastic apparatus and neigh- 
borhood play-grounds, music, reading, 
the Camera, as lessons on—social life 
sightseeing in the best sense of the 
words, visiting Art Museum, Natural 
History Rooms, places of picturesque 
or historic interest,all these are whole-

SPARE THE TREES. 


The People’s Union Can Do Good 
Along this Line.

| Although too late I would like to add 
| my protest to those of others regarding 
| the wholesale destruction of the natural

As it 
is, the street has been narrowed by 
taking off a slice for the sidewalk. <A 
queer method which obtains in Quincy. 

The same scheme was tried on Han- 
cock street which brings the trees in 
the centre of the sidewalk. In a few 
years the cry will go up that they are 
dangerous and then there will be some 
more kindling wood. 

The angle at which the street railway 
office buildiog stands has always been 
an eyesore to beauty-loving people, and 
the erection of a new building by the 
Quincy Real estate trust at the same 
angle, only more pronounced, will put 
on the finishing tough, and make an 
unsightly spot, no matter how nice the 
building may be, especially as viewed 
from Hancock street. 

The need of a union, such as it is 
proposed to form on Tuesday evening 
at Woodward hall, should result in 
great benefit to our city. It is just 
these things that need careful thought. 
I hope there will be a large attendance 
and a free discussion which will result 
ultimately in making Quincy a more 
beautiful city. We throw away what 
other cities spend fortunes to save.

not seem to sect much store by it. Mr. 
Chamberlain did not see enough in it 
at the time of the conference—or in the 
Canadian proposal to increase it—to

ence. Yet Mr. Chamberlain, if anyone, 
was supposed to be in favor of sucha 
scheme. Now the London Times goes 
out of its way to show how yery lit- 
tle good the preference does Britain, 
Ganadian trade returns themselves be- | 
ing quoted in evidence. “Taken as a 
whole,” says The Times, “our exports 
to Canada pay 18 percent ad valorem 
in spite of tue preference, while Amer- 
ican goods pay ou the whole only 12 
percent.” 

This English coldness toward the 
scheme is having its effect in Canada. 
T. Chase Casgrain, one of the Conseryn- 
tive leaders in Quebec, is out with an 
interview in which he points to the 
trifling advantage this arrangement is 
to the British manufacturer, while “:t 
is well known that it has injured and 
is injuring every day several -of our 
important industries, not only in favor 
of the English manufacturer, but of 
the Germans and others who send their 
goods to England, have a small valhie 
added to them by English labor, and 
then forward them to our markets to 
compete with our manufacturers and 
our artisans who pay taxes and help 
to build up this country.” This is an 
outspoken utterance, even for a Con- 
servative leader, against the prefer- 
ence.: Straight opposition to it 
been avoided, though the Couserva- 
tives have all along held that the goy- 
ernmeut should have demanded a 
preference in return before putting it 
on the statute books. But now they 
show signs of asking fcr its repeal. 

The Liberal government bas all 
along defended it as a measure of frea 
trade and a free gift to the mother 
country, and not an appea! for a like 
retura. Still, now that they have 
asked for a return and been refused, 
and now that British authorities are 
Apeaking slightingly of its value, 
even the goverument may recede from 
its position. Should this be done, a “free 
trade” goverament must look for tariff 
reduction in another direction, and the 
only place left to look is Washington. 

In any case, the present is a capital 
time for the friends of reciprocity on 
both sides of the line to be up and 
moving. The next session of the Ca- 
nadian parliament will see.a revision 
of the tariff; and there is a strong move- 
ment in favor of increased duties on

Governor Taft's Measures to Prevent 
Further Epidemics, 
Governor Taft and the health board 
| of Manila, according to official reports 
to the war department at Washington, 
have agreed to a comprehensive plan 
for reclaiming the city of Manila from 
| the unsanitary conditions which prevail 
there, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
erat. The experience during the past 
few mouths in controlling the epidemic 
of cholera the American 
authorities that only the most rigorous 
measures will suffice to protect Manila 
from pestilence whenever 
arises. It has been decided that build- 
ings which are insanitary must come 
down and be removed, the low places 
in the city are to be filled in, suitable 
sewerage is to be insisted on, walls are 
to be built to hold back tide water and 
new buildings will be permitted only in 
compliance with strict regulations as 
to plumbing and construction which 

will insure healthful conditions. 

It is estimated that when the build- 
ings in the slums of the city are torn 
down over 40,000 people will have to 
be moved out into temporary camps. 
Governor Taft announces that he will 
do this and have the people carefully 
looked after in their temporary quar- 
ters. 

Captain McGregor, the city engineer, 
has taken part in the conferences and 
gives it as his opinion that it will be 
necessary to fill in over the whole site 
of the city in order to secure the grades 
that will make it possible to drain the 
streets and houses and accomplish such 
sanitary conditions. The cost will be 
large. It is estimated that the reclama- 
tion of the San Nicolas beach will cost 
at least $500,000.

Venezuelan Revolution 


LEADERS IN A QUARREL 


Over Responsibility For State of Af. 
fairs Which Led to Their Retreat— 
Government Forces Capture Four 


Thousand Men and Ammunition 


La Victoria, Venezuela, Nov. S.— 
News las been received here concern- 
ing the retreat of 


forces.

It is to the effect that on the 
night of Nov. 1 the revolutionists with- 
drew from their positions near La 
Victoria and San Mateo because they 


were without ammunition. The fact 


that the rebels lacked cartridges 
caused a disagreement between Gen- 
eral Matos and General Rolando, 


which was followed by hot words. 
Rolando declared that the shortage of 
f‘immunition was the fault of Matos, 
and that if the success of the revoln- 
tion was endangered by this condition. 
Matos alone was responsible. He said 
that all was lost, and with his fol- 
lowers, about 3200 men, he withdrew 
from the main body of the rebels in 
the direction of Alta Gracia. It is re- 
that Rolando proclaimed 1 
Mocho Hernandez as the leader of the 
revolution. 

President Castro, since he discovered 
that the revolutionists only retreated 
because of their absolute lack of am- 
munition, has caused them to be pur- 
sued day and night by government sol- 
diers. The latest report issued by the 
fovernwent says that Generals Matos, 
Mendoza and Riera and their commands 
are tleeing in disorder in an effort to 
reach the mountainous districts. 
These generals are supposed to be near 
Barrea, a point 12 miles from the Lake 
of Valencia. 

Guerillas in the service of the goy- 
ernment have captured and brought to 
President Castro certain records and 
of 
General Matos’ personal staff, as well 
as the general's personal correspond- 
ence. The contents of these papers 
give evidence of the critical situation 
of the leaders of the revolution. 

It is difficult to understand the ap- 
parent sudden and complete collapse of 
the revolutionary movement, but a few 
days ago the rebels seemed to be upon 
the eve of victory, while today their 
cause seems absolutely lost. 

President Castro, having sent his 
men in all directions to cut off the re- 
treat of the enemy, left here yesterday 
for Caracas. The government soldiers 
who are following up the rebels scored 
their first success yesterday morning by 
the capture of General Luizi, who was 
making his way in the direction of Alta 
Gracia with 300,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and 4000 men to reinforce the reyo- 
lutionists. 

From here President Castro goes to 
Los Teques, which point was aban- 
doned by the rebels on Thursday. From 
Los Teques the president will go by rail 
to Caracas, arriving there Sunday 
morning. He will then take his place 
at the head of the government.

Revolutionists Afraid 

San Jose, C. R., Nov. 8—General 
Vargas-Santos, the military director of 
the Colombian revolution, who is here, 
will not attend the proposed peace 
conference between representatives of 
the Colombian revolutionists and the 
Colombian government, which is to be 
held on board the United States battle- 
ship Wisconsin in Panama _ harbor. 
Advices received here last night are be- 
lieved to show that the Colombian goy- 
ernment intended to perpetrate some 
treacherous action if the general went 
to Panama. 

It is reported here that the Co- 
lomnbia revolutionary general, Uribe- 
Uribe, who surrendered to forces of the 
Colombian government at Rio Frio last 
month, has been sentenced to death.

SPEEDY TICKET SELLERS. 


The Elevated Railroad Man and the 
Circus Man Work Alike. 

New York ticket sellers for the ele- 
vated roads do their work with a celer- 
ity equaled only by the lightning 
change artist of a big circus. How do 
they manage it? Peep into one of the 
little ticket offices, and you will see 
that the methods of the man inside 
are identical with those of the circus 
‘man. There is only one way of selling 
tickets rapidly, whether at an “L” sta- 
tion or from the red wagon of a circus. 
‘When you hand in your money through 
the little opening, your coin or green- 
back goes to the ticket seller’s left, 
and from that side comes the ticket, 
whicb he tears off from the long strip 
with his right hand. Almost simulta- 
‘neously the same hand shoves out your 
change, for he has the exact change for 
your coin or bill ready, counted out 
and piled up. Close to his right hand, 
just inside the little window, are a lot 
of nickels for changing dimes. Next to 
these are nickels and dimes arranged 
with 20 cents in each pile, ready for 
‘the man with a quarter. Then there 
are a lot of forty-five cent piles and 
‘others containing 95 cents, so he doesn’t 
need te stop to count out your change. 
If you call for two tickets and hand in 
a dollar, the ticket seller takes a nickel 
from one of the ninety-five cent piles 
and instantly has the change that you 
require, and whenever there is a lull in 
the stream of ticket buyers the man 
behind the window replenishes his 
piles of change, so that he is seldom 
caught without just the amount you 
need already counted out for you.— 
Detroit Free Press. 


A Strategist.

The Wonderful Toad Bone. 

All early writers attribute wonderful 
qualities to toads and frogs and the 
various parts of their bodies. Pliny 
believed, for instance, that if a toad 
was brought into the midst of a mob 
or other large and unruly concourse of 
people “silence would instantly pre- 
lvail.” A small bone found in the 
‘right side of toads “of the proper age” 
was also believed to have powers over 
the various elements. “By throwing 
this bone into a vessel of boiling 
water,” says Pliny, “it will immediate- 
ly cool it, the water refusing to boil 
again until the bone bas been removed. 
To find this bone, expose the dead toad 
on an ant hill When the facts have 
eaten her all away except the bones, 
take each bone separately and drop it 
into boiling water. Thus may the 
wondrous toad bone be discovered.” 


Strange Craft. 

A traveler says: “The strangest craft 
I have ever seen were the balsas of 
Lake Titicaca in Bolivia and Peru. 
These balsas are made of an aquatic 
plant growing in the waters of the 
lake. The principle on which they are 
constructed by the Aymaras Indians 
proves their ingenuity. A bale of hay 
naturally floats in the water, and ac- 
cording to the quantity of dried grass 
used in constructing the boat do they 
control the displacement or carrying 
capacity. These boats are likewise fit- 
ted with a mast and sail, and in some 
instances carry from eight to ten per- 
sous. The Indians trdvel long distances 
over this vast inland lake, the surface 
of which is on a level with the summit 
of the Jungfrau of the Swiss Alps.”

NEGRO YOUTH’S STORY 


Pawned Watches Taken From 
Murdered Women 


GIVEN TO HIM BY MASON 


Police Inclined to Believe That Both 
Men Are Connected With Numerous 
Slugging Cases and That Further 
Crimes Will Be Brought to Light 


Boston, Noy. 10.—After having give 
out Suturday night the confession made 
by the young negro, George L. O. Perry, 
with reference to selling the watches 
taken from the murdered women, Miss 
Clara A. Morton aud Miss Agnes Me- 
Phee, the police admitted yesterday 
that Perry declares that Alan G. Mason 
is the man from whom he received these 
articles. 

This admission of the 
made just 


police was 
before young Perry was 
taken to the jail in East Cambridge, 
where Mason, who is the prominent 
Boston man under arrest on the charge 
of killing Miss Morton, is confined, 
pending a hearing in the Cambridge 
court. Here Perry positivély identified 
Mason as the man who had giver hizn 
the two watches. 

During the day Chief Ryan and Offi- 
cer Argy of Belmont went to the static n 
where Perry was locked up and had 
a conversation with him. What was 
said or the subject of the conversation 
could not be ascertained. Later State 
Officers Neal, Dunham, Dexter and 
others took Perry to the jail for the 
purpose of identification. The callers 
were shown into the room where Mason 
and six others were in line. Per y 
walked straight up to Mason, who wus 
second in line, and, pointing his finger 
at him, said: “This is the man who 
gave me the watches to pawn.” 

The fact that the +egro accused 
Mason of giving him tlic watches deus 
not give the police any false confide sce 
that the mystery of the series of brutal 
crimes has been solved. They recog- 
nize well enough, just as the dcfense, 
that the Perry confession does not es- 
tablish that Mason is “Jack the Slug- 
ger.” 

Every slight clue which might offer 
any assistance in solving the complica- 
tions before them is taken up and fol- 


lowed. The most important considera- 
tion in the light of the charge that 


Mason murdered Miss Morton is the: p- 
pearance of a negro in several in- 
stances Where women were assaulted, 
for the police authorities are assumi ig 
in this case that the men who beat one 
of the women on the head was the man 
who killed Miss McPhee and Miss Mor- 
ton. This is true in spite of the “act 
that Mason is charged at this tim. only 
with the murder of the Morton woma.. 

All the assaults have the same char- 
acteristics. The criminal used a 
weapon in each case which was prob- 
ably made of iron. When Miss Mc- 
Phee was struck the assailant’s weap- 
on was an iron shaker, such as might 
be used for furnaces. In other in- 
stances it was proved that the matertal 
was iron or lead, or some substance 
with which the skull could easily be 
crushed. Moreover, the man who has 
attacked the women in Cambridge and 
Somerville has almost always stown 
the same craftiness of approach, ‘be 
same capacity for stealing on his victim 
undetected and the same ferocity +nd 
cruelty in delivering blow after blow, 
even after he has rendered his victiv 
unconscious. These characteristive 
alone have all along indicated to the 
police that if the “slugger” was J 0s- 
essed mainly with the idea to rob, he 
had also a mania for striking and kill- 
ing women. 

In connection with the question of 
the type of weapon which has beeu em- 
ployed in the assaults it has been 
brought to the attention of the police 
that Mason has had charge of sclling 
the old iron which accumulates at the 
pionafurte manufacturing establish- 
ment of the Mason & Hamlin company 
in Cambridge. This iron consists of 
iron bolts and other broken pieces left 
over from the making of the jiano- 
fortes. 

According to the arrangements as 
made by the state poiice, Perry will be 
arraigned on the charge of being ac- 
cessory after the fact. The police gave 
out yesterday that Perry in his confes- 
sion made a sworn statement thet the 
manu who gave him the watches is 
Alan G. Mason. The police have es- 
tablished the fact that Perry’s record 
is a bad one. 

The more the police probe into the 
ease the more convinced they are that 
further crimes can be traced to both 
Mason and Perry. One theory is that 
Perry is an accomplice, if not a prin- 
cipal, in the slugging business, some of

Some discoveries made yevterd.y 
would seem to establish a closer con- 
nection between Mason and Tesry. 
Mrs. Maxwell of Dilworth strect says 
she was assaulted three weeks ago by 
a man she believes to be Alan Mason. 
She knew him as “Gregory Hall,” and 
she first met him three years ago, about 
the same time that she was assaulted 
and robbed by young Perry, as the re- 
sult of which the latter was senl to the 
Lyman school. Mrs. Maxweil will try 
to identify Mason. 


Fire Scare at Boston 
Boston, Noy. 10.—Several persons 
were in danger of death or injury for 
a few minutes during a tenement Louse 
fire in East Boston yesterday, and only 
the energetic work of the firemen saved 
them. The blaze was ina drygoods 


store, the upper floors of the four- 
story building being used for te re- 


ments. The fire was kept in the store, 
the loss being placed at $30,000. ‘The 
thick smoke penetrating the rooms up- 
stairs caused a stampede to the roof. 
All but one woman and her two chil- 
dren were led down the stairs, ‘ut 
these three were so frightened that 
they had to be forcibly carried to 
place of safety.

An autopsy proved 
that Henderson deliberately planned 
suicide. He was a good swimmer and 
those who know him well believe Hen- 
derson thought he might lose courage 
and try to save himself, so he tied his 
wrists together and waded out over his 
head. 


Not Wanted In Providence 

Providence, Nov. 10.—Emma_ Gold- 
man, Widely known for her anarchist 
utterances, was stopped by the police 
last evening as she was on the point of 
entering a hall where she had been ad- 
vertised to speak. She was told that 
she could not address a Providence 
audience and went away with little 
protest. She came to Providence from 
Boston. 


War Survivor Killed by Train 

Worcester, Mass., Nov. 10.—Charles 
Lamonday, recently discharged from 
the United States army after three 
years’ service in the Philippines, whs 
struck by an express yesterday and in- 
stantly killed. Lamonday was walk- 
ing on the tracks and stepped from one 
track directly in front of the fast- 
moving train. 


Finback Whale Stranded 

Gloucester, Mass., Nov. 10.—A fin- 
back whale 70 feet in length was found 
high and dry on the shore at Davis 
Neck, Bay View, yesterday. The 
whale was seen floating in Ipswich bay 
Saturday by fishermen, but they made 
no attempt to secure it.

Webster, Mass., Nov. 10.—Another 
smalipox victim was discovered yes- 
terday in the person of John Gevry, em- 
ployed until a week ago as a grocery 
clerk.

THE WAL CODMEK UIC KEEPERS 


Will Continue by Order of 
Chief of Revolutionists 


GOVERNMENT BROKE FAITH 


By Limiting Proposed Peace Confer- 
ence to Acceptance of Decree of Am- 
nesty—Death Sentence Pronounced 
Upon Uribe-Uribe Also a Factor 


San Jose, C. R., Nov. 10.—The reason 
why General Vargas-Santos, military 
director of the Colombian revolution, 
did not go to Panama to attend the 
conference arranged to take place yes- 
terday on board the United States bat- 
tleship Wisconsin in Panama harbor 
between representatives of the Co- 
lombian government and of the reyo- 
lutionists, is because the government of 
Colombia, according to advices re- 
ceived here, intended to limit the sub- 
ject of the conference to the acceptance 
of the decree of amnesty recently pro- 
mulgated by President Marroquin of 
Colombia. 

General Santo Domingo arrived here 
last month bearing peace proposals 
from the Colombian government to Gen- 
eral Vargas-Santos. He said the pur- 
pose of his government in calling the 
peace conference was to establish an 
effective and lasting peace which 
would harmonize the interests of the 
several political parties concerhed in 
the revolution. 

The matter was discussed between 
Vargas-Santos and the Colombian rep- 
resentative, who exchanged a number 
of cablegrams with the Colombian au- 
thorities at Panama, with the result 
that .Vargas-Santos accepted the pro- 
posals made by Santo Domingo and 
promised to-attend the conference at 
Panama with Generals Perdomo and 
Salazar of the Colombian government 
and General Herrera of the revolu- 
tionists. 

At this point of the negotiations Var- 
gas-Santos received advices to the ef- 
fect that, notwithstanding the proposals 
of the Colombian government made 
through its representative here, Co- 
lombia proposed limiting the conferees 
to the acceptance of the decree of 
amnesty. 

General Vargas-Santos thereupon re- 
fused to accept such a proposition and 
decided to withdraw from the confer- 
ence, Which, he says, he considers fu- 
tile. 

At the same time the military dil- 
rector of the Colombian revolution 
learned that the Colombian govern- 
meut had issued orders to General 
Tovar to imprison the revolutionary 
general, Uribe-Uribe, and sentence him 
to death without mercy. This order 
was given in spite of Uribe-Uribe’s 
eapitulation to the government forces, 
which occurred at Rio Frio, Colombia, 
last morth. The receipt of this news, 
which is considered in Colombian revo- 
lutionary circles here to be a shameful 
violation of public faith, further de- 
cided Vargas-Santos not to attend the 
peace conference at Panama, and he 
issued orders to the Colombian reyolu- 
tionary army to continue its warfare. 

General Vargas-Santos declares he fs 
willing to make peace providing thut 
the Colombian government will recog- 
nize the civil and political rights of 
which the Liberal party has been de- 
prived for the last 17 years, but not 
otherwise. 


After Revolutionary Fleet 

Panama, Nov. 10—The Colombian 
government gunboats Bogota and 
Chucuito left bere yesterday on a trip 
along the coast in search of the revolu- 
tionary fleet. It is reported that Cap- 
tain Marmaduke of the Bogota has re- 
ceived instructions te engage tbe reyo- 
intionists in a decisive battle if he 
finds it possible tg do so.

Ladrone Depredations ~ 


MODIFIED MARTIAL LAW 


And Suspension of Privilege of Writ

of Habeas Corpus May Be Resorted 
To—Complete Inactivity of Soldiers 
Has Been Taken Advantage Of 


Manila, Noy. 10.—The government is 
adopting vigorous measures to suppress 
ladronism in the proviuces of Cavite, 
: Rizal and Bulacan. A zone embracing 
10 | these provinces, and surrounding Ma- 
nila, is the scene of constant petty, 
and sometimes serious, disorder. Sev- 
eral armed bands, some of them uam- 
bering 200 or S00 men, are operating in 
the described districts and have com- 
mitted various depredations. They 
find a safe refuge in the mountains. 

The plan of the government con- 
templates securing the assistance of the 
military, which has been inactive since 
the end of the insurrection. The ex- 
tent of the army's participation in the 
work of suppression depends upon de- 
velopments. It is probable that the 
niilitary authorities will require the gar- 
risons to protect the more important 
towns while the -constabulary con- 
duct the fleld operations. It is thought 
that martial law, in a modified form, 
will be declared, and the privilege of the 
writ of habeas corpus suspended ia Ca- 
vile province, which has been the 
home of ladrones for ages. 

Military control of Cavite province 
is notcontemplated. Itis intended that 
the military and civil authorities shall 
work in conjunction. The belief is held 
that advantage has been taken in some 
parts of the islands of the complete in- 
activity of the soldiers, and it is thought 
that the use of the army by the civil .u- 
thorities will have a beneficial effeet. 

The vigorous campaign against the 
ladrones which has been conducted hy 
volunteers in Bulacan province has re- 
suited in driving many refugee bandits 
into Rizal, where the campaign is now 
opening. 

General Davis is co-operating with 
Governor Taft. He has strengthened 
the garrisons in Rizal and is supporting 
and assisting the native constabulary 
Which is now afield. The operations in 
Cavite province will commence shortly.

RIOTOUS STRIKERS © 


‘froops Will Be Kept Busy Unless 
French Miners Return to Work 
Paris, Novy. 10.—The government is 
taking precautions to handle another 
outbreak on the part of the striking 
miners in case the decision reached Sat- 


urday night to continue the strike is 
followed by violence. Troops are ac- 
tive in the mining regions. The au- 
Qorities believe that the crisis in the 
strike is near and that the next 24 
hours will settle the question whether 
the men hold to their decision to con- 
tine the movement or straggle back 
to the mines. 

Following the decision of the miners’ 
congress to continue the strike, there 
were disorderly occurrences in Lens 
Saturday night. The cavalry repeated- 
ly charged a crowd of 15,000 riotous 
miners and succeeded in preventing 
them from advancing. Considerable 
minor damage was done. 

At Courrieres houses of non-strikers 
were sacked and a number of coal 
wagons were burned. 

A clash between strikers and gen- 
darmes and cavalry is reported from 
Clermond Ferrand. It was not at- 
tended with serious results. 

From some mining centres it is re- 
ported that the miners are likely to re- 
turn to work in spite of the decision of 
the congress to the contrary. 


Verdict Approved by Public 

Madrid, Noy. 10.—The jury in the 
trial of Sabino Arana, an autonomist 
leader, who was charged with baving 
sent to President Roosevelt last spring 
a congratulatory dispatch on the grant- 
ing of Cuban independence, returned a 
verdict of not guilty, and the court dis- 
eharged the prisoner. The public re- 
ceived the decision with expressions of 
satisfaction. The public prosecutur 
took the ground that the prisoner had 
infringed the integrity and dignity of 
Spain and he demanded that a sentence 
of eight years be imposed. 


Big Mandarin Put to Death 
New York, Noy. 10.—Big Mandarin, 
an elephant of the Barnum &-Bailey 
circus, was executed by strangulation 
last night in his cage on the main deck 
of the steamship Minneapolis of the At- 
lantic transport line. Mandarin was 
the largest elephant in captivity at the 
time of his death and had been with 
the Barnum & Bailey circus for 24 
years. He weighed five tons and stood 
9 feet, 10 inches high. The elephant 
had recently become unmanageable, 

rendering his destruction necessary. 


Negro Assaulted a Child 

Mobile, Ala., Novy. 10.—A mob 
gathered about the Central police sta- 
tion last night with the intention of 
lynehing Lewis Wyatt, a negro who 
yesterday assaulted Maria Constauce, ¢ 
white girl of 6 years. The child's 
father headed the mob. The clief of 
police assured the crowd that the negro 
would be punished, but told them they 
must let the law take its course. At 
midnight comparative quiet had bee. 
restored, although many people were 
still clamoring for the negro. 


67,000 Deaths From Cholera 
Manila, Nov. 10.—The cholera 
tinues to be intermittent in <1'fferent 
parts of the archipelago. The recorded 
total of cases is 105,000 and of deaths 
67,000. It is believed that the actual 
number of cases exceeds the recorded 
number by 20 percent.

FANATIC DOUKHOBORS 


Resist Efforts of Police to Send Them 
Back to Their Villages 


Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 10.—Another 
chapter in the history of the Douk- 
hobors’ pilgrimage to convert the world 
bas closed, but with the ending “to be 


continued.” The Doukhobors were 
taken by specia! train from Minned sa 
to Yorkton Saturday night and yester- 
duy were kept in the cars, closely 
guarded by police. Although victorious 
at Minnedosa, it is a question yet to he 
flecided whether the government wi.l 
be defeated in their effort to get them 
back to their villages. If the fight to 
move them 100 yards is any example of 
what the government has to contend 
with, it will take a much larger force 
to move the Doukhobors the 100 miles 
to their villages, which are that di sta 1ce 
from Yorkton. 

Minnedosa dispatches report stor ny 
scenes during the entraining of the 
pilgrims there. After repeated inter- 
views with Seikroff, the leader of the 
fanatics, Agent Spears decided to use 
force and, grabbing the leader by the 
shoulders, pushed him out of the build- 
ing in which the Doukhobors had -peut 
the night, and called upon the police to 
bring the rest. As they came ont the fa- 
natics locked themselves together, each 
man clinging to his neighbor, thus mak- 
ing a solid body. 

Then the excitement commenced. 
The citizens turned out to help the po- 
lice, but it was hard work to pry the 
fanatics apart, four or five men belig 
reeded to pull one Doukhobor from the 
interlocked mass. The majority fought 
every inch of the ground. The sc1e 
Was one never equalled in Canada, a 
sullen, stubborn mob of people fight- 
ing fiercely with police and citizens, 
not in the mode of warfare but wanting 
only to be left alone and allowed to go 
on their way. 


Her Faults Overlooked 

Omaha, Nov. 10.—A great crowd of 
women gathered in the German Baptist 
church to attend the funeral of Miss 
Augusta Busch, who, with Rev. W. C. 
Rabe, was found dead in the vestibule 
of the church. Rev. Thomas Ander- 
son conducted the service. Mr. Auder- 
son referred openly to the tragedy in 
his sermon, saying: “Many encniies 
of the Christian church will make much 
of the fall of this man and this woman, 
but. she is more sinned against than 
sinning, and whatever sin she cotmmit- 
ted was atoned for by the years of self- 
sacrifice that preceded it. All of us 
are weak, and she feil before teimpta- 
tion.” The funeral and interment of 
Rabe will occur in Buffalo. 


Rulers May Be Making a Deal 

London, Nov. 10.—The Daily Mail 
and The Daily News throw doubt upon 
the reality of the reported settlement 
of the evacuation of Shanghai. The 
former paper hints that Germany has a 
secret understanding with China in the 
matter, while the latter journal de- 
clares that Emperor William's visit to 
King Edward is concerned with this 
question and with an endeavor on the 
part of Germany to secure a quid pro 
quo for German quiesence while Great 
Britain completes Ler arrangements 
with Portugal with reference to Dela- 
goa bay. 


Philippine Church Troubles 

Manila, Nov. 10.—The dissenting na- 
tive Catholics who last week took pos- 
session of the church at Pandacan 
have now surrendered the edifice to the 
Roman Catholic church authorities. 
Other native dissenters seized a chureh 
near Cavite and held services there yes- 
terday. Itis thought that the question 
of property rights involved in these 
Seizures will be taken into court. 


A Little Side Trip 

Kansas City, Nov. 10.—The Crown 
Prince of Siam broke his western 
journey by a two hours’ stop here yes- 
terday, the time being spent ina dri-e 
through the city. The next stop of the 
party will be at Colorado Springs today, 
the best part of the day being allotted 
for sight-seeing.

London, Nov. 10.—A special dispatch 
from Calcutta says that the Indian gov- 
ernment has refused the Standard Oil 
company permission to prospect in the 
oi! fields of Burmah.

‘This plan, it is need- 
less to say, is not pleasing to some of 
the foremost trust magnates, and even 
more energetic efforts have been made 
this year than were made last year to 
head it off before the annual message 
goes to congress. ‘There bhaye been 
pretty broad hints thrown out in Wash- 
ington that the disturbances in Wall 
street within the past week are at least 
in part the result of manipulation, with 
the desigu of warning the president 
that if he persists in his understood pur- 
poses he will have some terrible dis- 
asters charged up against his record. 

No argument on this line and no 
events in apparent corroboration of it 
have moved him in the least. Their 
only effect has been to make him set 
his teeth tighter and answer all who 
have discussed the matter with him that 
if anything more than his own reason 
and moral promptings had been neces-

From the political notnt of view, the 
effect of the president's policy will be 
to solidify the northwest in sapport of 
the administration, though his parti:an 
counsellors all admit that they may 
have to forego New York as a favorable 
factor.

LABOR UNIONS DENOUNCED 


Says Their Attitude Is Nothing More 
Than Constant Fight Against Devel- 
opment of Manly Instincts—Posses- 
sion of Skill a Sufficient Weapon 


Boston, Noy. 11.—It was to the great 
surprise of the members of the Eco- 
pomic club of Boston and the guests 
who had been speakers before him at 
the club’s banquet last night to hear 
President Eliot of Harvard college de- 
nounce the labor unions of the country 


us opposed to education gf the young 
men, and what he termed “their fight 
ugainst the development of the manly 
instinets.” 


The Economie club, which is made up 
of representative business men of Bos- 
ton and vicinity, was formed for the 


purpose of holding meetings for the 
discussion of current topics. The sub- 
ject for Jast evening was “Industrial 
Battle and the Public.” Among the 
speakers ‘were John A, Hobson, the 
noted English political economist 
Frank K. Foster, chairman of the state 
board of the American Federation of 
Labor; George E. McNeill, the labor 
leader; C. I’. Adams and Professor Par- 
sons, president of the National Publie 
Ownership league; Samuel Cabot and 
Kk. H. Clement of the Boston Tran- 
script, Osborne Howes and Conrad 
Reno. All spoke in favor of the incor- 
poration of labor organizations. 

President Eliot had not promised to 
speak, but had consented to say some- 
thing if the spirit moved. When called 
upon ue said present conditions indi- 
cated that many years must pass before 
the labor question satisfactorily 
solved. Both sides must make con- 
cessions and udopt some plan—as, for 
iustance, that in vogue in the great edu- 
cational institutions of the country 
where the professors are engaged on 
trial, then on probation, and finally, 
When they Lave proven themselves 
competent and trustworthy, retained 
for life or as long as they are able to 
perform their duties. In case of dis- 
ability they are pensioned. This plan, 
however, he said, is not feasible at the 
present time, because both the em- 
ployers and the labor unions were ina 
way inhuman. 

The principal objection to the labor 
unions, from the educator's point of 
view, he said, was their objection to 
young men becoming competent me- 
chanics. That they do prevent this is 
evident from the fact that all unions 
attempt to limit the number of ap- 
prentices employed in any industry. 
The right to labor is considered the 
most sacred right of the American 
citizen. 

President Bliot’s objection to the la- 
bor unions was, he said, that the prime 
object of the union seemed to be to 
work as few hours as possible, produce 
as little as possible during that time, 
and to receive as much money as pos- 
sible for the service given. This at- 
titude was in effect nothing more than 
a constant fight against the develop- 
meut of manly instincts. He said he

had a profound contempt for any man 
who didn’t choose to labor every day 


just as long as his strength would 
perinit. 
He protested against violent meas-

With the un- 
skilled workers, while the conditions are 
different, there is nothing to justify 
the use of violence. 

President Eliot said in closing that 
his opinion now is the same as given 
years ago in a contribution to a journal, 
in which he characterized the strike 
breaker, or modern “scab,” as “a good 
type of the American hero.”

George L. O. Perry, the negro, who 
pawned the watches taken from the 
body of Miss Morton and of Agnes Mc- 
Phee of Somerville, was held without 
bail on a similar charge, a lower court 
warrant having been issued against 
him immediately after the release of 
Muson. After the warrant was is- 
sued, Perry’s case was continued until 
Noy. 18, and he was committed to jail. 

Perry has changed from the soiling, 
thoughtless young :uan of a day or two 
ago to the serious, worrying, fearful 
map who is resting under the grave 
charge of murder. The vast-difference 
between being held as a wituess and 
being sent to jail without bail on the 
serious allegation of nurder shows it- 
self markedly in Perry's demeanor.

There has not been in the records of 
Massachusetts police investigation a 
case where developments have come 
with startling suddenness, or 
where evidence bas been more contra- 
dictory than in the “Jack the Slugger” 
investigation of the past week. The 
crime which led to the investigation was 
the murder of Miss Clara Morton on the 
grounds of the McLean asylum at 
Waverley, on the evening of Nov. 1, 1nd 
the Belmont police called on 
the state detectives to help them—help 
Which they were eager to give since 
their offices had been refused by the 
departinents of the other municipalities 
where crimes of a similar nature iad 
been committed during the summer. 

The suspicions of the officers were 
directed against Alan G. Mason almost 
from the first, because of several peo- 
ple’s testimony that they had sec: hin, 
in Waverley during the afternoon and 
in the at about the time of 
the murder, and because he was known 
to have been at various times under 
treatment at the asylum for insanity. 
They reached a point where they felt 
obliged to put him under arrest on the 
morning of Nov. 4 and on the follow- 
ing day they charged him in the Cam- 
bridge court with murder.

Mason was alleged to have been a pas- 
senger from the scene of the crime on 
Saturday night, and the superintendent 
of a park reservation near the asy!uin 
grounds, who declared he saw Mason 
just after the crime was committed. 
Against these witnesses the defense 
Was ready to produce the prisoner's 
brother, mother, and two friends, to 
show that he did not leave his New- 
bury street house until 9:20 on the night 
when the girl was killed at 8:50, anda 
car conductor and another man to show 
that from the time he went out until 
midnight he rode on the cars to Somer- 
ville and back again. 

Meanwhile a startling discovery bad 
been made, on Tuesday afternoon, that 
a watch taken from the body of the 
murdered woman had been sold on Mon- 
day to a Cambridge street jeweler "yy 
man described as a light mulatto.

Two 
days later an even more startling dis- 
covery was made ip the same shop of 
a watch taken from the body of Agnes 
McPhee, murdered by “Jack the 
Slugger” in Somerville, on Oct. 38. 
Though the jeweler remembered posi 
tively that a white man had soid him 
the McPhee watch, the handwriting of 
the men who sold both timepieces were 
found to be the same. and through this 
hieans they were traced last Saturday to 
George L. O. Perry, the young negro 
held on a murder charge yesterday. 
The young man confessed to selling 
both watches, but declared they were 
given him by Mason, in a statement 
which has since proved to bea tissue of 
lies. According to the police investiga- 
tion into his account of the intimacy 
with Mason, it is doubtful if the Ind haa 
ever seen the prisoner before he 
confronted with him at the jail. 

In the course of the week's detective 
work an astonishing number of clews, 
all with a seemingfy fntimate bearing 
on the case, have been run down snd 
found to be utterly irrelevant.

By fre- 
quent transplanting the roots becomeso 
hardened that they are enabled to with- 
stand injary due to transportation, 
When a tree is sufficiently large, it is 
set out in the streets with the same 
care that was lavished upon it in the 
nursery. Often the cost of planting a 
single tree is $50. Whenever a storm 
destroys the city trees the nursery can 
be immediately drawn upon for another 
supply.—Scientific American.

The train also went as far as the 
works of the Lyons Granite Co., and 
on the return the party alighted at the 
finishing sheds of the Granite Railway 
Cv,, and witnessed the work of ham- 
mering and polishing. Here also isa 
new power plant not yet in commission 
and the foundation for an extensive 
shed.

New Cruisers. 


A Washington dispatch to the Herald 
says contracts will be awarded by the 
navy department early in January for 
the two most powerful armored cruisers 
designed in this country, and costing 
when complete not less than 36,000,000 
each, This is the largest amount that} 
any war vessel ever built for the navy} 
has cost, and greater by several hundred 
thousand dollars than the cost of the 
heaviest battleships. 

The navy department today sent to 
prospective bidders detailed plans of 
the ships with information relating to 
them, and bids are expected from the 
leading New England ship yards, the 
Fore River, Newport News, the Union 
iron works, and all yards where first- 
class war ships may be built. The} 
yards receiving the contracts will receive 
from the government not less than 
$4,000,000 each for the construction of 
hull and machinery, while the steel and | 
armor factories will secure practically 
the remainder. | 

Nearly two years have been devoted | 
to perfecting the designs, and it will be 
at least three years before the ships are 
completed. These ships clear the 
docket of the designers with the excep- 
tion of two small gunboats.

Dr Hale Would Remedy It by Having

HOSPITAL NEEDS

Provisions for the Annual 
Collection. 


——_—. 


Hospital Week, Nov, 
19-26 Inclusive, 


The Committee of {901 is Re- 
appointed for the Work. 


Although the weather was rather 
inclement, nearly one hundred ladies 
and gentlemen gathered at Colonial 
nall Thursday evening at the meeting 
of the City Hospital corporation. 

The object of the meeting was to 
arrange for the Hospital week collec- 
tion. 

President William B. Rice presided, 
and after the election of one new mem- 
ber he stated that $3,500 was needed to 
carry on the work for the year. It 
was desirable to raise more if possible 
so that the debt might be liquidated. 
It was desirable to enlarge the hospital 
and as soon as the present debt was 
wiped out and there was a _ reasonable 
assurance that the income will warrant 
enlarging, it will be done. 

Dr. Jobnson, Henry McGrath and 
others spoke of the matter of Hospital 
Sunday, and hoped that it would be 
held at some other time this year than 
on Hospital week, as collectors had 
found much trouble in collecting ow- 
ing to this. 

It was voted to omit Hospital Sun- 
day this year and that all collections 
be inade by the collectors. 

It was then voted that the gentlemen 
who served as chairmen of the several 
ward committees last year be appointed 
this year and that they be empowered 
to fill any vacancies on the chairman- 
ships and to appoint sub-committees, 

The chairmen last year were Fred B. 
Rice, E, W. Newcomb, Dr. T. J. Dion, 
Dr. E. R. and Roger H. 
Wilde. 

It was voted that the pastors of the 
several churches be requested to call 
attention to the fact that Hospital Sua- 
day had been omitted. 

Upon motion of Fred B. Rice it was 
that the commencing

not imagine a grander institution. If 
people thoroughly understood it they 
would feel different. He also spoke a 
good word for the physicians, and the 
tireless energy of the nurses, who so 
cheerfully administered to the patients. 

Rey. E. C. Butler said he often visit- 
ed the Hospital and as he turned and 
looked back upon it when leaving, he 
thought of the kind skill and devotion 
of our physicians, the patience and care 
of the nurses in alleviating pain. If 
we could only do a little more than we 
have done we would not feel it. 

Mayor Bryant spoke briefly. No one 
who takes the position of executive of 
the city can realize the great work the 
Hospital is doing. Wedo not realize 
the amount of pain saved by an insti- 
tution of this kind. If people could 
understand the value of an institution 
of this kind there would be no trouble 
raising money. He thought giving up 
of Hospital Sunday a good idea and 
that collection would be better. People 
do not realize how much suffering con- 
tagious diseases cause in families as well 
as loss of life, and he hoped it would 
be brought about that a ward would be 
built. In closing, he said if the tras- 
tees feel that the amouut appropriated 
by the city is not sufficient they should 
ask the City Council for more. 

The last speaker was Henry H. Faxon 
who spoke of the burden of taxpayers. 
He sympathized with all good work 
but it was wrong to burden the tax- 
payers by asking the Council for more 
money. He had given more than 
$10,000 besides his income during the 
past three years. 

At this point Mr. Rice said that the 
meeting was not to discuss town affairs 
but to devise means to aid the Hospital. 

Mr. Faxon refused to speak further 
and the meeting adjourned. 


Tax Receipts. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

In your issue of Nov. 13, you state 
that the receipts on account of taxes of 
1902 to the first of November amount to 
$63,977.09. This statement is some- 
what misleading, as this amount only 
covers the first three weeks of October. 

The books of the Treasurer closed 
October 31, and owing to the large 
amount collected by the Tax Collector 
which he is obliged to itemize into the 
following aécounts:—Taxes of the dif- 
ferent years, Sewer House connections, 
Sewer Assessments, permanent side- 
walks, street sprinkling, interests fur 
the different accounts and costs, it 
would be impossible, evan witha larger 
force at his command, to do this in 
time to give to the Treasurer. 

The actual receipts for the Tax de- 
partment for the month of October were 
$114,452.20; in comparison with Octo- 
ber, 1901, $95,541.98, showing an in-

Upon motion of Fred B. Rice, the 
local editors and newspaper reporters 
were made a committee on publicity. 

Brief remarks were made by several 
of the gentlemen present. 

Dr. J. A. Gorden spoke of the needs 
of the Hospital and its work. This 
year up to Nov. 15, there had been 216 
patients, and the daily average had 
been twenty, so that at times it was 
necessary to place cots between the 
beds. Twenty-eight applications for 
private rooms had to be refused and if 
they could have been provided would 
have brought in from $1300 to $1400. 
He was convinced that people appre- 
ciated the Hospital and that there were 
very few who would not contribute. 

Rev. ©. P. Mills believed in the 
Hospital, not only for the work it does, 
but because it was a public and anify- 
ing work. It would be well if we bad 
more of this bringing of people into a 
common relationship and unity aad to 
wipe out the lines of division, He also 
believed in the hospital because it was 
a public educator on the proper care of 
the sick at home. Teople today are 
demanding that people at home shall 
have ihe best service. He wished it 
might wake up the sentiment that 
would sustain a district each 
ward to give a temporary relief. 

Mr. Rice spoke of the gift of $500 
from Mayor Bryant, who suggested a 
ward for contagious diseases. He 
would like to see such a ward, but the 
more passing need was a larger Hospital 
and a home for nurses. Give us a 
nurses’ home and we will be able to 
supply all demands for nurses. 

N. G. Nickerson spoke of his recent 
experieuce as a patient at the Hospital. 
He had been predjudiced agaiust going 
there, but he had received the kindest 
of treatment. He could not say too 
mucb of the management. He could

A 20 PERCENT REBATE 


Held to Be Sufficient by the 
President of Cuba 


TREATY DICKERING HALTS 


Because the Real Situation Regarding 
Reciprocity Is Not Understood by 
Cubans—General Bliss Delegated to 
Clear Up Apprehensions 


Washington, Noy. 13.—An important 
conference, bearing on the subject of 
the Cuban reciprocity treaty, was held 
at the wur department yesterday, the 
participants being Secretary Hay, Sec- 
retary Root and General Tasker Bliss. 
The latter was called into the confer- 
ence at Secretary Hay’s suggestion, be- 
cause of his expert knowledge of the 
existing Cuban tariff. Before the con- 
ference at the war department, Secre- 
tary Hay had talked on this subject 
with Senator Cullom, chairman of the 
senate committee on foreign relations, 
and also with Mr. Quesada, the Cuban 
minister here. Mr. Quesada was not 
able to submit to Secretary Hay the 
draft of the reciprocity treaty which 
has been under consideration so long 
by the authorities at Havana, as the 
document has not left that place. 

Officially the United States govérn- 
nent continues in ignorance of the ex- 
tent and character of the changes, if 
aby, which President Palma may de- 
re to make in the treaty. From 
ether than official source, however, has 
developed pretty clearly that the car- 
dinal objection of President Palma to 
the treaty as it stands is the insuf- 
ficient rebate of 20 percent proposed to 
be allowed on Cuban imports into the 
United States. 

President Pulma makes the point 
that conditions have changed in Cuba 
so that whereas the 20 percent rebate 
might have served when it was first 
proposed, it would at present afford so 
little relief as not to warrant the sacri- 
fice of Cuban revenues that would be 
involved in its acceptance. Secretary 
Hay has determined to clear up that 
point, and to that end, after talking 
with Secretary Root yesterday, it was 
decided that General Bliss should be 
sent at once to Cuba to make a per- 
sonal investigation of its industrial 
situation and its fiscal possibilities. 

A high official of the government, 
who is well informed regarding our re- 
lations with Cuba, in discussing the 
proposed treaty, said to The Associated 
Press: 

“The principal mission of Genera! 
Bliss will be to clear up in the miuds of 
the Cubans some apprehensions which 
they have regarding the effect of the 
concession offered by the United States 
and the various concessions which the 
United States demands from Cuba. It 
seems apparent that the situation is 
not understood in Cuba and the nego- 
tiation halts on that account. 

“There is no disposition to offer a 
greater concession to Cuba than 20 per- 
cent, which will include all products of 
the islands, while the concessions €e- 
manded yary from 10 to 70 percent. 
This is explained by the fact that the 
concessions must be considered not so 
much upon percentages as upon exist- 
ing tariffs. The tariff of the United 
States on all articles produced in Cuba 
is so high that a 20 percent reduction 
will mean much to the island. This 
relates especially to sugar and tobacco. 

“A single illustration is given: The 
present duty on sugar is about 100 per- 
cent; a reduction of 20 percent will 
give a rebate to Cuba of $20 in every 
$100 worth of sugar sent to this coun- 
try. On the other hand the duty im- 
posed by Cuba on cotton manufactured 
goods is about 33 percent and the United 
States manufacturer shipping cottons 
to Cuba under a like 20 pereent rebate 
would secure an advantage . of only 
about $6.66 on each $100 worth of 
goods. To equalize this difference it 
was found necessary to fix the rate of 
concession on cotton goods going from 
the United States into Cuba at 60 per- 
cent. Ht is thought here that the Cu- 
bans have not considered the matter 
from this point of view and that it will 
be necessary to inform them of the 
basis of the demands of the United 
States. 

“It is possible that demands of this 
country may be modified slightly on 
an investigation of trade conditions in 
Cuba, as the first draft of the treaty 
was the basis of an agreement. It is 
not likely, however, that any greater 
concession will be offered Cuba, as it is 
held that the high rate of duty on sugar 
and tobacco will, with 20 percent reduc- 
tion, enable the Cubans to either under- 
sell all other foreigners or secure 
greater profits on their products than 
people of other nations. 

“The reciprocity treaty is likely to 
be a separate document from any gen- 
eral treaty provided for under the Platt 
amendment. It makes no difference 
whether or not a treaty is negotiated 
with Cuba save on the subject of the 
Isle of Pines. The Platt amendment 
being a part of our law and a part of 
the Cuban constitution, it is held that 
it operates as a binding proposition 
even if the provisions of the amend- 
ment are not embodied in a_ treaty. 
The United States wil! secure the coal- 
ing stations and Cuba is bound to carry 
out the provisions of her own constitu- 
tion. That the embodiment of the 
terms of the Piatt amendment In a 
treaty would be well is not denied, but 
such action is not necessary save to 
establisli closer and more friendly re- 
lations between the two governments 
from a diplomatic point of view.” 


SHOT THROUGH HEART 


Woman’s Death at Portland Being 
Investigated by the Police 
Portland, Me. Nov. 13.—Gertie 
Welch, aged 25 years, was found shot 
through the heart in a room in a board- 
ing house on Forest avenue last nigbt, 


but whether or not she died by her 
own hand is a matter for further in- 
quiry. In the room with the body 
when the people in the house went in, 
was Elmer E. Smith. He hada bullet 
through the fleshy part of the right 
shoulder, and he, with his hands on 
his stomach, was groaning as if he were 
in pain. <All he would say at the time 
was “I knew she would do it.” The 
Weapon with which the shooting was 
done, a 32-calibre revolver, was ou the 
floor of the hall outside the bedroom. 

The police are endeavoring to deter 
mine whether the woman shot herselt 
after shooting at Smith, as he claims 
is the case. The dis- 
charged at close range, for the woman's 
hnightrobe had been scorched by the 
powder flash. The police have de- 
tained Smith, pending a devision as to 
the circumstances. 

A theory is that the woman had the 
revolver, and that, while in arguinent, 
the woman fired at Smith and then shot 
herself. Her death came instantly. 
The fact that the revolver was outside 
the room is not explained. Smith 
would not talk except to say that the 
woman did the shooting, and at the po- 
lice station he held his tongue. 

Smith is 38 years old, a barber by 
trade, and well known through life. 
long residence here. Gertie Welch 
came here from Bath about eight years 
ago, but of her family connections 
there little is known here.

Marine Mishaps 

St. Johns, Nov. 13.—-The schooner 
Tasso, laden with fish, sank last night in 
Trinity bay. Her crew of nine men 
were rescued at great risk by the crew 
of the schoouer Nellie, 

Schooner St. Francis, from Labrador, 
has been burned at sea. Her crew of 
seven men escaped in the boats. 

Schooner Harvest has been wrecked 
on the Island of Quirpon, at the en- 
trance of Belle Isle strait. Her crew 
of seven men were saved by the coast 
folk. 


The Czar’s Courteous Action 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 13.—Ambassador 
Tower, who was recently transferred 
to Berlin, and Mrs. Tower left here to- 
day on their way to Lividia, where tlie 
ezar has invited Mr. Tower to call on 
him. This is a special distinction, as 
the rule was long since established for- 
bidding formal receptions at Lividia. 
This action is generally construed as 
intended to be an expression of the 
ezar’s personal feelings towards the 
United States und its retiring ambaa- 
sador. 


Syndicate Buying Orange Groves 

Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 13.—A_ cor- 
poration known as the Southern Call- 
fornia Trust company, with a ready 
capital of $4,500,000, most of it eastern 
capital, has secured an option on 7000 
acres of orange groves in this vicinity 
and proposes to absorb under trust 
mortgage a heavy portion of the South- 
ern California citrus belt interests. 


Popular at Banquets 

Washington, Noy. 13.—Secretary 
Root has returned bere from Xew York, 
where he attended the banquet of the 
Chamber of Commerce Tuesday night. 
He will go to New York again the latter 
part of the week to attend the dinner 
given by James H. Hyde in honor of 
Ambassador Cambon of France. 


Soldiers to Suppress Raiders 

Simla, India, Nov. 13.—Owing to a 
series of raids committed during the 
past two years by outlaws from across 
the border, in the Punjab, it has been 
decided to dispatch four flying surprise 
columns of 800 men each to coerce the 
Wazirls who are harboring the raiders 
on British territory. 


No Trace of Egan 

Spokane, Wash., Novy. 13.—The hopes 
of finding Superintendent Egan of the 
Great Northern railroad are diminish- 
ing. All the larger searching parties 
have now come in without finding any 
traces of him. Experienced woodsmen 
are expected to keep up the search for 
about 10 days more. 


Must Go Back to Montreal 

Washington, Nov. 13.—The state de- 
partment has issued a warrant for the 
surrender to the Canadian authorities 
of Stephen McMillan, charged with the 
theft of $1200 from his employer, a 
Montreal merchant. MeMillan is now 
held at Jersey City. 


Broker Goes to Penitentiary 
Baltimore, Nov. 13.—John K. Messer- 
smith, the cotton broker who was con- 
victed last June of having fraudulently 
obtained $25,000 from the Merchants’ 
National bank, was sentenced yester- 
day to two years in the penitentiary.

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CUBA'S PROPOSED LOAN 
May Be Blocked Until Com- 
mevcial Treaty Is Arranged 


SPEEDY ACTION UNLIKELY 


Many Cubans Opposed to Concessions 


Demanded by United States--For- 


eign Governments Likely to Await 


a Settlement of Deadlock 


Washington, Nov. 14.—General Task- 
er H. Bliss will sail for Cuba tomor- 
row if he can secure steamship accon- 
modations. If not he will gocarly next 
week. It is the intention of those in- 
terested in the commercial treaty with 
Cuba to have it ready if possible in 
three weeks dnd General Bliss will en- 
deavor to adjust the difficulties by that 
time. It is considered important to 
have the treaty sent to the senate be- 
fore the holiday recess. It will require 
a two-thirds yote to ratify the treaty 
and a determined minority in the senate 
could postpone action on it for some 
time 

Those best informed regarding con- 
ditions existing in the island do not ex- 
pect auy speedy action. They believe 
that a large number of Cubans are very 
much opposed to granting the conces- 
United States will demand. 
There is also talk that they may test 
the effectiveness of the Platt amend- 
mert by entering into negotiations with 
other countries regarding trade rela- 
tious. 4 

The positicn which our government 
holds in Cuba and our relations with the 
leading foreign nations at the present 
time is such that it is believed none of 
the governments would care to make 
any treaty with Cuba which was not 
sanctioned by the United States. There 
is even some taik that the negotiations 
with Cuba might be brought to sat- 
isfactory conclusion should it appear 
that the representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments at Havana had been in- 
structed not to enter into negotiations 
until a treaty had been concluded with 
the United States. It is scarcely ext 
pected that such instructions can be 
obtained. 

It is the desire of this government to 
leave the negotiations, should they fail, 
in such shape that it will not appear 
that an attempt had been made to ex- 
tort from Cuba more than the United 
States was willing to give. It is said 
by an official dealing with the subject 
of Cuba that a commercial treaty will 
be necessary to establish Cuba on such 
a basis that she can float the proposed 
loan. 

With all negotiations hung up and 
strained relations existing between the 
old and new republic it is believed that 
there would be difficulty in selling the 
bonds of Cuba. At the same time this 
government does not wish to appear in 
the attitude of holding this particuiar 
club over the Cuban government. It 
is therefore probable that, in case the 
negotiations fail, a statement of what 
was demanded by the United States 
and the reasons why the concessions 
were asked will be made.

Herr Schual started the disorder by 
shouting: “You Germans are a lot of 
pigs.” Thereupon a number of Ger- 
man deputies cast themselves upon 
Herr Schnal, shouting, “smash him,” 
“kick him,” which they proceeded to do. 
Eventually Herr Schnal was thrown 
down the gangway to the bottom of 
the amphitheatre. 

The fighting continued for a quarter 
of an hour after the suspension of the 
sitting. Throughout the disorder the 
combatants were encouraged by hearty 
plaudits from the strangers’ gallery. 


Dragged From Death’s Jaws 

Niagara Falls, N. Y., Nov. 14.—Miss 
Helen Costello was rescued from the 
brink of the American falls yesterday 
by employes of the state reservution. 
The woman was seen clinging to a sub- 
merged log at a point a few feet below 
the bridge which connects Green and 
Goat islands. A noose was fitted about 
the body of John Marshall and he was 
lowered into the rushing waters. He 
reached the woman's side and placed 
a rope about her waist. The two were 
hauled upon the bridge. It is thought 
Mrs. Costello attempted to take her life 
on account of domestic troubles. 


Failed to Get the Bandit 

Rome, Noy. 14.—The Sicilian police, 
who have been trying to capture a 
notorious brigand named Vursalone, 
yesterday raided the district of Cam- 
marata® and took as prisoners 60 per- 
sons, among whom were included a 
marquis, a mayor, doctors and law- 
yers. A wealthy landowner named 
Lino barricaded his house and shot one 
policeman dead and wounded another. 
The police failed to capture Varsa- 
lone, who is still at large. 


Good News For Rallroaders 

Philadelphia, Noy. 14.—The Pennsy]- 
vania Railroad company announces an 
increase of 10 percent in the wages of 
all employes of the company east of 
Pittsburg and Erie and now earning 
less than $200 a month. The advance 
became operative Nov. 1. This in- 
crease affects about 59,000 employes. 
Estimating the average wage rute a 
month at $60 a man, the additional ex- 
pense to the company would be about 
$4,250,000 a year. 


England to Sell Old War Craft 

Londun, Noy. 14.—As a result up- 
parently of agitation by Vice Admiral 
Beresford and others regarding the 
lack of “up to dateness” in the British 
mavy, the admiralty announces that 
three b ttleships, five turret ships, a 
torpedo ram, a frigate, two cruisers and 
some smaller vessels are all for sale.

Camden, N. J., Nov. 14.—A frog was 
poisoned in court yesterday to show a 
jury the agonies of a human being dy- 
ing as a result of being poisoned with 
strychnine. Paul Woodward, who is 
alleged to Lave lered two boys, Brice 
Jennings and Paul Coffin, from this 
tity into the woods, and having caused 
their death with strychnine, was on 
trial, and Professor Marshall of the 
University of Pennsylvania was testify- 
ing. He took some of the poison ex- 
tracted from the liver of the Coffin boy 
and forced it Into a live frog. The jury 
and all others in court became intensely 
interested and ina few minutes the 
frog went into convulsions. The pro- 
fessor explained the action of the drug 
as the frog, writhing, exhibited all the 
ngonies the boy had suffered as he died. 
The experiment caused a sensation in 
the court room. 


Warning to Labor Men 

New Orleans, Noy. 14.--President 
Gompers yesterday delivered an it- 
passioned warning to the members of 
the Federation of Labor that the imme- 
diate future of trade and labor as- 
semblics wis seriously endangered by 
the conflicting claims of jurisdiction 
made by different bodies. Unless such

uidate the assets, a meeting of the 
stockholders having been called for Dec. 
10, for the purpose of approving plans 
for the liquidation. The reason that

Library Improvements.

THE UNITY CLUB, 


Papers on Sanitation, Surgery and 
Medicine. . 


‘The Lengthening of Human Life ” 
was the topic discussed by experts at 
the Unity club, Friday evening. This 
vital subject, together with ‘ Our 
Vaudeville—Act. 1,’’ was sufficient to 
attract a crowd that occupied every 
available seat in the Unitarian vestry. 

President Parlin introduced Dr. 
E. R. Johnson as the director for the 
evening, and he in turn gave way to 
Dr. Thompson who read an interest- 
ing paper on ‘ Sanitatiov.”’ 

It is only, the speaker said, in late 
years that medical men have turned 
their attention to sanitary conditions. 
After the civil war, in 1869, a board of 


health was first established, and with | 


the help of the people, better condi- 


tions are found in every city in the 


United States. 

A very graphic picture was drawn 
of the work done by our goverumeut 
in Cuba, at El Caney, at Santiago and 
at Havana, towards purifying those 
cities of yellow fever and cholera. 

It was Col. Warren who first showed 


the people of New York that the; more than 
streets could be kept clean, and hej sreenness 
cave up his life in Havana in the cause remind me of you. 


of cleanliness. The disease germs are 
carried by insects, particularly the 
mosquito, which breed in swamps near 
infected localities. 

Much goud is being done in our 
cities by improving the water supply, 
condemning unsanitary dwellings, and 
allowing the children of the poorer 
classes an opportunity to play in clean 
parks. 

Dr. Johnson showed ina clean talk 
on “Surgery” how lives today are 
saved which formerly would have 
perished. He gave a picture of the 
old style operating table on which the 
patient was bound with ropes. Today 
the use of ansthethics has dispelled 
much of the dread of the operating 
room. 

From 1842 when nixtrous oxide was 
first used, and 1846 when either was 
discovered, until the present day, 
surgery has made wonderful advances. 

After a recess, the audience were 
permitted to enjoy JT] Jacobi,” 
an operetta in three scenes. The 
artists were Mrs. H. Y. Follett, Mrs.

Tracing 
the growth of medicine from the early 
days when Hippocrates lived down the 
present time, he showed how medicine 
has grown more efficacious in prevent- 
ing disease. He spoke of vaccination 
and theuse of anti-toxin in keeping 
down disease.

TREASURER $17,950 SHORT 


Has Not Been Heard From Since He 
Stowed Away on a Steamer—Chief 
Clerk of Public Works Department 


Charged With Embezzlement 


Washington, Nov. 15.—Official re- 


ports on defalcations by twe promiuent 


officials of the Hawaiian government 


were received by the secretary of the 
interior yesterday from Goveruor Dole. 
William H. Wright, the treasurer of 
the territory, admitted be was $17,950 
short, and B. H. Wright, chief clerk of 
the department of public works of 
Hawaii, is charged with embezzle- 
ment of $8272. The former escaped on 
the steamer Alameda, which sailed from 
Honolulu Sept 24 for San Francisco, 
and he has not been found, but the lat- 
ter was arrested and held for trial, 
this wontb. 

Governor Dole says that Secretary 
Cooper, who is now acting treasurer, 
heard through confidential sources that 
the treasurer was short in his accounts, 
and when the latter was confronted 
with the statement he denied it, but 
subsequently admitted a shortage of 
aboot $18,000, giving assurances at the 
same time that he would make it good. 
Mr. Cooper, on taking charge of the 
treasury, made an investigation at 
which the treasurer failed to make good 
@ promise to appear. ‘The Alameda 
was searched, but Wright lad stowed 
himself away successfully. 

The cash in the general treasury 
was found to be correct, but the gov- 
ernor reports that the Chinese fund un- 
der special deposit in the vaults was 
$17,950 short. This fund originated in 
deposits made by Chinese entering 
Hawaii to secure their passage money 
on leaving the country, the deposits be- 
ing first made in the postal savings 
banks, 

When the federal treasury paid the 
$4,000,000 on account of the indebted- 
ness of the territory, the accounts were 
paid and the money placed in the First 
Natiqnal bank of Honolulu as a gov- 
ernment depository and part was placed 
in the treasury as a special deposit. On 
Sept. 8 last, according to Governor 
Dole, Treasurer Wright, who was then 
also acting superintendent of public 
works, reported to Deputy Auditor 
Meyers that B. H. Wright bad been sus- 
pended for misconduct, and on Sept. 9 
the treasurer had had the safe opened 
in the presence of the attorney gen- 
eral, the deputy auditors and B. H. 
Wright aud his counsel. Wright was 
permitted to take out an envelope he 


claimed to be private property. Hisae- 
counts were found $5252 short and 


there was no entry on the books of a 
eBeck <achcu u Sort time before and 
endorsed by Wright for $3290 and he 
was charged with this amount of em- 
bezzlement. Later another charge was 
made of the embezzlement of $4982. 


Millionaire Sent to Prison

Czarewitch In Feeble Health 

Paris, Nov. 15.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says that Grand Duke 
Michael, the czarewitch, is in a very 
weak condition, He has had to give 
up the course of pbysical exercise 
which he bud been pursuing under the 
guidance of an American athlete. 
Physicians pronounce the grand duke’s 
condition to be helpless unless the 
climate of the Crimea should work a 
miracle.

Savannah, Ga., Noy. 15.—With mili- 
tary and civic honors the remains of 
General Nathaniel Greene were rein- 
terred yesterday at the base of the 
monument erected to bis memory in 
Johnson square. At the same time and 
in the same vault were laid away the 
bones of George W. Greene, the son of 
the distinguished revolutionary gen- 
eral.

General Young, in speaking on “Our 
Soldiers in the Philippines,” said that 
much comment on the army in the Phil- 
ippines had passed beyond the limits of 
criticism and descended to absolute 
villification. He said that the state- 
ments came from unreliable persons 
and from comparatively few  indi- 
viduals. The complaints did not come 
from-the Filipino people or from the 
foreign press, but originated with our 
own people and were against our own 
soldiers. He continued: 

“No one was more anxious to have 
the soldiers behave properly than were 
our generals in the field. These de- 
famers of our patriotic soldiers were 
never numerous, but for a time were 
very noisy and some of our good peo- 
ple believed there was some truth in 
their statements. All of the army’s 
defamers were densely ignorant of what 
constitutes the laws of war, the nature 
of the warfare waged by the Filipino 
and the conditions that prevailed in 
any war, civilized or otherwise. 


“Taking into consideration the cir- 
cumstane2 surrounding them, our sol- 
diers in the Philippines behaved better 
than any other nation expected or than 
we had any reasonable hope to expect. 
War is a game, and a very dangerous 
one, and the rules of conduct should 
be left to those who are experienced in 
the game. 


“If every accusation that was 
brought against these soldiers were 
true, these stay-at-homes, these  be- 


foulers of their own nest, these seekers 
after notoriety, these active disturbers 
of the peace of mind of the brave 
patriotic wives and mothers should 
have the deceucy to present their wild 
fancies to the proper authorities in- 
stead of trying to convince the whole 
world that our own brothers and kin- 
dred were barbarians. I say that the 
American army is the most humaae 
army that ever waged war and I couid 
bear out my assertions by the Filipinas

“To carry on war,” said General 


Young, “disguise it as we may, is 
cruel; it is to kill and burn, burn and 
kill, and again kill and burn. 


“If it had not been for the intense 
desire of the American people to carry 
on an casy, persuasive war with the 
Filipinos and the good faith in which 
the American officers acted to carry out 
that desire, the Filipino war would 
have ended in much less time.

H. B. Brockett, Jr. of Pittsburg

My invention relates to an improve- 
| ment in tanks or trays for washing pho- 
| tographie and other prints. The device 
| fn use is usually set in an ordinary sink, 
| the supply pipe being connected to the 
| water supply by a hose and the water 
| flowing away through the overflow 
openings into the ordinary waste dis-

The operation of the device is as fol- 
lows: The photographic or other prints 
| being placed in the water in tank, the

| and, flowing through the narrow slit,

PLOWING AS A LUXURY. 


Dr. Gatling’s Invention Will Please 
Agriculturists. 

From plowing to automobiling seems 
a far cry, yet those two extremes are 
combined in the latest invention of Dr. 
| R. J. Gatling, originator of the famous 
rapid firing gun which bears his name. 
At the age of seventy Dr. Gatling has 
conceived the idea of replacing farm 
horses with gasoline and changing the 
adornment of farmers’ hands from cal- 
louses to chauffeurs’ gloves. In other 
words, says a writer in the St. Louis 
Republic, plowing is ta he revolution- 
iwed, as was modern warfare. 

It has remained for Dr. Gatling to 
invent a motor plow, driven by a gaso- 
line engine of sufficient power to pro- 
pel the plows at any desired depth be- 
tween one and twelve inches. The 
truck is built similar to those trucks 
used with traction engines, except that 
the steam boiler is replaced by a 
strong platform, on which is placed the 
gasoline engine. It is connected with 
the traction gearing by a series of 
wheels. To this truck is attached a set 
of disk plows. 

With this machine it is estimated 
that one man can plow from thirty to 
thirty-five acres in a day. To plow this 
number of acres in one day with the 
ordinary plow would require fifteen 
men and thirty horses. All that is 
| needed to operate the Gatling plow is 
for the farmer to sit upon the cush- 
| joned seat of the truck and work the 
controller, which is not unlike those at- 
tached to automobiles. If he happens 
to be indisposed, Lis wife can take his 
place. 

It is generally estimated that the 
cost of plowing under ordinary condi- 
tions is $1.50 per acre, and then the 
further preparation of the ground by 
harrowing and rolling it costs another 
50 cents per acre. By the process of 
plowing with the Gatling machine the 
ground becomes thoroughly pulverized, 
and the rolling is not required. Dr. 
| Gatling is having his plow made in St. 
Louis and is going to form a St. Louis 
company to carry on its manufacture 
| and distribution when it is ready for 
the market. As yet his plans in this 


latter respect have not assumed defi- 
nite shape. The sample plow is now 
hearing completion and will soon be 
ready for inspection.

MITCHELL'S TESTIMONY

Sets the Ball Rolling In Coal. 
Strike Investigation | 


HEAVY FIRE OF QUESTIONS 


From Counsel of One of Leading Min. 
ing Companies— Union and Non-Un- 
ion Men the Recipients of $1,500,- 
000 From Relief Fund 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 15.—The anthra- 
cite coal strike commission appointed 
by President Roosevelt to arbitrate the 
differences existing between the mine 
workers of the hard coal fields of Peun- 
sylvania and their employes yesterday 
began the hearing of testimony by 


which it will determine whether or not 
the workmen are receiving fair and just 
wages for their labor and whether their 
conditions can be improved. 

The star witness for the miners— 
President John Mitchell—took the 
stand in the forenoon and when tne 
commission adjourned at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon he was still under the fre 
of cross-examination by David W. 
Willcox, general counsel of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson company. It was a 
trying day for the miners’ leader, but 
he seemed to stand the test weil. ‘The 
heaviest fire of cross-questions wus 
aimed at him late in the afternoon ses- 
sion and when the hour of adjourn- 
inent was reached Mr. Willcox was 
still propounding questions and test- 
ing Mr. Mitchell's memory. 

The commission's sessions are being | 
held in the room of the Pennsylvania 
superior court, which is now sitting in 
Philadelphia. Ranged around three 
tables in front of the seven commis- 
sioners who occupied the judge's bench, 
were no less than 30 lawyers, 24 of 
whom were looking after the interests 
of the mine owners. 

The court room at both sessions was 
packed almost to suffocation and scores 
were unable to gain admittance. 
Among the spectators were quite a 
large number of general superintend- 
ents, all of whom took a deep interest 
in the proceedings and some of them 
frequently made notes. 

Grouped about Mr. Mitchell were 
District Presidents Nicholls, Duffy and 
Fahy, the three district secretaries, 
the three national board members, the 
members of the three district executive 
boards of the anthracite field. Seat- | 
tered through the spectators were 
many practical miners, who will be 
called upon to take the stand in bebalf 
of the miners’ claims. 

The attitude of the commissiox.ers 
was closely followed by everyoue in the | 
court room. ‘They appeared to be | 
greatly interested in the cross-examiaz- 
tion of Mr. Mitchell, but at times 
seemed to grow restless under ‘tha 
ceaseless fire of questions aimed at he 
mine workers’ leader. Judge Gray, as 
chairman of the commission, being 
versed in court proceedings and in the 
law, was the only spokesman for the 
commission. At the close of the ses- 
sion he asked Mr. Mitchell whether his 
organization approved the act of with- 
drawing from or denying the neces- 
saries of life to those who had of- 
fended the organization. Mr. Mitchell 
replied: 

“I should say, emphatically, no.”” 

During the day Mr. Willcox usked 
Mr. Mitchell many questions as to the 
policies of the union, the method of 
calling strikes, the ability of the unio. 
to maintain discipline and prevent the 
members of the union from violating 
the law and aiso as to the Iiabillty of 
the union in breaking contracts. St 
was apparent to many of those present 
that Mr. Willcox’s object was to at- 
tempt to prove by Mr. Mitchell's own 
testimony that the contention of the 
companies that the Miners’ union was 
an irresponsible organization and that 
trade agreements, therefore, could not 
be safely entered into, was well 
founded. 

During the hearing the statement was 
brought out for the first time since the 
late strike was inaugurated that the 
union had disbursed $1,500,000 among 
the union and non-union men who were 
on strike. 

Mr. Mitchell, before taking the wit- 
ness stand, presented the miners’ side 
of the case in a 6000-word statement. 
It took him 40 minutes to read bis ad- 
dress and he was listened to by the com- 
missioners and the operators with the 
closest attention. 

It is not unlikely that Mr. Mitchell 
will be on the stand all day today and 
probably longer. It is the intention of 
the miners to next call on Rev. Peter 
Roberts of Mahanoy City, who has an 
intimate knowledge of anthracite min- 
ing and is the author of a book on the 
subject. During the hearing all the at- 
torneys took copious notes and it looks 
as if the investigation will be long 
drawn out unless some arrangement 
for curtailing the cross-examination of 


witnesses is agreed upon.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Heavy Consumption and Bright Pros. 
pects for Continued Activity 
New York, Nov. 15.— R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Lower prices for railway stocks than 
at any time since last March do not 


necessarily indicate loss of traffic hor 
a setback in business. On the contrary 
thwre are numerous evidences that 
manufacturing and transporting in- 
terests have not sufficient facilities to 
meet demands. Distribution of mer- 
chandise is fully maintained, prepara- 
tions being made for a heavy holiday 
trade, and frequent complaints of tardy 
deliveries testify to the heavy consump- 
tion. Prospects for continued activity 
are bright beéause of unprecedented 
harvests, Prosperity in the agricultural 
sections assuring a good demand for 
other products. Threatened labor con- 
troversies have been averted, in some 
cases wages being advanced, while a 
number of increases were voluntarily 
given. Railway earnings continue to 
advance. Full returns for October 
show a gain of 50 percent over earnings 
in the same month four years ago. 

Eastern manufacturers of footwear 
are offering no inducements to buyers, 
and, while no actual advances in prices 
have occurred, the market is decidedly 
strong. Western shops are also busy. 

Limited supplies in first hands and 
with jobbers have sustained eotto. 
goods, despite the sharp decline in the 
raw material. The inclination to del ly 
purchases has become more pronounced 
and there is general expectation ofcarly 
concessions, 

Considerable irregularity occurred in 
quotations of the leading sta nies.

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AFRICA’S MAD MOLLAH 


Influence Wielded by England’s 
Foe In Somaliland. 


OHIEF OF FANATIO MOSLEM HORDES 


How He Utilized a Warship’s Search- 
lights to Give His Followers Some 
Evidence of His So Called Miracu- 
lous Power— Difficulties of Cam- 
paigning Against the Somalis. 


The Mad Mollah, against whom an- 
other punitive expedition of British 
troops is about to be started in Somali- 
land, in northeast Africa, has long been 
an object of suspicion by the war of- 
fice, says the London correspondent of 
the New York World. He and his fol- 
lowers have opposed the development 
of the interior of Somaliland and have 
constantly stirred up strife by raiding 
and looting tribes which were under 
British protection. Early last spring 
he raided tribes within eighteen miles 
of Burao, and this despite the presence 
of a British garrison, which was pow- 
erless to effect anything against the 
mollah’s rapidly moving force. 

General Manning arrived at Aden a 
few days ago and at once began to 
rush trained troops to Somaliland. It 
is believed that Mad Mollah has a 
force of from 12,000 to 15,000 men, 
many of whom are well armed and 
mounted. The British cannot prompt- 
ly put anything like as large a force 
as that in the field, but expect to send 
there a brigade (3,000 or 4,000 men) of 
troops from India. 

The mollah has been preaching the 
jehad or holy war and has thus gained 
a considerable following of Moslems 
crazed with religious fervor. By his 
preaching he has gained such an in- 
fluence over the tribesmen that he was 
proclaimed mahdi by the Mussulmans 
and immediately started a Mohamme- 
dan uprising. 

Numerous “mad” mollahs have been 
heard from in the last decade, the 
most prominent one hitherto being a 
warrior in Afghanistan. A mollah is 
a Mohammedan priest or prophet, and 
a particularly fanatical one easily ac- 
quires the title of “‘mad” mollah. The 
Mad Mollah operating in Somaliland 
is known to his followers as Haji Mu- 
hammad Abdullah and belongs to the 
Habr Sueliman Ogaden tribe. He mar- 
ried into the Dolbahanta Ali Gherl, 
among whom he now lives at Kob 
Fardod, a village inhabited by mol- 
lahs, a day’s march east of Kerritt 
and about 170 miles from Berbera, So- 
maliland. He is a man in the prime 
of life, dark colored, tall and thin, and 
has a small goat’s beard. He has made 
several pilgrimages to Mecca, and 
while there attached himself to the 
sect of Muhammad Salih, whose dep- 
uty he claims to be in Somaliland. 

This mollah is of humble orfgin, but 
gifted with considerable intelligence 
and cunning. He claims to have been 
commanded to preach the Jehad 
through a divine inspiration. During 
the time he was inciting his followers 
to rebellion against the British author- 
ity they demanded of him some evi- 
dence of his miraculous power. Havy- 
ing the night before seen a warship 
flashing its searchlights, he summoned 
bis followers to the beach at night, 
and, fortunately for him, the warship 
flashed its searchlights over the shore, 
illuminating the country for a great 
distance. The mollah at once pro- 
claimed it as testimony sent direct by 
Mobammed from Mecca. 

This so impressed the tribesmen that 
they will follow the mollah blindly 
anywhere. He has distributed among 
his followers pink colored rice, which 
he has assured them so long as they 
fight in the holy war will render their 
persons and horses invulnerable against 
the bullets of the infidels. He is a 
past master in intrigue, and by prom- 
ises and gifts and by arranging mar- 
riages between his followers and other 
tribes he has gained a considerable 
following. 

The difficulties which will confront 
any large force organized by General 
Manning will be by no means incon- 
siderable. There is no definite ob- 
jective. The mollah and his followers 
have no fixed place of abode, but usual- 
ly live in the villages of tribes they 
have raided. Much of the mollah’s 
wealth consists of herds of camels and 
flocks of sheep and goats, and it is 
the idea of striking and destroying 
these that the expedition will have in 
mind. Army officers believe the mol- 
lah and his followers will always be 
found near the grazing grounds of 
these herds. 

Before any effective work can be 
done the force must cross a strip of 
waterless desert known as the Haud, 
200 miles in breadth. Except at the 
coast, no food supplies other than meat 
can be obtained. The only method of 
transportation for supplies, ammuni- 
tion, military stores, etc., is by camel, 
involving a climb from the coast to a 
vast inland plateau some 6,000 feet 
above the sea level. 

The Somali is endowed with wonder- 
ful powers of endurance, resembling in 
some respects a camel. He can make 
forced marches of thirty or forty miles 
a day, carrying his pack, without fear 
of breaking down, and this after being 
deprived two days of water. The 
Somali pony resembles his master in 
this respect. He can go forty or fifty 
miles a day, requires only to be grazed 
at night on what he can pick up and 
ean do without water for three or four 
days. ‘The Somali natives on the 
march of seventy miles start with but 
four pounds of dates per man and a 
quart of water. That is their ration. 
On a longer march they take two 
pounds of dates and a pint of water 
for each day.

The doctrine of the atonement, or 
| that Christ died “for me,” is the most 
precious doctrine of the word of God.

Christ did not die simply for an object 
lesson on sacrifice or to set forth God’s 
hatred of sin, but He died for us—died 
instead of us. Had He not died we in 
ourselves would have been compelled 
to bear the penalty of our sins. But 
since He died as our substitute we are 
free from the penalty of sin if we ac- 
cept His sacrifice for us. Christ's 
atonement for our sins is accepted of 
God, and we escape eternal death and 
recelye eternal life. 

No one can believe the Bible and 
doubt or deny the atonement. It ig 
purely a doctrine of revelation. Na- 
ture and even history give us some 
suggestions that look toward vicarious 
suffering, but they fall far short of 
revealing God's great sacrifice of Him- 
self, and this fact forms the crowning 
revelation of God’s word. And here 
this doctrine is writ large. To reject 
the atonement is to reject the Bible or 
at least any reasonable and sensible 
interpretation of it. The testimony of 
sacred writers upon this subject is 
very complete, and it is unanimously 
upon one side. And when a doctrine 
Is purely a matter of revelation we 
must accept the conclusions of the 
holy men who spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Ghost. 

1. The testimony of Isalah. Isa, Mil 
teaches clearly the vicarious character 
of Christ’s death. The seer of God 
speaks of no human deliverer, for none 
ever appeared in Israel. Nor does he 
personify Israel herself, for she has 
not died for others. He speaks of the 
promised Messiah, and he says, “He 
was wounded for our transgressions, 
He was bruised for our iniquities; * * * 
the Lord hath laid on Him the iniquity 
of us all.” Could language be plainer? 
Can any one dany that they refer toa 
substitution? And since they can be 
applied to Christ alone must His death 
not have been vicarious? 

2. The testimony of Christ. In con- 
nection with the institution of the 
Lord’s supper, which was to commem- 
orate His death, Jesus said, “This cup 
is the New Testament in My blood, 
which is shed for you.” What can 
“shed for you” mean but substitution? 
Would God have sacrificed Christ sim- 
ply to have taught mankind a lesson? 
Never. Christ’s death was necessary 
to save mankind or He never would 
have died. 

8. The testimony of Paul. God 
commended His love toward us in that 
while we were yet sinners Christ died 
for us (Rom. v, 8). 

4. The testimony of Peter, “Who 
His own self bare our sins In His own 
Dudy on the tree. 
of the character of Christ's death. Our 
sins were placed upon Him, and he 
bare them. “The Lord laid on Him the 
iniquity of us all.” Could this mean 
anything else than substitution? 

5. The testimony of John. “Hereby 
we perceive the love of God because 
He laid down His life for us.” John’s 
opinion is seen to be in accord with 
other inspired writers upon this sub- 
ject. God in Christ laid down His 
life for us—for me. 

Since Christ died for us we shoulé 
live for Him. He has substituted His 
life for ours, and we should elso sub- 
stitute His life for us. “It is no longer 
I that live; Christ liveth in me.”

QUESTIONING OF MITOHELL 


May Be Undertaken by Attorneys For 
Several More Mining Companies— 
Lebigh Officials Declare That De- 


“ mands of Employes Are Unjust 
Scranton, Pa., Noy. 17.—The mem- 
bers of the arbitration commission re- 
frained from doing any work what- 
ever yesterday. Most of them, as ts 
their rule, attended services at churches 
of their denomination in the forenoon 
and in the afternoon they took either 
long walks or drives through the valley. 
Last night they heard Bishop Spalding 
deliver a lecture on the subject of 
“Success” at the Lyceum theatre, for 
the benefit of the House of the 
Shepherd of Scranton. 

The commissioners have not decided 
upon any future arrangements. It is 
likely, however, the entire case of the 
ininers, which is now being presented 
to them, will be heard in this city, and 
it depends largely upon the wishes of 
the coal companies where they will 
hear the operators’ side of the question 
at issue. The commissioners are satis- 
fied to hear both sides at Scranton. 

President Mitchell of the Miners’ 
union, the first witness for the miners, 
who was on the stand Friday and Sat- 
urday, will ugain be in the witness box 
today. So far the attorneys of only 
one company, David Willcox, general 
counse! of the Delaware and Hudson, 
bas cross-examined him. Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, who is representing the Penn- 
Sylvania Coal company and the Hills- 
dale Coal and Iron company, is still 
engaged in carrying on his examina- 
tion. It is not definitely known how 
many of the other companies desire to 
have their attorneys question the’ min- 
ers’ president. It is probable the wit- 
nesses for the mine workers will take 
up all of this week in giving their 
testimony. Next to Mr. Mitchell, the 
most important witness for the miners 
will probably be Thomas D. Nicholls, 
president of District No. 1 of the Min- 
ers’ union, which takes in all of the 
mining territory around Scranton and 
Wilkesbarre.

Lehigh Company’s Statement 

Philadelphia, Noy. 17.—The  state- 
ment of the Lehigh Coal and Naviga 
tion company, submitted to the anthra- 
cite coal strike commission, now in ses- 
sion at Scranton, in answer to the 
demands of the miners, was made pub- 
lic here yesterday. The answer re- 
cites the development of the company 
froin the date of its charter in 1822, 
refers to the expense of operation and 
to the comparatively small profits, and 
declares the demands of the employes 
for an increase of 20 percent is un- 
justifiable, the reasons given in sup- 
port of the demand not being founded 
on fact. 

Accompanying the statement are two 
exhibits. One shows the earnings of 
the employes of the company for one 
year, based on the time worked dur- 
ing 1901, the number of the several 
classes of workmen and the rates paid 
acording to the pay roll for the first 
half of May, 1902. The other is a cata- 
logue of overt acts charged to the 
striking employes of the company dur- 
ing the recent contest, the riots, as- 
sauits and disturbances of various 
kinds being numbered at upwards of 60. 

The angwer states: “The Lehigh 
Coal and Navigation company is the 
oldest corporation engaged in the min- 
ing of coal in the anthracite region. 

“It owns and controls about 14,000 
acres of coal lands in Carbon «and 
Schuylkill counties, which are esti- 
mated to contain over 500,000,000 tons 
of available coal. Its employes uuin- 
ber about 6000 and its capacity of pro- 
duction is over 200,000 tons 2 month. 
The dividends upon its capitai stock 
to date only average 4.02 percent. The 
profit on coal mined vy the .omp:uny 
during the 10 years ending Dec. 31, 
1901, has averaged 11.09 cents per ton.” 

Referring to the claims of the miners 
that better wages are paid in the bitu- 
minous fields, the answer states:

“In 1901 for a day 
tract miners earned an average of $3.14 
per day; skilled Inbore rs, $2.31, wun- 
skilled laborers, $1.83, boys $1 for work 
under ground. The

boys 77 cents. The average 
earnings of adults were $475. 

Denial is made of the claim of the 
miners that their earnings are insuf- 
ficient to maintain the American 
Standard of living and, concerning the 
employes of the Lehigh Coal and Navi- 
gation company, these figures are 
given: 

“Out of 3 
own houses. Pianos will be found in 
146 and house organs ir 337. The com- 
pany owns and rents to its employes 
671 houses at an average rental of $4.75 
a mouth. The character of these 
houses is fully up to average in any 
part of the country occupied by 
ether class of workmen. 

“It has been the policy of the com- 


annui ul 


ary 


pany to sell surface rights to those of | 


its employes who desired to put up their 
own houses, and for many years there 
has been a steady demand on this ac- 
count. The town of Summit Hill has a 
population of about 2000, and almost 
the entire surface, with the dwellings, 
is now owned and occupied by em- 
ployes of the company.” 


Railroad Men’s Pay Raised 

New York, Nov. 17.—The New York 
Central railroad has increased the 
Wages of some 15,000 men in its em- 
ploy by from 8 to 3 percent. The in- 
crease adds nearly $1,000,000 a year to 
the payroll of the company. The rea- 
sons given for the policy of the road 
are the increased cost of living, the 
wisk of the managen:ent to equalize 
the wages in all parts of the system, 
and the company’s desire to recognize 
faithful and efficient service.

QOLLEGE HEAD ORITICISED 


For Expressing Admiration For Strike 
Breakers—Says Hope For Future 
Prosperity of Our Country Lies In 
Peaceful Labor Organizations 


Boston, Noy. 17.—Mayor Schmitz of 
San Francie@o, who was elected to 
office on a straight labor union ticket, 
closed his visit to Boston last evening, 
after a brief address to a representative 
gathering of the labor unionists of Bos- 
ton at the Quincy House, and left later 
for Niagara Falls. It had been in- 
should address the 
Twentieth Century club yesterday, but 
he was prevented from doing so by his 
other engagements. 

In the course of his remarks to the 
labor men, Mayor Schmitz said: “Il 
read the other day that the president of 
one of our greatest colleges expressed 
his contempt and disgust for the man 
who would not work every day as long 
as his strength holds out. He didn’t 
say Low much compensation should be 
paid for that work. In California we 
have a state law that makes eight 
hours a day's work, and provides that 
$2 shall be the minimum pay for that 
work. 

“Now this gentleman says he has a 
profound disgust for the man who will 
not work as long as his strength holds 
out. I have a profound disgust for the 
man with the full stomach, the man 
with a princely salary that allows him 
to procure not only the necessities, but 
also the luxuries of life, who will say 
that the strike-breaker, the scab, as 
we call bim, is the future hero of this 
country. If this is true, the future of 
this country is very dark indeed. But 
I do not think that for a moment it is 
true; I believe that it is simp!y the opin- 
ion of one misguided man. 

“It used to be understood that un- 
less a man has passed through college 
or university, he cou'd not lay claim to 
education. I hold that the trades 
unions are the true educators, and that 
these professors ought to take courst 3 
in brotherly love. 1 say that these pro- 
fessors are not educated, and that in 
the peaceful labor union Hes the hope 
for the future prosnerity of this coun- 
ar

, the editor became cognizant of 
a shew of labor unions to control 
the city. Some public spiried gentle- 
men who live on the outskirts of 
the town and desire fize protection were 
unable to get an appropriation from the 
city, and therefore combined to pur- 
chase land and erect a hose house to 
cost about $4,000 in which the city 
might install apparatus. Labor unions 
stepped in and wanted it_built by union 
labor which would be prohibitive. 

Now comes word_of a boycott of the 
Schenectady street railway and plans 
are made publicly and boldly. ‘This 
may mean hot times for former Quincy 
men, but the work of ‘“Dan’’ McLane 
may be better appreciated. When 
‘*Dan*’ went to Schenectady less than a 


|year ago he found all_the street rail- 


way lines of the city in one circuit, 
Albany 
(17 miles distant) the whole service 
was tied up for hours during repairs. 
‘*Dan’’ was given a free rein, and he 

at once divided the lines into six cur- 
cuits and has since subdivided them. 
Then he established an emergency de- 
partment and his ‘‘hurry-up wagon’’ 
is agreat improvement on the one he had 
in Quincy, Then itis drawn by two 
handsome greys, and driven by George 
Faircloth, formerly of the Quincy Fire 
Department. The quickness with 
which breaks have been repaired, and 
the abseuce of tie ups which before 
were numerous became very apparent 
to the people generally, and the work 
of ‘‘Dan’’ has attracted the attention 
of New York city papers. The lines of 
the Schenectady street railway are be- 
ing rapidly extended and lines are com- 
pleted to Albany and Troy, and soon 
will be to Saratoga; over 70 miles have 
been installed by Mr. McLane. 

Now to the news of today, A Sunday 
dispatch from Schenectady reads: 

“The Executive Committee of the 
Trades Assembly has been in session 
all day, arranging details of the boy- 
cott against the Schenectady Railway 
Company. 
into effect at midvight, but willactually 
be enforced at 6 A. M. Monday. 
Seventy-one men, one from each union, 
will watch the cars and will be aided 
by others if necessary. Every union 
man found riding onthe cars will lose 
his union card; every business man 
will be warned not to ride again and 
will be boycotted if the warning is 
disregarded. If any employe continues 
to ride after being warned, his employer 
will be notified to discharge bim. 
There are, it is estimated, 2,800 per- 
sons who liye at such a distance from 
the General Electric Locomotive Works 
that they are dependent upon the cars. 

‘““It has also been decided to extend 
the boycott to the use of gas and 
electric light, both of which are manu- 
factured and controlled by the Sche- 
nectady Railway Company. Members 
of unions, business men and the gen- 
eral pablic will be asked not to use gas 
or electric light, and -the Trades 
Assembly is considering petitioning tke 
Common Council to cancel the contract 
which the company has for lighting the 
streets with arc lights.

Hopes That Others Will Be “More 
Successful Than Himself”—Says All 
Monarchs Are Tyrants, and He 


Would Kill Any Oue of Them

ceeding to the cathedral on Saturday 
to attend a “Te Deum” in memory oi the 
late Queen Marie Henriette, intended to 
assassinate King Leopold seems fully 
established by the prisoner's confes- 
sion to the police. The latter at first 
denied reports to the effect that the re- 
volver contained ball cartridges or that 
Rubino was connected with anar- 
chists, but they finally admitted that 
the prisoner had confessed that he in- 
tended to shoot King Leopold and that 
he held anarchist beliefs.

The self-confessed would-be regicide 
is «a small, baldheaded man, with a 
heavy blick moustache. He informed 
the police that he came from London, 
where he had been assisted by the 
Italian embassy and was temporarily 
engaged to watch anarchists. He was 
Cismissed, however, as the embassy 
oflicials discovered that he sympathized 
with anarchists. It was then that he 
bought a revolver and 50 cartridges and 
came to Brussels. 

Failing to find work here Rubino said 
he “determined to act” and went to the 
cathedral with the intention of skoot- 
ing the king, but he did not fire at his 
majesty for fear of hitting intervening 
soldiers. Then Rubino proceeded to 
the Rue Royal, where he awaited the 
cortege. The king’s carriage passed 
before Rubino was able to draw his re- 
volver, hence the shots only hit the 
carriage following. No one was hurt. 
Rubino was immediately arrested and 
the police had some difficulty in rescu- 
ing him from the hands of the crowd. 

In Rubino’s pockets were found post 
cards bearing portraits of King Leo- 
pold, Prince Albert and the Princess 
Elizabeth. The prisoner said he pro- 
cured the cards so as to be able to 
recognize the members of the royal 
family and expressed the hope that 
others would be more successful than 
himself. He also said he did notregret 
his act aud would have fired at any 
monarch, “at the King of Italy as read- 
ily as at the King of the Belgians, be- 
eause monarchs are tyrants who cause 
the misery of their people.” Finally 
Rubino declared he hated Socialists be- 
cause they were friends of the police 
and asserted that he had no accom- 
plice. 

According to some reports Rubino, in 
the course of his exainination before 
the magistrate, declared that he selected 
King Leopold for his attack on ac- 
count of his majesty’s inhuman conduct 
towards his daughter, Princess 
Stephanie, at the time of her mother’s 
death, and he also wished to show to 
the anarchists in London who _ sgnis- 
pected his loyuity that, while they only 
talked, he acted. He would have killed 
King Edward, he added, but for the 
strong feeliig of the English people in 
favor of the monarchy. 


Found to Be a Bad Man 

Rome, Nov. 17.—The ministry of the 
interior has established the identity of 
the assallunt of King Leopold. His 
lame is Gennero Rubino and he is de- 
scribed in their records as an advanced 
Socialist. He has a criminal record. 
Some years ago he was accused of 
treachery by his anarchist friends and 
expelled from tbeir ranks, 

The pope, King Victor Emanuel and 
Premier Zanardelli have sent tele- 
grams of congratulations to the king 
on his escape from assassination. 

It anpears that Rubino has a brother 
who is also an anarchist. His father 
fought with distinction in the Italian 
war for independence. 


Congratulations From Hay 

Washington, Noy. 17.—Secretary 
Hay called at the Belgian legation yes- 
terday to express to the officials there 
his regret over the attempt on the life 
of the King of Belgium and to extend 
the congratulations of the people of 
this country over the king's

Sioux City, Ia., Nov. 17.—The big 
plant of Armour & Co. was totally de- 
stroyed by a fire which started yester- 
day morning in the fertilizer building.

The cause of 
the fire is said to have been either 
spontaneous combustion or an imper- 
fect dryer. Six hundred men will be 
thrown out of employment all winter 
by the fire.

BULLET WOUND IN HEAD 
Woman Admits Shooting Which May 
Cause Husband’s Death 
Newton, Mass., Novy. 17.—Nicholas 


Alpanise, an Italian empleyed in tho 
Bilk miils, is in a dangerous condition, 


resulting from a bullet wound in tho 
head. Early Sunday morning a police 
ambulance was called to the house of 
Dr. Clough, where Alpanise had 
gone to have his wounds dressed. To 
the officers who accompanied the am- 
bulance Alpanise stated that late Sat- 
urday night he was crossing the Echo 
Bridge reservation in company with 
his wife, when he heard a shot fired 
and was struck by a bullet, which frac- 
tured his jaw and penetrated his neck, 
lodging at the base of the skull. 

When search was made for his wife 
to obtain her statement, she could not 
be found. Chief Tarbex finally lo- 
cated her in Needham yesterday and ar- 
rested her. Patrolmun Fuller found 
evidence that the shooting was done in 
a house on Boylston’ street, where 
Alpanise and his wife spent Sat- 
urday evening drinking and playing 
cards with several other Italians. The 
walls of one of the rooms were 
splashed with blood und a 32-calibre 
revolver was found buried in tke 
cellar. Donato Stranero is held as a 
witness. 

Last night the woman admitted that 
she had fired the shot, but said it was 
accidental. The revolver belongs to 
Stranero, who said he laid it on the 
table and left the room and that when 
he returned Alpanise was writhing on 
the floor. Other witnesses say there 
was a quarrel and that Mrs. Alpanise 
deliberately shot her husband.

THIRST AND HUNGER 
Endured For Many Days by Surviv- 
ora of Disaster to Elingamite 

Woltington, N, %., Nov, 17.—The eight 
surrivers from the wreck of tho Brit- 
ish schooner Elingamite were rescued 
on a raft by the steamer Penguin. 
Tho raft from which they were 
taken measured only 12 feet long by 
@ feet wide and had 16 persons on it 
when it left the wreck. The only food 
on board was two apples. The first 
apple was consumed on Tuesday and the 
second on Wednesday, each being 
divided into 16 portions. 

From Sunday, the day they were 
wrecked, until ihursday, when they 
were rescued, the survivors drifted 66 


miles on the half-submerged ra‘t. 
Three men died on Monday night 
through drinking salt water. All of 


the survivors suffered the tortures of 
thirst, and four other men and the 
stewardess died of exhaustion before 
they were picked up by the Penguin. + 

They had a cruel disappointment on 
Tuesday night. A steamer was sighted 
in the distance and frantic shouts were 
raised by those on the raft to attract 
attention. The steamer lowered a boat, 
which passed within 50 yards of them, 
but the boat’s crew apparently did not 
see the raft and returned to their vessel. 

When the Penguin was sighted only 
one of the survivors was able to stand 
and all were terribly emaciated. 


President Enjoying His Outing 

Smedes, Miss., Nov. 17.--Sunday 
was a quiet day at the president’s camp 
on the Littie Sunflower. There was 
no bear hunt. Dinner was the chief 
event of the day. The menu included 
loast bear paws, possum and sweet 
potatoes. Dinner was served in camp 
style on a rough pine board table set 
up in the open air. Tin plates and tin 
cups were used. There were not 
enough knives and forks to go around 
and the colored cook announced that 
on account of the scarcity of the 
articles, he had distributed them only 
to the “colonel” and the “foreign gen- 
tlemen.” The president has not had 
three days of such complete freedom 
and rest since he entered the White 
House. 


Want to Hi ar Commission’s Report 

New York, Nov. 17.—Aftera thorough 
discussion of the kidnapping of 14 
leaders of the union cigarmakers’ 
strike in Tampa about a year ago, and 
the more recent abduction of the mayor 
of that city because of his alleged 
sympathies with the strike:s, . the 
Central Federation of Labor yesterday 
voted to lay the matter before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and request him to call 
for a report of the commission which 
he some time ago appointed to investi- 
gate the matter first mentioned. 


Possible Charges of Treason 

Albany, Nov. 17.—Officers of the Na- 
tional Guard have conferred with Goy- 
ernor Odell regarding the advisability 
of bringing treason charges against 
the officers of the Schenectady labor 
union, which expelled from its mem- 
bership a man who had served with the 
Second regiment during its recent ser- 
vice in preserving order during the 
strike on the Hudson Valley railroad. 
Governor Odell says he has the matter 
under advisement. 


What Modern Fire Engines Can Do 

New York, Nov. 17.—A spectacular 
and interesting test was made yestetr 
day by the fire department of the metal 
standpipes in a lofty new building for 
purpose of determining the feasibility 
of forcing streams of water to the top 
floors of the tallest buildings. The 
two most powerful engines in the de- 
partment were used and no ditheu!ty 
was found in projecting efficient 
streams to the roof, 304 feet above the 
street level.

New York, Nov. 17.—Dread of being 
summoned to answer a charge of 
roughly treating qne of the children of 
her class is supposed to have been the 
cause of the suicide of Miss Cela 
Ettleson, a public school teacher, wlo 
died yesterday after drinking carbolic 
acid.

weeks took place yesterday in tlie 
Somerville police court, where George 
L. O. Perry was charged with the mur- 
der of Agnes McPhee on Oct. 3 and 


given a hearing on thatcharge. It was 
not intended by the state police, who 
arrested Perry a week ago and caused 
him to be held on the charge of murder- 
ing Clara Morton at Waverley on Nov. 
1, to bring the McPhee charge against 
him at this time. Yesterday's hearing, 
in fact, is commonly understood to be 
the result of a squabble between the 
Somervilie and state police, the local 
officés claiming that the credit for 
work on the McPhee case is theirs, and 
feeling hurt at what their chief Las 
termed “discourteous” interference on 
the part of the state force in what he 
calls “distinctively a Somerville case.” 

Chief Parkhurst, accordingly, with- 
out consulting the state police (who are 
busy investigating both crimes, but 
are preparing especially for a hearing 
on the Mortom murder charge in Cam- 
bridge today), arrested Perry Satur- 
day in the East Cambridge jail on a 
writ of habeas corpus. ‘The hearing 
yesterday was the result. 

Sheriff Fairbairn led in the smail, 
slender negro who stands under ac- 
cusation of being “Jack the Slugger”— 
the man who has held the women of 
Boston's suburbs in terror for a whole 
summer. Clerk Chapin presently stood 
up in his place and ealled out: “George 
prisoners’ pen. “The complaint 
charges you,” read the clerk, in Lis 
rapid, professional sing-song, “with the 
murder of Agnes McPhee in Somer- 
ville on the third day of October last 
past. What say you to this com- 
plaint; guilty or not guilty?’ The bey 
answered “not guilty;’ and then bis 
counsel, P. B. Kiernan, went over to 
the cage for a short whispered counsel. 

The McPhee murder was committed 
In Somerville on Oct. 8 last. Perry 
was brought into court from the Cain- 
bridge jail on a writ of habeas corpus. 
It was supposed that he would merely 
be arraigned and the case continued, 
but at the last moment, the defense 
giving assent, the government decided 
to put in evidence. Sume 28 witnesses 
Were summoned. 

After the fact of the crime had been 
established by various witnesses, 
Charles E. Birtwell and Samuel S&S. 
Lawrence, who represent the Boston 
Children’s Aid socicty, told of the con- 
fessicn which Perry had made to them 
to the effect that he had sold a silver 
watch, later identified as that owned 
by Miss McPhee, to Joseph Nemser, 
the Boston jeweler. Other witnesses, 
including Ethel Carter, to whom the 
article was given, testified that Perry 
had in his possession a watch chain, 
later shown to have belonged to Miss 
McPhee, and to have been attached to 
her watch. 

Nemser, the jeweler, identitied Perry 
as the person who had sold him the 
watch. In addition, other circum- 
stantial evidence was offered by the 
prosecution. 

Pp. B. Kiernan, representing the de- 
fendant, asked the court to discharge 
Perry on the ground of insufficient evi- 
dence. He contended that the main 
evidence offered—that of Mr. Birtwell’s 
story of the defendant's confession— 
should be ruled out on the ground that 
the confession was obtained under mis- 
representation and inducement. The 
court declined so to rule, and ordered 
the defendant held without bail for the 
action of the grand jury. 


Forger Gets Four Years 
Boston, Nov. 18—By forging his 
brother’s name to a check, Harry 
Aronson yesterday was sent to the 
house of correction for four years. He 
had been sentenced for a like offense 


once before.

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LABOR LEADERS AT ODDS 


Mitchell and Sargeut Dragged Into 
the Gompers-Shaffer Dispute 
New Orleans, Nov. 18.—Fither 
Theodore Shaffer, president of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin workers, or Samuel 


Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, is destined to pass 
under a cloud. It is a fight to the 
finish, and present conditions favor 
Gompers. The trouble which so sud- 
denly came to a point in the conven- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor yesterday is an echo of the great 
strike against the United States Steel 
company, which was fought and lost 
last year by the Amalgamated associa- 
tion under the leadership of Shaffer. 

After his association had been de- 
feated, President Shaffer did not 
hesitate to utter charges of a serious 
nature against President Gompers, as 
well as against President Mitchell of 
the United Mine Workers and Presi- 
dent Sargent of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen. He asserted that 
the organization over which these men 
presided had, while listening to the 
advice of their leaders, refused to lend 
a helping hand to the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, and had even fought against 
it in the dark, 

The charges were levelled against Mr. 
Gompers in particular and the extracts 
from the secret circular issued by 
President Shaffer show specifically 
their scope and nature. 

Delegate Sheridan of the Amalga- 
mated association, a colleague of Presi- 
dent Shaffer in the convention, threw 
the bomb by asking unanimous consent 
to introduce a resolution calling for an 
investigation of the charges. Both 
parties announced that they courted 
the investigution, and it will be re- 
ferred to a special committee of five, 
two to be selected by Presidert 
Gompers, two by President Shaffcr, 
and the four to choose the fifth. 


Spring Charged With Arsenic 
San Bernandino, Cal, Noy.

Lere yesterday bringing word of the 
discovery in Timber mountains, Ne 
vada, of the remains of several people 
supposed to have been a party of 
prospectors.

MINERS’ ABLE WITNESS 


Operators’ Counsel Finds 
Mitchell a Worthy Foeman 


ALLEGED REIGN OF TERROR 


Not Wholly Due to Overt Acts by 
Strikers, According to Mitchell— 
MacVeigh Uses the Word Anarchy— 


Threatens a “Foretaste of Hell” 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 18.—In the pres- 
ence of aS many persons as could be 
jammed into the superior court room 
yesterday, Wayne MacVeagh, for the 
Erie company, and John Mitchell, for 
the miners, continued their brilliant 
battle of cross-examination before the 
anthracite coal commission. The two 
men were followed with intense in- 
terest throughout the day and the con- 
test will be resumed today. 


The fourth demand of the union, 
which calls for a yearly trade agreement 
and which means a straight out recog- 
nition of the union, was the bone of 
contention, and although four hours 
were taken up in a discussion of the 
question, not much material progress 
was made. Wayne MacVeagh, skilled 
in the art of cross-examination, at- 
tempted to show the utter irresponsi- 
bility of the union and its unfitness to 
make contracts which it could not live 
up to. His principal argument was the 
alleged boycott and ke often pressed 
the miners’ president hard for an 
answer. The latter, however, slowly 
and deliberately gave some reply, but 
they did not always satisfy his in- 
quisitor. Mr. MacVeagh, in the pres- 
ence of the assemblage, expressed his 
admiration of the ability of the witness. 

Mr. MacVeagh weighed heavily on 
what he said wus a reign of terror in 
the anthracite region during the period 
of the strike. He read a list of 14 
names of men who were killed dar- 
ing that time and also submitted in evi- 
dence about 75 printed pages of acts of 
alleged violence, boycott and intimida- 
tion, and with the assistance of stacks 
of other documents maintained that it 
would be utterly impossible for the 
coal companies he represents to enter 
into agreements with an organization 
that could not control its own men. 

Mr. Mitchell stoutly maintained that 
the discipline in the organization is as 
good as it possibly could be where 147,- 
000 men were involved. He claimed 
that the strikers were not entirely re- 
sponsible for the acts of lawlessness 


that were committed. He regretted 
that auciuvers vf the uuluu Lud, In some 


instances, violated the laws, even after 
they had been warned to refrain from 
doing so, but made the excuse that in 
times of great excitement there was 
always more or less disorder. 

In answer to questions he said that 
where there was a reign of terror, and 
he had no information that such was 
the case during the late strike, condi- 
tions arise that are “intolerable” or “un- 
fortunate.” Replying to specific in- 
stances pointed out to him by Mr. Mac- 
Veagh, where men had been deterred 
from going to work through fear of 
personal harm or social ostracism for 
themselves and families, Mr. Mitchell 
said that in some instances men m:iy 
have been deterred, but denied the as- 
sertion that such alleged acts pre 
vented the mines from being operated. 

The miners’ president, no matter 
how skilfully he was questioned, could 
not be dragged into a flat admission 
that he, as president of the union, ap- 
proved of the boycotts complained of 
by the companies. He had his personal 
opinion of some phases of the boycott, 
but would not express them as being 
the sentiment or policy of his organiza- 
tion. 

During the cross-examination the 
commissioners often interrupted with 
questions in order to stop a long 
colloquy over some disputed point. 
While the examination was at times 
quite spirited, the best of good feeling 
prevailed. 


In the course of the session, Mr. 
MacVeagh examined Mr. Mitchell re- 
garding the eight-hour demand and 
referred to the fact that Lincoln, Gar- 
field and McKinley worked more than 
eight hours a day and were thus en- 
abled to climb the ladder to the presi- 
dency. Mr. MacVeagh grew eloquent 
in the course of putting one of his 
questions to Mr. Mitchell regarding the 
martyred presidents, and added: “J 
only mention these because they are 
the three victims of the spirit of an- 
archy, which is the curse of this coun- 
try today and the only serious curse 
afflicting it.” 

The miners’ president, quick as a 
flash, came back with the inquiry, 
“Trade unions are not held responsible 
for it, are they?” to which Mr. Mac- 
Veagh quickly responded that they 
Were not and supplemented this with 
the remars that labor unions are most 
admirable. The bringing of the word 
anarchy into the examination caused a 
distinct murmur of disapproval from 
the many mine workers in the court 
room. 

At another point Mr. MacVeagh, rais- 
ing his voice to a high pitch and speak- 
ing with great fervor, asked the wit- 
ness: “Don’t you know as well as Fou 
know your name is John Mitchell that 
in spite of the authorities of this city, 
of this country and of this State, this 
whole regioa has been treated for five 
months to a veritable foretaste of hell?" 

Mr. Mitchell calmly replied: “J 
don’t know anything of the kind.” 
“Well, you will before we are through 
with you,” was Mr. MacVeagh’s retort. 
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Healy Heads New Irish Faction 

London, Noy. 18.—The revolt of tlie 
Irish member, Jasper Tully, from the 
parliamentary leadership of Williatn 
O’Briea, has led to the formation of a 
new Lrish party under the leadership of 
Timothy Healy, whose policy is an- 
nounced as that of common sense erd 
moderation. Only nine members so far 
have joined the new section, but 18 
others are reported to be ready to ad- 
here to it.

BOYCOTT iS STILL ON 


Because of Forgotten Clause 
Iu Union Constitution 


A HOT TRADES ASSEMBLY 


Conservatives and Radicals Were 
Divided In Opinion as to Dealing 
With Railway—A Large Majority 
Wanted Boycott Declared Off 


Schenectady, N. Y., Noy. 19.—The 
boycott against the Schenectady Rail- 
Way company will continue. The 
trades assembly held a long and stormy 


mIneeting last night at which a resolu- 
tion was offered to reconsider the resolu- 
tion ordering the boycott, but a for- 
gotten clause in the constitution to the 
effect that any action taken at a regular 
ineeting could not be reconsidered at a 
special meeting was produced and so 
no action whatever was taken. At the 
conclusion of the meeting the press com- 
mittee absolutely refused to give out 
any information whatever, declaring 
that newspapers of this city and the 
entire country were opposed to then: in 
their fight. 

From individual members, however, 
it was learned that the meeting was al- 
most a riot. When it was called to 
order, with 270 members present, a reso- 
lution was offered that the resolution or- 
dering the boycott be reconsidered. In- 
stantly the representatives of the Metal 
Polishers’ union yelled that if the boy- 
cott were declared off the entire wetal 
polishers’ body would withdraw from 
the trades assembly. 

Hardly were the words out of their 
mouths when the delegates from the 
Moulders’ union, one of the most power- 
ful bodies affiliated with the assembly, 
announced that they would withdraw if 
the boycott were continued. ‘he repre- 
sentatives of the Machinists’ unions, 
which have a membership of seve-al 
hundred and are especially couserva- 
tive, announced that they would side 
with the moulders and withdraw if the 
trades assembly did not rescind its ¢c- 
tion. 

The result of the meeting was prae- 
tically a riot. It was evident that a 
large majority favored calling the boy- 
cott off, but any attempt at argument 
was met with hisses and yells of lisap- 
proval from the radicalelement. Cries 
of “Traitor” and “Scab” greeted 2very 
conservative speech, while the adyo- 
eates of continuance drowned eaci 
others’ yoices in their efforts to be 
heard. 

Finally it was proposed to take a vote 
and then the leaders of the boycott pro- 
duced a clause in the constitution that 
no action taken at a regular meeting 
could be reconsidered at any but a sub- 
sequent regular meeting and President 
Jackson declared the resolution to re- 
consider out of order. Some one moved 
to adjourn and in the tumult it was 


declared carried. The next regular 
meeting will be held Noy. 25. 


A crowd of 300 or 400 workingmen 
was standing outside the hall waiting 
for the decision. When the delegates 
came out and told what had been done 
the crowd hissed and groaned, indicat- 
ing unmistakably the general feeling of 
the men toward the boycott. 

The leaders say they know organized 
labor is not in sympathy with the boy- 
cott, and that it is necessary to foriua 
new body to rid themselves of the lead- 
ers who have put them into this posi- 
tion.

They come through the loyal devotion 
and service of other officers and sol- 
diers—that great mass of men who 
compose the army of the United States. 
They have helped me to my honor: nd 
they helped my loyal friend, Wheaton, 
to his honor, and no man is more free ‘o 
acknowledge it than that prince +f sol- 
diers.” General Wheaton was also 
present. In his speech General Chif- 
fee referred often to the loyalty of his 
former subordinate, ziving him bis 
share in the honors of the occasion.

AN OLD BOVINE MALADY | BOWLING! 


Prevalent Thirty Years Ago Is 
Again In Evidence 


IT IS HIGHLY INFECTIOUS 


Sheep and Swine Are Also Subject to 
the Disease—Experts From Wash- 
ington to Investigate In Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island 


Boston, Nov. 19.—An infectious bo- 
vine malady, which is thought to be 
the “foot and mouth disease” that 
spread widely among the cattle in 
Massachusetts 30 years ago, has ap- 
peared in this state and Rhode Island. 
An investigation will be started this 
week to find out hew extensive it is, 


and to obtain an exact diagnosis. A 
herd of 30 cows in Dedham is quar- 
antined and placed under the care of 
a veterinarian, and a smaller herd has 
been quarantined in North Attleboro. 

Dr. Salmon, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry in Washington, was 
notified yesterday by Dr. Austin Pe- 
ters of Boston, chief of the cattle 
bureau of the state board of agricul- 
ture, and a telegram gyas_ received 
from him yesterday stating that he will 
send two experts to Boston to make an 
investigation. Today Dr. Peters de- 
tailed two veterinarians to the stock 
yards in Brighton to examine the cat- 
tle there, in order that the disease may 
be traced if it has appeared in any of 
the places whence the cattle come. C. 
A. Denning, who is the agent of the cat- 
tle bureau in this state and has charge 
of the quarantine service in Brighton 
and Watertown, went to Dedham )jes- 
terday afternoon to make a second ex- 
amination of the herd under quarantine 
there, and today he will meet Cattle 
Commissioner Turner from Rhode Isl- 
and at the Brighton stock yard. 

Thus far the disease has been dis- 
covered with a certainty in only two 
places in Massachusetts, though it has 
spread more exclusively in Rhode Isl- 
and. But Dr. Peters has placed him- 
self in communication with the inspee- 
tors of cnimals in every town and city 
of the state advising them of the ap- 
pearance of the disease, and giving 
them directions concerning its detee- 
tion and treatment. He sent out let- 
ters from the state house yesterday 
afternoon, in which he says: 

“The disease may be communicated 
to sheep andswine. I wish, if you meet 
any cases of this kind, you would 
quarantine the cattle, sheep or swine 
that have the disease or that have been 
exposed to it; forbidding the owner to 
take them off his premises or to drive 
them across or on the public highway. 
If his fields have not any public high- 
way between the barn and the lots be 
wishes to turn them into, he can turn 
them out if he wishes, provided they 
do not come in contact with his neigh- 
bors’ cattle. Otherwise, they are to be 
kept in the stable. When you quar- 
antine any such animals, you can call 
the disease on your quarantine notice, 
‘foot and mouti disease,’ giving the 
owner the original copy of quarantiie 
notice and sending duplicate here. 

“As this trouble may prove to be se- 
rious and important, I wish you to give 
it your careful attention and carry out 
any oiders directed to you in connecti mn 
with it faithfully. It may also be con- 
veyed by the shoes and sometimes by 
the clothing. 1 think if you have any 
herds where the trouble exists to deal 
with you better wear rubbers and an 
old waterproof coat that can afterward 
be ssponged off with some disinfectant 
solution before going among other 
cattle.” 


California Invades British Market 

London, Nov. 19.—California is push- 
ing its fruit In the English market. 
The shops here are full of excellent 
fresh figs, plums and grapes at low 
prices, and during October California 
successfully flooded this market with 
thousands of tons of choice black 
plums, while the farmers of Kent left 
their plums to rot on the trees, alleging 
that it was not worth while to pluck 
them.

Tax Collector Not Yet Up to His 
Predecessor. 


j 
jAsione of the Daily Ledger: 

The controversy that has been going 
on between the local press and City Hall 
with reference to the collection of taxes 
amounts to nothing as far as the credit 
or censure of the Collection department 
is concerned. 

The amount paid in before Jan. 1, 
on tbe tax levy for the current year, is 
entirely at the discretion of the tax 
payers, no pressure whatever beiog 
brought to bear by any Collector before 
January, when a summons is issued. 

In submitting the table of figures be- 
jlow I do it with no malice toward the 
department, but in jastice to my past 
record which the public are given to 
understand has been excelled, 

The only tax for which the depart- 
ment should receive credit for collect- 
ing, are delinquent taxes, All others 
can be cared for by a clerical force. 
But to collect back taxes requires a 
persistent strenuous-effort on the part 
of the head of the department and it is 
right here that the city saves or loses, 
as the matter may be, on the collection 
or non-collection. 

When I took the office in 1898 an ag- 
i gressive movement was at once made on 
| the tax of 1897 and kept up during my 
| three years of service as Collector. 

The result may be seen in my report 
}of last January and copied in last 
| week’s paper, that the amount of uo- 
collected tax on the 1897 levy last 
January was $3,467.39 or less than one 
per cent, of the tax levy; other back 
years were also collected down to near 
| one per cent, 

| In order for the department to make 
a report Jan. 1, 1905, that will compare 
favorably with my report last year, the 
figures below will show that me must 
collect before that time about $26,000 
delinquent taxes.

The Guest of Honor at Quincy 
Mansion Reception. 


Those receiving invitations to social 
times at the Quincy Mansion school 
always avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to visit this delightful house and 
meet Dr. and Mrs. Willard, and Tues- 
day afternoon was no exception. Mrs. 
Willard had issued cards for the after- 
noon from two until five o’clock, to 
meet Mrs. Mary A. Livermore and Mrs. 
Julia Ward Howe, two of God’s noblest 
women. From two until three Mrs. 
Willard received in the parlor of the 
Quincy Mansion and the guests assem- 
bled at Livermore hall, in the Canter- 
bury building where Mrs, Livermore 
and Mrs. Howe were to give a talk 
from three to four, Some two hundred 
were present. 

Many were disappointed when Dr. 
Willard announced that Mrs. Howe was 
unable to be present on account of ill- 
ness. He said Mr. and Mrs. Josiah P. 
Quincy formerly of Quincy and for 
whose home the school was named were 
present, and asked Mr. Quincy to make 
a few remarks. 

Mr. Quincy was very interesting, giv- 
ing anecdotes of his Quincy days, his 
meeting Mrs. Livermore, and how 
proud he was to know such such a fine 
old woman. 

Mrs. Willard read a few letters of 
regret from those unable to be present, 
after which Mrs. Livermore held the 
attention for over half an hour. Mrs. 
Livermore spoke of her life and its 
limitations and said she wondered if 
the young women of today realized 
what a future there is before them. 

A wonderful world has been prepared 
for them. There has been great 
advancement in the matter of a higher 
education for women, ‘**When I started 
in life,’’ said Mrs. Livermore, ‘‘there 
was bnt little opportunity for a woman 
to obtain more than a limited educa- 
tion. There was no bigh school for 
young women. In 1826 a girls’ high 
school was started in Boston, but it 
was abandoned at the expiration of a 
year, on account of the expense, It 
was the general feeling at that time 
that the only training a young woman 
needed was tbat for wifehood and 
motherhood. No effort was made to 
start a high school in Boston again 
until 1846. Another advantage which 
the young women of today have is in 
the matter of remunerative occupa- 
tion. 

‘*Again, there has been an advance 
for woman in the matter of holding 
property. At one time she had no claim 
on property which she bad helped earn, 
but this has been changed through the 
justice of men. This bas been done 
without any effort on the part of 
woman. It can be traly said that the 
men of America in their relations to 
women are the noblest in the world.

HEARING GIVEN. 


On Petition fur Removal of Officer 
Bradley from Force. 


Some few days ago a petition signed 
by 57 Swedish citizens was presented 
to Mayor Bryant, couched in somewhat 
threatening terms, demanding the re- 
moval of Officer Patrick J. Bradley. 
The reason they want him removed 
wae because, as they claim, the un- 
warranted shooting of John Bjorkson 
by the officer some months ago. 

This was the case where the officer 
was escorting one McLaughlin to his 
home when he was set upon by two 
men one of whom was Bjorkson. When 
the case was tried before the district 
court, the evidence was that the rocks 
began to fly. That the officer shouted 
to them to stop or he would shoot. 
The reply was a blow on the head with 
arock tied ina handkercbhlef which 
cutadeep gash in the officer’s head 
and caused him to lose hig hold on his 
night stick. Then it was that the 
officer drew his revolver and fired, one 
of the shots taken effect in Bjorkson’s 
breast. 

It was also testified that Bjorkman 
said that he did not know who it was 
he struck, and would not have struck 
him if he had known. The court im- 
posed a fine of $100, which was paid 

Now the claim of Bjorkson and his 
friends is that the assault was unwar- 
ranted. 

Mayor Bryant gave the petitioners a 
hearing Tuesday night at City Hall. 
They were represented by counsel, and 
Officer Bradley was also present. 

At this hearing it is said that Bjork- 
man claimed that the officer shot him 
without provocation, and that he did 
not strike him with the rock until after 
he was shot. 

Bjorbson bad several witnesses pre- 
sent and the hearing was private. 
Mayor Bryant will give his finding 
later. 

Officer Bradley is without 
of the most efficient officers 
partment. His beat is in a locality 
where some of the toughest characters 
congregate, and he has had frequent 
trouble with them. He performes his 
duty faithfully, and is much feared by 
the unlawful element who are said to 
be at the bottom of the plan to get him 
removed. More officers of his stamp 
would result in less lawlessness.

RECOGNITION OF UNION 


The Most Important Question 
Before Strike Commission 


COMPANIES WILL FIGHT IT 


Mitchell Begins to Show Effects of 
Severe Strain He Has Undergone In 
Cross Examination—Arbitrators Are 


Also Growing Restless 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 19.—Presideut 
Mitchell, for the fourth successive day, 
occupied the witness stand during the 
two sessions of the strike commission 
and was cross-examined by three ct- 
torneys for as many coal companies. 
While a considerable amount of infor- 
mation for the enlightenment of the 
commissioners was brought out, the 
day was a rather quiet one, compared 
with those which have preceded it. 
The arbitrators are growing restless in 
consequence of the long cross-examint- 
tion, which apparently does not bring 
out the fates us quickly as the com- 
mission would like to have them pre- 
sented. Several times during the 
course of yesterday’s session Chairman 
Gray reminded the attorneys of the 
value of time and suggested that cross- 
examination be limited to new feata-:es 
of those questions that have already 
been gone over. The lawyers assured 
the commission that they, too, were 
anxious to expedite matters, and 
would do everything possible to avoid 
losing time. 

Mr. Mitchell is showing signs of 
weariness from the strain of the cro‘s- 
examination, which has lasted  siace 
Friday. Thus far his attorney, C. 8. 
Darrow, and David Willcox for the 
Delaware and Hudson, Wayne Mac- 
Veagh for the Erie, Francis I. Gowen 
for the Lehigh Valley and W. W. Ross 
for the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western company, have examined the 
miners’ president. The commission- 
ers yesterday for the first time en- 
tered into the discussion with the law- 
yers and the witness over disputed 
points which arose from time to time. 

Mr. MacVeagh, who began his cross- 
examination of Mr. Mitchell on Satur- 
day, concluded at 11 o'clock yesterday. 
The distinguished attorney centered 
most of his energies in trying to break 
down the miners’ reasons for asking 
for a yearly agreement with the com- 
panies on hours of labor, wages and 
other conditions, which, if made, would 
be recognition of the union. Mr. Mac- 
Veagh’s principal aim throughout Lis 
questioning ef Mr. Mitchell was to 
show that the Mine Workers’ union, be- 
cause of alleged acts of intimidation, 
violence and the use of the boycott by 
its members, proved itself untit to bea 
party to a contract. Mr. Mitch: 
would not admit, nor even assume for 
the sake of illustrating points, that a 
reign of terror existed in the anthra- 
cite fields during the last six months. 
The recognition of the union is looxed 
upon as the most important question 
before the commission and it is quite 
evident from the trend of the proceed- 
ings thus far that the companies y ill 
oppose it to their utmost ability. 

Mr. Gowan and Mr. Ross questio 12d 
Mr. Mitchell principally regarding con- 
ditions existing at the collieries of the 
companies they represent. These ques- 
tions were more or less technical. Mr. 
Mitchell's answers, as a rule, differed 
very little from the reasons given in 
his preliminary statement to the com- 
mission for improved conditions for the 
mine workers. . 

Interest in the proceedings is not 
waning, and the large crowds which 
have been wedged in the court room on 
the preceding days of the hearing were 
in evidence again yesterday. Neither 
is there a falling off in the attenda ce 
of attorneys, of whom there are almost 
two score present at each session. 


Reading Company’s Denial 

Washington, Novy. 19.—The answer 
of the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
way company to the complaint of W. 
R. Hearst of New York against the an- 
thracite coal carrying roads was filed 
with the interstate commerce conimis- 
sion yesterday. It enters a general and 
specific denial to all the charges, stute- 
ments and inferences that the Readisg 
is in any way violating the interstate 
commerce law, and denies as false and 
untrue all the allegations of unlawful 
combination, confederation or agree- 
ment. 


Hearty Welcome Home 

Memphis, Nov. 19.—The home-com 
ing of General Wright after a three 
years’ absence in the Philippines was 
made memorable last night by the citt- 
zens of Memphis. Cannon boomed a 
salute of 17 guns, bonfires were lighted 
on the principal thoroughfares and the 
streets were lined with people who 
shouted an enthusiastic welcome to the 
vice governor. 


Anti-American at the Head 

Havana, Noy. 19.—The house of repre- 
sentatives has elected Senator Portu- 
ondo president of the chamber. Portu- 
ondo isa Nationalist with leanings 
toward radicalism. He is anti-Amer- 
ican in his feelings and was strongly 
opposed to aczepting the Platt amend- 
meut in the coustitutional convention. 


Mysterious Assaults on Soldiers 

San Francisco, Nov. 19.—Corporul 
Perrin and Private Milan were mys- 
teriously assaulted at the presidio Mon- 
day night. So serious were the injuries 
received by the men that Perrin died 
yesterday and Milan is not expected to 
live. The authorities have no trace of 
the assailants. 


‘TO “REMOVE” ROOSEVELT 


Woman Tells of Alleged Plots Which 
7B Failed to Materialize 

New York, Nov. 19.—Mrs. Lena Dox- 
heimer, who asserts that until she be- 
came a member of the First Methodist 
Episcopal church at Hoboken two Sears 


ago she was associated with an anar- 
chistic society of that place, is reported 
to have related to the Mothers’ club 
and the pastor of her church in a mo- 
ment of religious fervor and excitement 
a story of alleged anarchist plottings 
against the life of President Roose- 
velt. 

According to Mrs. Doxheimer, three 
persons have been assigned in the last 
14 months to the task of “removing” the 
president. Of these, a Frenchman 
named Meloy, she says, she persuaded 
to return to Paris, where he was killed 
by astreetcar. Next, according to Mrs. 
Doxheimer, the assassin’s task was ¢8- 
signed to a man named Mueller, living 
in this city, who a few days later died of 
poison, self-administered. The last of 
the three designated for the murderous 
work, Mrs. Doxheimer alleges, was a 
Mrs. Schroeder of Harlem, who also 
ended her life by means of poison.

A cer- 
tain member had earned 99 cents by ter 
own efforts, and in her dire extre.nity 
she wrote to J. Pierpont Morgan fo, the 
other cent to make up her contri}ation, 
and received from the great financier 
a courteous note enclosing a cent and 
containing the assurance that if the 
league ever needed to be helped out of 
a tight place again he could be cou ited 
on to come to the rescue. 


Says Cuba Is Prospering 

Havana, Nov. 19.—Lionel Carden, 
the British minister, in a report on the 
situation in Cuba, says none of the 
evils so confidently predicted by the 
advocates of reciprocity has come to 
pass. No sugur estate of any im- 
portance has been compelled to stop and 
the recent crisis has really been of im- 
mense service to Cuba in teaching the 
planters to be economical in the man- 
agement of their plantations. 


Labor Officials’ Salaries Raised 

New Orleans, Nov. 19.—The salary of 
the president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor was yesterday increased 
from $2100 per annuum to $3000 and the 
salary of the secretary from $1800 to 
$2500.

Examination of Miners’ Presi- 
dent Is Ended. 


OPPOSES SEPARATE UNIONS 


For the Purpose of Parting Bitu- 
minous Miners From Anthracite 
Workers—Non-Union Men Made « 


Party to Arbitration Plan 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 20,—After being 
on the stand for fouranda half daye 
President Mitchell of the Miners’ unior 
completed his testimony at noon yester 
day before the anthracite strike com 
mission. During his ordeal he was ex- 
amined by his own attorney, and those 
of the Evie company, the Delaware and 
Hudson, the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, the Lehigh Valley, and the 
Philadelphia and Reading Coal and Iron 
company, and also by the attorneys of 
the independent operators.

industry and has written a book on the 
subject. He was still on the stand 
when the commission adjourned for the 
day. 

One of the most important things 
brought out during the cross-examina- 
tion of President Mitcbell yesterday 
was his emphatic declaration that the 
miners were opposed to separating the 
bituminous miners from the anthracite 


workers, thus creating two organiza- 
tions. He made this reply to a ques 


tion of Mr. Wolverton, counsel for the 
Reading company. Mr. Mitchell’s an- 
swer was that “it would not be possible 
or desirable. The anthracite mine 
workers have had independent 
organizations in the past. They have 
had several. They lave gone. They 
are not here now, and the men do not 
want any more of their organizations 
to go the saine way.” 

Commissioner Wright, in his report 
to President Roosevelt on the coal strike 
dated June 20, suggested among otber 
things as “reasonable and just” to pre- 
vent industrial conflict jn the anthra- 
cite fields that the “anthracite em- 
ployes should organize an anthracite 
coal miners’ union, in its autonomy to 
be independent of the United Mine 
Workers of America,” but might be af- 
filiated with it. There has heen some 
gossip among the small army of at- 
torneys at the learings that the coin- 
mission may possibly suggest such a 
separate union and the fact that Mr. 
Wolverton touched on the matter shows 
that it is being seriously thought of in 
some quarters. 

The non-union men, that is those who 
remained at work during the strike, 
were made a party to the arbitration 
plan yesterday by their counsel agree- 
ing to make public the names of the 
men who petitioned the commission. 
When the attorneys for the “non- 
striking” workmen, as Chairman Gray 
designated them and who number 


about 2000, made a demidhd to the tom- 
mission for a 20 percent increase in 
Wages with no reduction in hours, their 
attorneys desired to withhold the names 
of the persons they represented. The 
commission, however, decided they 
could not be a party to such a plan of 
Secrecy. 

In connection with the non-union 
feature of the investigation Mr. Mitch- 
ell announced that he is also repre- 
Senting thousands of non-union men 
who struck with the unionists and that 
all the workmen would abide by 
award of the arbitrators “or 
the union.” 

The commissioners, while regretting 
they have to do so, are still reminding 
both sides that they would like to have 
the submission of testimony expedited. 
Chairman Gray, several times during 
the day, interrupted and showed that 
ground then being gone over had al- 
ready been covered. It has been sug- 
gested that counsel for both sides agree 
to rules for the submission of evi- 
dence, but nothing has yet been done 
looking toward that end.

ployed by the city. Twenty cases have 
been found where men were working 
under assumed names, using cards 
given them by the original employe. It 
was the plan of the original employe to 
get other work and then sell his card 
to a man who assumed bis name. 


President and Directors Disagreed 

Philadelphia, Nov. 20.—President 
Walter of the Lehigh Valley railroad 
yesterday tendered his resignation to 
the board of directors, to take effeet 
Noy. 30. The resignation was accepted. 
The only explanation of President 
Walter's action that could be obtained 
from the directors was that differences 
of opinion existed between the presi- 
dent and the directors regarding the 
management of the company’s affairs. 


Making British Metropolis Secure 

London, Noy. 20.—Efforts of a far 
reaching evharacter have been set on 
foot to fortify the metropolis against a 
possible attack in case of war. An an- 
nounceinent to the effect that extensive 
buildings have been completed 11 miles 
south of London for use as a mobiliz- 
ing centre in the scheme for the defense 
of London reveals tor the first time the 
existence of important war office 
erations.

A Wolf In Sheep’s Clothing 
Lancaster, Pa., Nov. 20.—A. G. Glas-

Testing Jim Crow Car Law 
New Orleans, Noy. 20.—President 
Pearson of the New Orleans Railway 
company and his officials, charged with 


violating the separate car law, were 
discharged yesterday in the criminal 
court. Counsel for the company 


claimed that the law is unconstitutional. 
The case will probably go to the state 
supreme court.

| A BURNING WILDERNESS | 


Large District of Guatemala 
Is Thus Described 


AWFUL HAVOC BY VOLCANO 


Several Craters Spout Debris Over 
Plantations, Leaving Them In Ruins 
—Stories of Refugees Who Have 


Just Reached San Francisco 

San Francesco, Nov. 20.—The first of 
the refugees from the devastated lands 
of Guatemala arrived yesterday on the 
Pacfic mail steamer City of Para. They 
came from inland districts and traveled 
over a country laid waste by sand, 
ashes and pumice before reaching a 
railway station. From the railroad 
they traveled to Champerico and there 
took the steamer to San Francisco. 

They sailed on Nov. 7, when the vol- 
ecano was still smoking and rumbling 
of thunder and flashes of lightning 
gave evidence of more eruptions to 
come. ‘They fled from their plantations 
in fear for their lives. They escaped 
to the seaside with little more than the 
clothing they wore, transportation be- 
ing so difficult as to preclude carry- 
ing of baggage. 

The refugees confirm stories of the 
loss of life. They say that the  vic- 
tims, for the most part, are Indians. 
Thousands of Indians were asphyxiated 
or buried in the sand. Miles of planta- 
tious are under ashes and absolute ruin 
is the lot of many planters whose all 
was invested in agriculture. 

The refugees say that itis not the 
crater of Santa Maria that is in action 
but a smaller mountain rising from one 
of the western slopes of Santa Maria, 
called El Vosaio. 

Bands of robbers are now swarming 
the desolated sectons robbng and mur- 
derng refugees on the road and Ioot- 
ing the abandoned and desolate plants- 
tions. 

The people left behind on the planta- 
tions, it is said, are in danger of death 
from starvation, for the food supply has 
been cut off and there is no way to 
send them supplies. 

The steamer City of Para met eyvl- 
dences of the volcanic eruption soon 
after leaving Odos. Great quantities of 
pumice were found floating on the 
water. When the vessel came off the 
coast of Guatemala the shore was seen 
to be covered with ashes. At Charn- 
perico there was about half an inch of 
ashes over the roofs of the houses and 
the ground was covered as with snow. 
Ashes were then falling, although it 
was 16 days after the first eruption of 
the mountain. 

Word has been received from Maza- 
tenango that on Oct. 25 Santa Maria 


opened a crater on the west side, near | 


its base, and all that night it belchud 
forth volumes of ashes and laya over 
Tolhu. It was noted on Saturday morn- 
ing that several more craters in the 
neighborhood of the mountain had 
opened up and all were spouting vyol- 
eanic debris over the plantations of 
the district. 

These new craters were further to the 
west and for more than 24 hours they 
were in constant eruption. The earth 
was in continual commotion, shaking 
down buildings and causing much de- 
struction. All the territory about Pal- 
mer, San Felipe, Puebo Unevo and Re- 
talquies were buried under ashes. Many 
of the plantations were buried from 
five to seven feet of debris and all hope 
of ever reclaiming them has been 
given up. The entire neighborkood for 
miles was a burning wilderness.

PRESIDENT’S TRIBUTE 


To Soldiers Who Served In 
the Philippines 


PERFORMED GREAT TASKS 


While Their Misdeeds Were Excep- 


tional—Civil Administration Has 
Brought About Prosperity Never 


Before Known In the Islands 


Although the 
the 
home-coming of General Wright, vice 


Noy. 20. 


Memphis, 
festivities yesterday celebated 
governor of the Philippines, it is no re 
flection upon the warnith of the wel 
come extended to him to say that Presi 
dent Roosevelt's presence was the over 
shadowing feature of the day. 

Excursion trains were run into the 
city and a number of distinguished pvo- 
ple were present to participate in the 
the the 


president attended and spoke at two 


celebration. In afternoon 


receptions given in honor of General 
Wright, one at the auditorium by white 
citizens, the other at a hall by the ne- 
groes. Later there was a Colonial 
Dames tea and the festivities closed last 
night with an elaborate banquet, at 
which the president delivered a speech. 
Including some brief remarks at the 
breakfast the president spoke four 
times during the day. Altogether it 
was a splendid tribute to the affection 
and esteem in which General Wright is 
held at home. 

Mayor Williams and Governor Mc- 
Millan made addresses of welcome and 
the audience was very enthusiastic 
when General Wright delivered his re- 
sponse. He was greatly touched by 
the compliments paid him by the presi- 
dent’s presence and with the demonstra- 
tion in his honor. 

General Wright did not go deeply into 
the situation in the Philippines in his 
remarks, but he emphasized the fact 
that the administration of the islands 
had been of an absolutely non-partisan 
character. 

The reception tendered by the colored 


people. was remarkable. General 
Wright, in addressing them, talked 


chiefly of their future, telling them of 
the difficult probiems before them. He 
said that it would perhaps have been 
better for both races had the change 
from slavery to citizenship not come so 
suddenly. 

The president's reception beggars de- 
scription. The colored people became 
almost frantic, jumping up and down in 
their enthusiasm and welling them- 
selves hoarse. At the conclusion of the 
president's remarks the entire audence 
unted n snging “God be with you until 
we meet again.” 

In beginning his address President 
Roosevelt paid a warm tribute to Tenn- 
esseeans and the part they had played 
in the nation’s history. He said Gen- 
Wright fought with distinguished ga!- 
lantry in the army of the Confederacy 
during the Civil war, and cited asa 
proof of the unity of our interests that 
the ex-Confederate had ably served as 
acting governor of the Philippine is!- 
ands. Discussing the Philippine ques- 
tion, he said: 

General Wright’s work has been as 
difficult as it was important, The 
eveuts of the last four years haye 
definitely decided that whether we wish 
to or not we must hereafter play a 
great partin the world. Wecannot¢s- 
cape facing the duties. We may shirk 
them if we are built of poor stuff, ur we 
may take hold and do them if we are 
fit sons of our sires—but face them we 
must, whether we will or not. Our 
duty in the Philippine islands has sim- 
ply been one of the duties thatthus kave 
come upon us. We are there, and we 
can no more haul down our flag and 
abandon the islands than we could new 
abandon Alaska. Whether we are glad 
or sorry that events forced us to go 
there is aside from the question; the 
point is that, as the inevitable result of 
the war with Spain, we found ourselves 
in the Philippines and that we could 
not leave the islands without discredit. 
The islanders were wholly unfit to goy- 
ern themselves, and if we had left there 
would have been a brief period of bloody 
chaos, and then some other nation 
would have stepped in to do the work 
which we had shirked. It can not be 
too often repeated that there was no 
question that the work had to be done. 
All the question was whether we would 
do it well or ill; and, thanks to the 
choice of men like Governor Wr‘ght, it 
has been done well. 

The first and absolutely indispensable 
requisite was order—peace. The reignof 
lawless yiolence, of resistance to 
legitimate authority, the reign of an- 
archy, could no more be tolerated 
abroad than it could be tolerated here 
in our own land. 

The American flag stands for orderly 
liberty, and it stands for it abroad as it 
Stands for it at home. - The task ef our 
soldiers was to restore and nz intain 
order in the islands. The srmy had the 
task to do, and it did it well and thor- 
oughly. The fullest and heartiest praise 
belongs to our soldiers who in the Pbil- 
ippines brought to a triumphant conclu- 
sion a war, small indeed csmpared to 
the gigantic struggle in which the older 
men whom I am addressing took pert 
In the early 60s, but inconceivably 
harassing and difficult, because it Was 
Waged amid the pathless jungles of 
great tropic islands and against.a foe 
very elusive, very treacherous, and 
often inconceivably cruel both toward 
our men and toward the great numbers 
of peace-loving Filipinos who gladly 
welcome our advent. ; 


Cruelties were committed here and 
there. The fact that they were com- 
mitted under well-nigh. intolerable 
provocation affords no excuse for such 
cruelties, nor can we admit as justifi- 
cation that they were retaliatory ip 
kind. Every effort has been made to 
detect and punish the wrongdoers and 
the wrongdoing itself has been com- 
pletely stopped. But these misdeeds 
were exceptional, and their occurrence 
in no wise alters the fact that the 
American army in the Philippines 
showed as a whole not only splendid 
soldiery qualities but a high order of 
humanity in dealing with their foes. 

A hundred thousand of our troopa 
weut to the Philippines. Among them 
were some who offended against the 


right. Well, are we altogether im- 
maculate at home? I think not. I ask 


for no special consideration to be shown 
our friends and kinsmen, our sons and 
brothers, who during three years sc 
well upheld the national honor in the 
Philippines. I ask merely that we do 
the same eqnal justice to the soldier 
who went abroad and faced death and 
lived hard as we show to his fellow 
who stayed at home and lived easily and 
in comfort; and if we show that equal 
justice we will doff ovr hats to the man 
who has put the whole country under 
obligations by the victory he helped to 
win in the Philippines. 

But the soldier’s work as a soldier 
was not the larger part of what he did. 
When once the outbreak was over in 
any place, them began the work of es- 
tablishing civil administration. Here, 
too, the soldier did his part, for the 
work of preparing for the civil au- 
thority was often done by the officers 
and men of the regular army, and well 
done, too. Then the real work of build- 
ing up a system of self-government for 
the people who had become our wards 
was begun, under auspices of the Phil- 
ippine commission, Judge Tatft being 
made governor, und I having had the 
honor myself to appoint General 
Wright as vice governor. During the 
critical period when the insurrection 
was ending aud the time was one of 
transition between a state of war and 
a state of peace, at the time that I 
issued a proclamation declaring that 
the state of war was over and that 
the civil government was now in com- 
plete command. Gereral Wright served 
as governor of the archipelago. The 
progress of the islands both in material 
well-being and us regards order and 
justice under the administration of 
Governor Wright and his colleagues 
has been astounding. 

There is no question as to our not 
having gone far evuough and fast enough 
in granting self-government to the Filt- 
pinos; the only possible danger Las been 
lest we should go faster and farther 
than was in the interest of the Filipinos 
themselves. Fach Filipino at the pres- 
ent day is guaranteed his life, bis lib- 
erty, and the chance to pursue happi- 
ness as he wishes, so long as he does 
not harm his fellows, in a way which 
the islands have never known before 
during all their recorded history. There 
are bands of ladrones, of brigands, still 
in existence. Now and then they may 
show sporadic increase. This will be 
due oceasionally to disaffection with 
some of the things that our govern- 
mnent does which are best. But the Isl- 
ands have never been as orderly, as 
peacefui, or as prosperous as now; and 
in no other Oriental country, whether 
ruled by Asiatics or Europeans, is 
there anything approaching to the 
amount of individual liberty and of 
self-government which our rule has 
brought to the Filipinos. The nation 
owes a great debt to the people through 
whom this splendid work for civiliza- 
tion has been achieved, and therefore 
on behalf of the nation I have come 
here tonight to thank in your presence 
your fellow-townsman, because he has 
helped us materially to add a new page 
to the honor roll of American history. 
zeneral Wright, I greet you, I thank 
you, and I wish you well.

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DRASTIC PROPOSALS 


Yor Civilization of Gypsies In Hun- 
gary by Force 

Vienna, Nov. 20—The Hungarian 

government proposes to civilize the 

gypsies by force. From the time of 

the great immigration in the 15th 


century, if not before, the “Egyptians” 
have always been exceedingly numer- 
ous in southeastern Europe. It is not 
easy to take a census of a nomadic peo- 
ple, but if any dependence may be 
placed upon official estimates, Hungary 
may almost claim to be the “Promised 
Land” of the race. If, as is believed, 
its gypsy population reaches 160,000, 
it possesses more than a quarter of the 
total for all Europe. Governments, 
especially of the paternal continental 
pattern, have generally looked upon 
these Bohemian wanderers as a nui- 
sance, and have sometimes taken very 
strong measures for their suppression, 
though in most cases with slight suc- 
cess. 

For the matter of that, the proposals 
now being considered at Buda Pesth 
are sufficiently drastic. A commis- 
sion of experts has recommended that 
every town and village in Hungary 
shall have a number of gypsies allotted 
to it, whether they like it or not. They 
are to be trained to handicrafts or to 
agricultural labor, and such of them as 
refuse to bend their necks to the .7oke 
are to be gathered into two great re- 
formatories holding 1000 recalcitrants 
each. 

There is a touch of the grotesque in 
the notion that a people who have 
been ceaselessly on the move for many 
centuries will at once reconcile them- 
selves to regular hours and to sleeping 
under a roof, for all the world like the 
Stationary Gentiles for whom they 
often feel so much contempt. But per- 
haps the contemplated measures re in- 
tended less for actual enforcement “han 
to frighten away the Romany, wo 
might prefer to cross the Transylvania 
frontier into Roumania.

MINE WORKERS’ HEALTH 


Discussed Before Anthracite 
Arbitration Commission 


TESTIMONY OF PHYSICIANS 


Miners’ Lungs as Black as Anthracite 
Itself—Coal Dust Coughed Up by a 
Man Nine Years After He Left the 
Mines—Effort to Hurry Hearing 


Scranton, Pa., Noy. 21.—The economic 
and sociological features of the authra- 
cite coul industry and the effect ein- 
ployment in and about the mies has 
upon the health of the mine workers 
were the principal subjects brought be- 
fore the arbitration commission yes- 
terday by the attorneys of each side 
to the controversy. While there was 
an entire absence of oratory and priil- 
jant examination which marked the 
proceedings during the last four days, 
the cross¢xamination nevertheless 
closely held the attention of the cou- 
missioners and they gained much in- 
formation on the several features 
touched upon by witnesses. 

The afternoon session was particu- 
larly interesting because it brought out 
much expert testimony on the question 
of the health of the mine workers. 
Three physicians who have practiced 
in Scranton or Wilkesbarre took the 
stand for the miners and in substance 
testified that the occupation of a mine 
worker was “very unhealthful” and 
shortened his life. One physician, Dr. 
Frank P. Lennahan of Wilkesbarre, 
who says he has had a long experience 
aoning mine workers, testified that fully 
99 percent of the men who work in 
the mines are anaemic. Their health 
is impoverished and their general con- 


dition is below par, thus decreasing 
their earning powers. | The principal 
ills suffered by the miners, the 


physicians said, were miners’ asthma, 
rheumatism, lumbago and _ sciatica. 
Miners’ asflima*comes from coal dust, 
powder smoke and vitiated air. 

Dr. John O'Malley of Scranton said 
that at post mortems he had seen 
miners lungs as black as anthracite it- 
self, and Dr. Lennahan testified he had 
personal knowledge of a man coughing 
up coal dust nine years after he left 
the mines. He said he had information 
that a man had coughed up coal dust 
15 years after he had left the mines. 
It was also stated that 90 percent of 
miners who reach the age of 50 years 
are aiflicted with some form of rheu- 
matism. 

The cross-examination of Rev. Dr. 
Peter Roberts, D. D., of Mahanoy City, 
who has studied the anthracite coal 
industry and written a book on the sub- 
ject, ended yesterday shortly after the 
noon recess. Copious extracts from 
his book were read and placed on rec- 
ord. In explaining his articles Dr. 
Roberts said that he did not wish to 
infer that the union was responsible 
for all the lawlessness committed. 

The interest in the commissioners 
and their investigation has not de- 
creased. Each day hundreds of men 
line the streets and watch the arbi- 
tors walk from the hotel to the conrt 
room. Most of them are idle mine 
workers and they give the commis- 
sioners a somewhat critical look as they 
pass by. 

The commissioners were in confer- 
ence last night until almost midnight. 
Among the matters discussed was that 
of having both sides present evidence 
more rapidly than is now being done. 
The attorneys for the miners and op- 
erators have promised documentary evi- 
dence on the various questions before 
the arbitrators, but they are not quite 
ready to submit it. The commission 
has been sftting one week and they 
have heard little on the questions of 
wages and hours that will assist them 
in reaching a conclusion and they last 
night considered the question of ad- 
journing the hearing until such evidence 
is ready for filing. 


Charged With Setting Mines Afire

Terrible Charges Against a Mother 

London, Nov. 21.—Extraordinary 
charges of eruelty on the part of a 
mother to her child are now being 
heard at the Old Bailey. Mrs. Annie 
Penruddocke, wife of a magistrate and 
a large landed proprietor, is charged 
with cruelties to her 7-year-old daughter 
for two years. They included beating 
the child with nettles, systematic 
neglect, ill-treatment, assault and par- 
tial starvation. One form of punish- 
ment was to make the child stand on 
the bough of a tree in inclement 
weather for hours ata time. 


Opposition to Boycott 

Schenectady, N. Y., Nov. 21.--The 
machinery builders’ section of the 
trades assembly, representing at least 
two-thirds of the local trades union 
men, last night voted that the assembly 
at its next meeting should raise the 
boycott against the Schenectady Tail- 
way company. The machinery build- 
ers’ section Includes 31 unions. Th»e 
are 61 unions in the trades asseu.bly 
and this action by a majority prac- 
tically guarantees that the boycott will 
be declared off next Wednesday. 


Preservation of Plumage Birds 

Washington, Nov. 21.--Active efforts 
are to be continued by the Audubon so- 
cieties of the United States to assist 
the state authorities in enforcing the 
law against the killing of plumage 
birds and their use by milliners. To 
this end a committee of four persons 
has been appointed to visit seven of the 
principal states in which birds are 
slaughtered and give practical assist- 
ance to the authorities in the prosecu- 
tion of persons who may be found 
shooting them. 


Four-Year College Term Favored 

Boston, Nov. 21.—President Tucker 
of Dartmouth college. speaking before 
the Commercial club last night, said 
that he favored the four-year college 
term rather than a shorter period. He 
said the aim of collegiate education is 
to build upon the community a body of 
trained and informed men, and to jit 
men in this particular way for citizen- 
ship. To accomplish this, ample time 
is needed. 


Acquitted of Beddall Murder 

Pottsville, Pa., Nov. 21.—Joseph 
Palewicz was last night acquitted of 
the murder of Joseph Beddall, who was 
fatally beaten during a riot incident to 
the coal miners’ strike at Shenandoah, 
July 30. The riot in which Beddall 
was killed occurred in the business suc- 
tion of Shenandoah and resulted in the 
ordering out of state troops. Beildall 
was a merchant. 


Progress In Wireless Telegraphy 

Sydney, C. B., Noy. 21.—In an iuter- 
view here yesterday Marconi said that 
the message received by the Carlo Al- 
berto while at anchor in Sydney harbor 
is the longest ever successfully trans- 
mitted by wireless telegraphy. He 
says that the improvements made at 
Table Head station will enable him to 
send or receive messages of 49 words 
a minute.

| PROBLEMS IN FORESTRY 


|Being Worked Out by Govern- 
ment Field Parties© ~~ 


‘PLANS FOR REPRODUCTION 


Of White Pine and Hardwood Growth 
Receiving Special Attention—Suc- 


cessful Planting Accorcing to Plans 
From the Bureau of Forestry 


| Washington, Noy. 20.—The division 
of forest extension, which was or- 
| ganized in the bureau of forestry in 
July to supersede the section of tree 
| planting, will have charge of all work 
which deals with the creation of for- 
| ests where at present there are none. 
| Several important lines of forest work 
| which have only recently been taken up 
by the bureau have been placed under 
this division. The field work of the 
| division is now being carried on with a 
| force of 32 men. Field parties are 

working in New Hampshire, Massa- 
| chusetts, New Jersey, Nebraska, Okla-+ 
homa, Arizona, Washington and Ore- 
gon. In addition, planting plans are be- 
ing prepared by representatives of the 
bureau, working individually in a num- 
ber of other states. 

The system of co-operation with pri- 
vate land owners in forest planting, 
| begun by the bureau of forestry three 
years ago, has done much to encourage 
; tree planting and to bring about the 

introduction of safe and reliable 

methods. 

In co-opsration with the Fort Worth 

and Denver City railway the bureau is 
| how making an examination of land in 
| northern Texas for the purpose of draw- 
ing up simple directions for 


the de- 
| vaopment of Woodlots on the farms in 
j thatregion. After the examination has 
| baen completed planting plans will be 
prepared for those who desire them, and 
later printed instructions in regard to 
the development of forest plantations 
will be issuad. 
| The Metropolitan water board of 
| Massachusetts began planting this year 
according to plans prepared by the 
| bureau of forestry on the watershed of 
| their lorge reservoir situated near Clin- 
j ton. This reservoir when completed 
will furnish the water supply for Bos« 
ton and a number of nearby cities and 
| towns. The planting has been com- 
| pleted on 175 acres, and a large quantity 
| of nursery stock is now on hand for 
| the continuation of planting later aa. 
A planting plan is in course of prep- 
; aration for the water department of the 
| city of Woonsocket, R. L., for the pro- 
tection of certain portions of the water- 
| shed of their large storage reservbir 
six miles south of Woonsocket. 
| North Dakota has made application 
| through Governor White for planting 
plans for woodlots on the grounds ofa 
humber of state institutions. 

The secretary of the interior has 
granted to the department of agricul- 
| tureture the privilege of establishing 
the two 
forest reserves recently established by 
President Roosevelt in the sandhill re- 
| gion of Nebraska. 

A line of work recently taken up Wy 
the bureau of forestry and for the first 
time receiving adequate attention in tne 
United States is the study of the ten- 
|; dency of natural forests to extend over 
the land devoid of forest growth. This 
tendency has been hoticed in many 
parts of the country, but has never been 
studied with a view of controlling it 
for practical use or assisting it where 
desirable. 

A field party from the bureau is now 
investigating the reproduction of white 
pine on pastures and abandoned lands 
in Massachusetts ,and New Hamp- 
shire to learn the conditions under 
which reproduction takes place. The 
bureau is making this investigation in 
order to be able to srive owners of such 
lands directions as to the best methods 
of handling them, with a view of s.cur- 
| ing a stand of pine by natural seeding. 

A field party of six men is studying 
the same problem in Oklahoma in con- 
nection with the hardwood growih, 
which composes the timber belts of that 
| region. It has been found in vertain 
places in the middle west that natural 
| forest belts have extended up streams 
4s much as two milesin the last 25 
years. 

A similar study is being made on the 
| Prescott forest reserve in Arizena, 
where the stand of timber consists al- 
most entirely of western yellow pine, 
For several years only a scant reproduc- 

tion has taken place on this reserve, and 
one of the objects of the present investi- 
gation is to devise means of increasing 
the stand of young timber. 

The protection of valuable property 
| from the encroachment of shifting sand 
dunes is becoming an important prob- 
lem in some portions of the cauntry. 

Two field parties from the bureau of 
forestry are at work on this proble 3. 
One will investigate the worst dune Gis- 
| tricts along the Atlantic coast, and will 
study carefully the grasses, shrubs and 
| trees that can be used either for tempo- 
| Tary or permanent retention of thesand 
| dunes, and will also inquire into other 


| nurseries and planting on 


| methods of holding active dunes, or 
| changing their direction. Very suc- 
; cessful work in holding the sand by 
grass and shrub planting has already 
been done by the state of Massachu- 
| Setts on a portion of Cape Cod known 
} As the “Province Lands.” 

The problem along the Columbid river 
is somewhat different from that alcng 
| the Atlantic coast, owing to the different 
| origin and character of the sand. It is 
| expected, however, that the control of 
the sand there, like that of the coast 
sand, can be effected by means of crass 
or shrub planting, and afterwards by 
forestation.

Between Venezuela and Euro- 
pean Nations Imminent 


STRONG STAND BY CASTRO 


Thinks Great Britain Will Not In- 
vite Complications With United 
States by Resorting to Force—Block- 
ade of Orinoco River Causes Row 


. 

Caracas, Noy, 21.—An effort is being 
made by the European diplomats to per- 
suade the American minister, Mr. 
Bowen, to join in a decluration that the 
blockade of the Orinoco river ports de- 
clared by the Venezuelan government 
is ineffective, which is the position taken 
up by Germany, France and Italy, as 
well as Great Britain. Mr. Bowen has 
given a discreet refusal and is avoid- 
ing the question with a view not to 
jeopardize American interests and to 
leave the hands of the Washington govy- 
ernment free. Secretary of Legation 
Russell, in his report on the recent trip 
of the United States gunboat Marietta 
up the Orinoco, holds that the biockade 
of Ciudad Bolivar is effective, which is 
a partial support of the Venezuelan con- 
tention. 

The government organ, ina statement 
inspired by the foreign office, renews 
its attack on British Minister Hag- 
gard, who, according to the decree is- 
sued by the Trinidad government, fur- 
nished evidence on the illegality of the 
Orinoco blockade and asserts that the 
British minister is seeking to make an 
effect on the eve of his departure. 
The paper criticises the action of Great 
Britain in occupying the island of 
Patos in addition to her attitude toward 
the blockade and continues: 

“It is time that Venezuela should 
take into serious consideration these at- 
tempts against her sovereignty by a 
power, which, while ostensibly friend- 
ly, is really hostile. Small peoples 
have their strength of army and navy 
and can make it felt. Let not these at- 
tempts put President Castro under the 
necessity of acting and proceeding en- 
ergetically because Great Britain might 
suffer by it.” 

The strong stand made by President 
Castro is based on a contidence that 
Great Britain will not invite complica- 
tions with the United States by hay- 
ing to resort to force. The belief is en- 
tertainel by shrewd and impartial 
diplomats that the ultimate object of 
Great Britain’s action in making the 
issue a serious one is to bring about 
arbitration on all the questions under 
dispute. 

Minister Bowen has counselled Presl- 
dent Castro to be patient, as the ney 
British minister, Mr. Ironsides, will 
shortly relieve Mr. Haggard, and an 
amicable agreement will be reached 
with him. 

The German gunboat Panther has 
arrived at Maracaibo to protect Ger- 
man interests there. This port was 
recently inspected by a German officer, 
which leads to the belief that Mara- 
caibo may be one of the ports seized 
when Germany presses her claims. 

Willemstad, Novy. 21.—The strain in 
the relations between Great Britain 
and Venezuela has been intensified by 
the refusal of the British governitcnt to 
give satisfaction in the Ban Righ af- 
fair and by the publication by the gov- 
ernment of Trinidad of the decree an- 
nouncing that the blockade of the 
Orinoco river ports is null and of no 
effect. The Trinidad government has 
also failed to recognize the presidential 
proclamation made the day following 
the flight of General Matos, and Presi- 
dent Castro regards this omission as 
further evidence that the British cre 
encouraging the revolution. Mr. Hag- 
gard, the British minister at Caracas, 
reiterated a few days ago to the Vene- 
zuelan government that Great Britain 
did not hold herself liable for the :¢- 
tion of the Ban Rizh and that she con- 
tinues perfectly neutral. This state- 
ment is not acceptable to President 
Castro, who insists on having satis- 
faction. 

The organ of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment publishes the aforementioned de- 
cree of the Trinidad government and 
bitterly attacks Gregt Britain on that

Minister Haggard declines to make 
any statement, but in diplomatic 
circles it is understood that Great 
Britain would release her ships by 
force and that-this was one of the pur- 
poses of the recently reported entrance 
of one of her warships into the Orinoco. 

Germany is upholding Great Britain 
and is threatening a rupture of rela- 
tions with Venezuela, but no action has 
yet been taken.

Being Resorted to by the Co- 
lombian Government 


AMERICA AND FRANCE 


Would Be Losers by Position As- 
sumed, Much to the Disgust of the 
Administration—Secretary Hay Is 


Firm Against Blackmailing Tactics 


Washington, Noy. 21.-In adminis- 
tration circles the greatest disgust is 
felt at the attitude of Colombia toward 
the canal treaty. It is evidently the 
plan of the powers that are in nominal 
the United 


States government for the last cent, 


control there tu squeeze 


under any pretext that can be devised, 
in return for what they know this goy- 
ernment wants. It is hinted that they 
may also be privately squeezing the 
French company, which has $40,000,- 
000 at stake in the negotiation. There 
is some dispute between the state of 
Panama and the Colombian republic as 
to the distribution of the spoils, which 
the United States is asked to make 
large enough to cover the wants of both 
claimants. 

Secretary Hay is standing firm 
against these tactics, for he realizes that 
it will be very difficult to get any Pana- 
ma canal treaty ratified by the senate, 
to say nothing of one which bore the 
marks of being a surrender to black- 
mailers. The canal would be of the ut- 
most value to Colombia, more in pro- 
portion than to the people of the United 
States, and the senate will be in no 
mood to tolerate outrageous bills. 

The Colombian government has been 
notified that the Spooner act is manda- 
tory, and that if the terms cannot be 
made with Colombia, the president must 
go ahead by the other route. With 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica we already 
have a reasonably satisfactory pro- 
visional treaty, so that no diplomatic 
complicatious would prevent the execu- 
tion of that enterprise. The Co- 
lombians laugh at this, saying that uo 
nation of any common sense wouid 
build by Nicaragua when the Panama 
route was in existence. 

In this they are measurably correct. 
It would be a serious mistake to con- 
struct that waterway by Nicaragua, 
and many of our public men before con- 
senting to have the government do so 
would favor taking a more aggressive 
policy toward Colombia. While the 
Spoover act does not authorize or de- 
mand anything until a treaty has been 
negotiated, the same men who passed it 
might in the coming short session 
ameud its terms so as to provide for the 
construction of a canal first and nego- 
tiations with Colombia afterwards. In 
fact, such a program would have large 
elements of popularity both in congress 
and with the people. It might be 
easier to get for it a majority vote in 
both houses than to get a_ two-thirds 
vote in the senate for any treaty that 
Colombia now seems willing to grant. 


A Sensational Development 

Chicago, Noy. 21.—In the tax fixing 
conspiracy trial yesterday, T.uke 
Wheeler, himself a convicted tax fixer, 
took the witness stand and swore that 
President Gormley of the Masonic 
Fraternity Temple association knew 
every move in the tax fixing scheme 
and sanctioned it. “Once Gormley tp- 
braided me,” declared the witness, “and 
said: ‘How is this that you «uce 
came to me with a proposition to sett'e 
for $14,000 and then you want 
$20,000? ” 


Government Asked to Protest 
Rome, Novy. 21.—The Tribuna, com- 
menting on the proposed new law of 
the United States to stop the immigra- 
tion of illiterates, says this measure is 
a new, cruel offense, and urges the ; ovy- 
ernment to make a protest to the 
United States government, inasmuch 
as the proposed measure will strike es- 
pecially at Italy, whose emigration 

comprises 50 percent of illiterates.

Twelve Young Men Will Serve as 
Subjects In Practical Tests 
Washington, Noy. 21.—Chief Wiley 
of the bureau of chemistry of the agri- 
cultural department next Monday will 
begin a series of experiments on 12 


young men for the purpose of testing 
the physiological effects of the use of 
the meat preserved with borax and 
other chemicals. The experiments 
will be made with a view to deciding 
what basis there is for the objection of 
the German government to American 
meats on the ground that the borat 
and other chemicals used in thetr 
preservation are injurious to pubiic 
health. The men he bas selected are 
young and vigorous. Each has pledg2d 
himself during the period the tests are 
to last to abstain from food and driix 
except as it may be permitted by Prd- 
fessor Wiley. Six of them wil! be fed 
on “pure” foods, untreated meats and 
vegetables, while the other six will par- 
take of the same fare submitted to 
chemical treatment. This arrangement 
will continue for about two weeks :*d 
then the government boarders vvill 
change their diet, those not eating 
chemically treated food adopting such 
a regime while the others get un- 
treated. rations, and at the end of two 
weeks reversing their diet agala. The 
men will be weighed before each meal 
and careful notes will be taken of their 
appearance each day. 

Professor Wiley, in speaking of the 
experiments, said: “The best food 
obtainable will be given to the boys. 
The fare will not be lavish, but willie 
above that of the average boardiag 
house and will include ail the vegetables 
and meats of the season. The young 
men will get their food without cost 
for a year or more.” 


Fight Over Carnegie Library 
Halifax, Nov. 21.—A sensation was 
created at the meeting of the Halifax 
city council last night when a writ of 
injunction was served on Mayor Crosby 
as the representative of the city re- 
straining him from carrying into effect 
the order of the council in rescinding the 
resolution of the acceptance of $75.000 
from Andrew Carnegie fora public 
library and also from notifying Mr. 
Carnegie of the council's action. The 
injunction was issued at the instauce of 
a banker of this city. The aldermen 
who supported the resolution have re-

Desperate Man Tried Suicide 

Jersey City, Nov. 21.—After Bartho 
Strobel, imprisoned on a charge of writ- 
ing threatening letters to prominent 
men, was left alone in a room at head- 
quarters .yesterday, he attempted 
suicide with a handkerchief. He was 
led back to a cell by a patrolman and, 
reaching through the bars, seized the 
officer's revolver. The officer caught 
Strobel’s arm before it could fe with- 
drawn and threatened to break it, 
thereby causing the man to drop the 
weapon,

KING OSCAR'S DECISION 


Reieves Germary of Respon-

BERLIN TREATY VIOLATED | 


By Military Action of the United 
States and Great Britain Tending 


to Overthrow Provisional Govern- 


ment- Responsible For Damages 


Washington, Nov. 18.—By previous 
arrangement between the principals 
‘there Was yesterday published simul- 
taneously in Washington, London and 
Berlin, the full text of the 
given by King Oscar II as arbitrator 
ibetwcen the United States, Great Brit- 
fain and Germany of certain claims on 
jaccount of military operations con- 

ucted in Samoa in the year 1899. The 
decision is long and in substance it has 


decision 


been announced heretofore from 
Stockholm. The preceding publica- 
tion, however, did not convey to the 


officials here a full realization of the 
complete victory won by Germany in 
this arbitration. 

The arbitration grew out of claims 
by German or British subjects or Amer- 
ican citizens for compensation on 
count of losses they alleged they had 
suffered in consequence of unwarranted 
military action on the part of German, 
(British or American officers in Samoa 
between Jan. 1, 1899, and May 13 fcl- 
lowing. ‘The question really at issue 
was whether or not the British aud 
United States governments should be 
considered responsible for the losses. 

The arbitrator recites that the VU. S. 
8S. Philadelphia and the British ships 
Porpoise and Royalist. March 15, 1899, 
opened fire across the town of Apia, 
f&amoa, directing this fire against the 
forces of High Chief Mataafa; that the 
same vessels brought the newly ap- 
pointed King of Samoa, Malietoa, and 
his forces to Mulinuu point and sup- 
plied them arms and ammunition ror 
the ensuing struggle against Mataafa. 

In answer to the British and Amer- 
ican claims that under the treaty of 
Berlin any one of the signatory powers 
was fully authorized to enforce the de- 
cision of the chief justice of Samoa, de- 
claring Malietoa king, the arbitrator 
says: . 

“We have found nothing in the said 
general act or any subsequent agree- 
ment which authorizes one of the 
signatory powers, or 2 majority of 
them, to take action to enforce the con- 
ditions of the act or to make the de- 
cisions of the chief justice binding on 
the powers. 

“It is held that the British-American 
military action ‘had the character of a 
serious control over the Samoan isl 
ands and the guvernment thereof’ 
which was prohibited by article 1 of 
the general act. The arbitrator in- 
sists that the Berlin conference aimed 
to establish the principle that in their 
dealings with Samoa the powers could 
proceed only by common accord, and 
that as the consular representatives of 
three powers by proclamation hed 
recognized the provisional government 
of Matuafa the powers themselves were 
bound on principles of international 
good faith to maintain the situation 
until by common accord they decided to 
change it. 

The action of the British-American 
authorities tending to overthrow the 
provisional government thereby  es- 
tablished, it is held, “was contrary to 
the aforesaid obligation and cannot be 
justified either on the plea of the 
validity of the said provision of the 
government nor its establishment un- 
der a species of force wajeuere.” 

The arbitrator meets the British- 
American contention that their mili- 
tary action was warrsnted because 
necessary for the protection of lives and 
property which it was their duty to 
safezuard by the flat statement that 
“we have found nothing in the evi- 
dence before us to show that the general 
condition of affairs to 
render the military action necessary for 
the protection of lives and property.” 

Continuing, the decision recites that 
Mataafa had been completely defeated 
before the arrival of the Philadalphia, 
but that the United States admiral and 
the British authorities brought back 

his warriors and armed and provisioned 
then, giving them ammupition, which. 
under the treaty, should have been 
issued only at the unanimous request 
of the three consuls. 

The decision concludes as follows: 

“That the militery action in ques- 
tier the bringing back of the 

Malietoans and the distribution to them 
of arms and ammunition, the bombard- 
ment, the military operations on shore 
and the stoppage of the street trattic, 
connot be cousidered as having been 
warranted; 

“And that, therefore, his Britannic 
majesty’s government and the United 
States government are responsible 
under the couvention of Nov. 7, 1899, 
for losses caused by said military ac- 
tion; ; 

“While reserving for a future de- 
cision the question as to the extent to 

which the two governments, or each 
of them, may be consicered responsille 
for such losses.”

“In said letter you state that your 
conimunity numbers more than 7000 and 
that in 1898 and 1899 you emigrated 
from Russia to Canada becaus: the Rus- 
sian governmeut would not permit you 
to live according to the dictates of your 
religion. You have discovered that al- 
though in Canada there is religious free- 
dom, still it is not what you were in 
search of; that you yield obedience only 
to the con:mands of the spirit of God, 
in your hearts, and cannot submit to 
any human laws or become the subjects 
of any sovereign; that you cannot ob- 
tain land on which to live without obey- 
ing ‘all the institutions and laws of 
Canada.’ 

“You therefore ask that you may be 
given refuge in this country or on land 
under the jurisdiction of this govern- 
ment, Where you may live by the labor 
of your hands, and where you shall net 
be forced to obey ordinances or be asked 
to become subjects of any one except 
the good God.

THE FIRST THANKSGIVING. 


A Cotemporary Account of the Pio- 
meer Feast In 1621. 

The first Thanksgiving day was cele- 
brated in the autumn of 1621. 

An account of the pioneer of all these 
feasts has been presented in a letter by 
Edward Winslow written in the same 
year: 

“You shall understand that in this 
little time that few of us have been 
here we have built seven dwelling 
houses and four for the use of the plan- 
tation and have made preparations for 
eleven others. We set the last spring 
some twenty acres of corn and sowed 
some six acres of barley and peas. 
Our corn did prove well, God be 
praised, and our barley indifferent 
good, but our peas not worth harvest- 
ing. Our harvest being got in, our 
governor sent four men out fowling, so 
that we might after a special manner | 
rejoice together after we had gathered | 
the fruit of our labors. They four in 
one day killed as much fowl as, with | 
a little help beside, sergyed the whole 
company almost a week, at which time 
among other recreations we exercised 
our arms, many of the Indians arriy- 
ing among us, and among the rest their 
greatest king, Massasoit, with ninety 
men, whom for three days we enter- 
tained and feasted. And, although it 
be not always so plentiful as it was at 
this time with us, yet, by the goodness’ 
of God, we are so far from want that 
we often wish you partakers of our 
plenty.” 

Thus Thanksgiving was born. 

It continued to be celebrated, though 
not with any regularity, for about six- 
ty years, after which it was annually 
ordered by the general court, not al- 
ways in November, but generally after

Herr Krupp's father started the sys- 
tem of modern dwe'lings for the work- 
ing manasa matter of expediency, and 
Krupp himself appears to have de- 
veloped them from conviction and in 
accordance with his ideais. Ie owned 
F469 dwellings, each, to whatever group 
it belonged, being voost‘ucted with 
variations in the architeet ice to cvoid 
monotony. Each house had a_ front 
yard in which were bits of ornamental 
gardening; the outside coloring and the 
interior decorations gave a _ certain 
esthetic unity, while there was plenty 
of space and light. 

Herr Krupp had also a variety of in- 
stitutions, some of them rather singular, 
such as “bachelors’ homes” and “widow- 
ers’ retreats.” Zesides convalescent 
hospitals and the regulation orphan- 
ages, he bad a pension fund for his em- 
ployes amounting to $4,125,000. He 
contributed last year, as required by the 
law, $372,000 to the national insnrance 
fund, and gave voluntarily $4,080,000 to 
other insurance funds. 

Notwithstanding his benevolent in- 
terests in the iaborers, he was an auto- 
crat in the management of his concerts. 
He was almost unknown by sight to 
his workmen and rarely visited the 
works or even his offices. He spent sev- 
eral months every year on the Island of 


com 


o quite an extent Mr. Marden may 
be considered as in line for this posi- 
tion, which would be really more of a 
promotion than a new appointment.

MANY ERRORS. | COLLECTORS OUT. 


A Taxpayer Tells of His Experi- 
ence with the Tax Collector.’ 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 
As the time draws near when both 
the executive and administrative de- 


parments of our city come before us/| 


for endorsement or disapproval at the 
polls, it is well for us to carefully look 
over the records of our city officials as 
public servants, and, if we find any- 
thing which we may consider deserves 
to be publicly criticised, not hesitate 
to make the matter known that our 
fellow-citizens may compare the same 
with their own experience with the 
sume or other officials, and decide 
whether or not they are desirous of 
having the business of the city executed 
by the same parties for another year. 
Now I desire to give a little experi- 
ence which J have bad this year with 
the Tax Collector's office; and I desire 
to say right here, that while I have al- 


dating and a good fellow socially, still 
that is hardly a reason why we should 
overlook a mistake such as I desire to 
call to your attention, 

When I received my tax bill for the 
present year, 1902, I found it called for 
poll tax $2, real estate tax $204.53, 
street sprinkling $2.99, in all $200.52. 
Knowing that these figures could not 
possibly be right, I sent the bill to the 
Tax Collector’s office for correction, 
and when the same was returned to me 
one hundred dollars had been added, 
making the bill $369.52, with an item- 
ized statement on the back. 

This being correct, on November Ist. 
I sent a messenger witb a check for the 
$360.52 to the Tax Collector, which 
check was handed to Mr. Cleaves and 
a new bill made out and receipted by 
him personally. I supposed this ended 
the matter but, to my great surprise on 
November 17, I received the following 
letter: 

City of Quincy, Office of Tax Collector, 
Quincy, Mass., Nov. 17, 1902. 
Mr. Napoleon B. Furnald, 

Dear Sir:—In crediting your pay- 
ment of Noy. 1, 1902, when you paid 
real estate and poll tax $266.53 and 
street sprinkling $2.99 I find that when 
the bill was copied there was a mistake 
made in one figure which made a differ- 
ance of $100.00 in your real estate tax. 
Your bill should kave read: Poll tax, 
$2.00; real estate, $364.53 and street 
sprinkling, $2.99, making a total tax 
of $369.52; while the amount that you 
paid was only $269.52. Will you kindly 
call at office and receive a corrected 


bill.

I most certainly congratulate myself 
that I paid this bill by check, otherwise 
there might be some question of vera- 
city. Now what I desire to kaow is,am 
I the only one that has sufferered any 
inconvenience in the collection of the 
taxes this year or are there others? If 
so I hope they will stir the matter up.

FISHERMEN PERISH 


Were Hauling Trawls When Gale 
Separated Them From Vessel 

Highland Light, Mass., Nov. 24.— 
The beginning of a northwest gale Sat- 
urday night scattered the dories of the 
fishing schooner Two Forty of Glou- 
cester, which was off the end of the 
cape at sunset, and cnly one succeeded 
in getting back to the vessel. Another 
came ashore at Wood End life saving 
station, a third was picked up by the 
steamer Kershaw, while what jis be- 
lieved to have been a fourth was 
washed ashore at the Peaked Hill Bar 
station, together with the bodies of two 
of the fishermen. 

When the gale struck the vessel only 
the cook was on board, all the dories 
being out hauling trawls. The men all 
pulled vigorously for the ship, but the 
gale increased and the dory nearest suc- 
ceeded in reaching the vessel. Captain 
Higgins, with one man, managed to 
reach the Wood End life saving sta- 
tion, both very much exhausted. Two 
more of the crew unuble to get inside of 
Cape Cod bay drifted out by the end 


HUMANE EMPLOYMENT 


Conditions as Viewed by Presi- 
dent of Harvard College 


EMPLOYERS MOST TO BLAME 


For Present Antagonism Between 
Capital and Labor—Declares That 
Unions Have Come to Stay, but 
There Are Evils to Be Remedied

These five conditions of humane ein- 
ployment, President Eliot said, were 
realized today in Harvard university.

unskilled labor, where the terms of ser- 
vice were often those of “instant dis- 
missal.” Another serious difliculty 
with American employment was that it 
was spasmodic. Complaints from em- 
ployes were often made the ground for 


dismissal. 


The present antagonism of the em- 
ployers and the unions was the fault of 
both parties, but on the whole the 
former were more to blaine because 
their situation was more comfortable 
and their education superior. The in- 
dustriai community was under many ob- 
ligations to unions for the evils they 
have mitigated, such as poor sanitary 
conditions in factories, au unreasonable 
nuniber of hours of work, child labor, 
end the company store. The oligarchy 
of capital had combined effectively and 
the corresponding combination of la- 
boring men was a wholesale check upon 
that oligarchy. There was no question 
but that the labor union had come to 
stay. 

On the other band its cause was in- 
jured by certain evils which were sub- 
sersive of fundamental American 
doctrines of liberty. One of these eyils 
was the limit placed on the number of 
apprentices, whereas in the learned 
professions every encouragement was 
given to the training of novitiates. 
Other evils were the limitation of out- 
put, which destroys the self-respect of 
the efficient workman, and the uniform 
wage. which has a cruel reaction on the 
less capable workman because, with a 
uniform wage, he loses his job 1t every 
slack in business, whereas if he were 
paid according to his earning capacity 
his employer could afford to keev him 
the year around. A fourth evil wastle 
violence which was an inevitable feat- 
ure of every strike in industries employ- 
ing unskilled labor. ‘The unskilled Ia- 
borer on strike had no other weapon, 
unless it were the boycott, which was a 
cruel, cowardly interference with the 
rights of all the people. 

President Eliot declared that he saw 
grounds for hoping that the relations 
of capital and labor would be improved, 
in spite of their present unintelligent 
antegonism, partly by frank public dis- 
cussion of abuses, partly by prearranged 
agreements for conciliation or arbhitra- 
tion, and partly by the service which 
labor unions would render to capital 
through their constant command of the 
labor resources of which capital comes 
in neod.

Washington, Nov. 24.—Major Walter 
Reed, an officer of the surgeon gen- 
eral’'s department of the army, died 
here yesterday of appendicitis. Reed 
was sent to Havana to investigate the 
yellow fever question and it was

H. Faxon Says As- 
sessors Did It. 


Gives Example on One 
Estate, 


Taxes, Asses sments and Debt Bur- 


den Taxpayers. 


Editors of Daily Ledger: 

In 1867 and 1868 I purchased from 
Breck and Blanchard.estates on Granite 
street consisting of house, stable, shop 
and about 52,000 square feet of land, 
paying therefor $4,400, I afterward sold 
asmall piece of this land for $900, 
leaving the cest of the property at 
$3,500. Since I purchased the estates 
two new buildings have been erected 
thereon and two old 
moved to the premises.

The valuation 
on the entire property for the year 1890 
was $26,000, the land being assessed 
for $20,000. The tax rate for that year 
was $15.60. 

The valuation of the whole estate in 
1902 is $41,750, the land being assessed 
for $35,000, and the rate is now $17.40. 

These figures show that the tax 
has been increased from $13.60 in 
to $17.40 in 1902, and tbe valuation of | 
the land in question has been advanced | 
from $20,000 to $35,000. It thus 
that the owners 
have been humbugged by unscrupulous 
politicians who clamor that the rate 
has been redaced, intimating that the 
taxes have thereby been lessened, while 
in truth the tax bills are continuously 
increasing owing to excessive valua- 
tions. 

High valuations also affect the State 
and County taxes as will be observed in 
the following figures: In 1890 the por- 
tion of the State tax paid by Quincy 
was $8,557.50. In 1901 this tax was 
$11,847.50. In 1890 Quincy paid for 
Norfolk County tax $6,580.91, and 
$14,462.92 in 1901. 

In addition to the heavy taxes already 
considered there are those on account 
of parks, sewers, play-grounds, side- 
walks and other things too numerous to 
mention.

GENERAL STRIKE ORDER |. 


Results In Serious Disturb- 
ances at Havaua 


HOLDING UP OF STREET CARS 


Led to Conflict Between Police and 
Strikers, Iu Which Two Men Were 
Killed and Eighty-Two Wounded— 


Blame on Government Secretary 
Havana, Nov. 25.—As the result of 
conflicts of a serious character between 
the police and the men on strike here 
yesterday two strikers are dead and S2 
other persons are wounded. Five of 
the latter, one a lieutenant of police 
whose throat was cut by a striker, have 
nature. Eight 
other policemen are wounded. ‘The 
police have the rioters well under con- 
trol, but every precaution being 
taken to prevent a further outbreak of 
disorder, and all the police and rural 
guards in the suburbs have been sum 

moned to concentrate in Havana. 

The strike, which at first only con- 
cerned the cigar workers, became gen- 
eral yesterday by the calling out of all 
trades in sympathy with the cigar 
makers. All the trades people closed 
their doors, clerks, cooks and every class 
of workmen having obeyed the com- 
mand of the union except the motormen 
and conductors of the electric cars, who 
refused to join in the general strike. 

Trouble began early in the morning 
by the holding up of the electric cars 
by the strikers, whose wrath was 
naturally directed against the street 
railroad employes. Several cars were 
held up and stoned in the outskirts of 
the city and the passengers were com- 
pelled to walk into Havana. Several 
cars were wrecked and some motormen 
and conductors were injured during 
these occurrences. The carmen, how- 
ever, continued running their cars until 
10 o'clock, when Superintendent Green- 
wood ordered a suspension of traffic. 
The employes were willing to remain at 
work, but the officers of the company, 
in order to protect the property, deeme “d 
it wise to suspend the service. Mr. 
Greenwood had asked for protection 
from the civil governor, but the an- 
thorities were unable to protect the pub- 
lic vehicles. A mob of strikers drove 
the men on the Western railroad from 
the trains during the morning. 

The mayor of Havana and the secre- 
tary of government, Diego Tamayo, 
had, during the past week, openly sym- 
pathized with the strikers and had 
given orders to the police not to use force 
in dispersing the crowds, and under 
these conditions, the police were unable 
to cope with the strikers. 

The situation was upproaching a 
critical point at noon, serious disorders 
having taken place in front of the 
palace itself, when President Palma 
sent word to the mayor that unless the 
city authorities could preserve order 
and protect the railroad company, the 
state would intervene. The mayor 
then took drastic measures and issued 
an edict prohibiting crowds from 
gathering in the streets and authoriz- 
ing the chief of police to kill, if such 
action should be necessary to preserve 
order. A similar show of force early 
in the morning would undoubtedly have 
prevented the trouble, but the strikers 
had become emboldened and frequent 
clashes between them and the police 
occurred in all parts of the city. The 
police were obliged to charge a mob of 
rioters at the slaughter Louse and sev- 
eral among the latter were injured. 
The vigorous attitude of the police now 
made itseif felt and traftic on the car 
lines was resumed and was continued 
from that time forth with only ocea- 
sional interruptions. Most of the in- 
juries sustained by the strikers were 
caused by the policemen’s clubs.

The public blames Tamayo for his ac- 
tive participation in the strike and says 
that he and the mayor are responsible 
for the riots, as he had openly ex- 
pressed symppathy with the strikers. 
At a political meeting on W ednesday, 
at which Senor Tamayo was chairm: un, 
he endorsed the action of the strikers.

The Davenport robbery of the fast Chi- 
cago, Rock Island and Pacific train re 
fulted in action in this direction. The 
railroad company, in conjunction with 
the United States Express company, is- 
sued a joint reward yesterday of $5000 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
men who robbed their train early Sat- 
urday morning. 

“We have given all our trainmen to 
understand,” said General Manager De- 
lano of the Burlington road, “and also 
the express messengers, that a dead 
train robber is worth $1000 to any of 
them. Al! of our conductors and train- 
men carry revolvers and we'are en- 
couraging them to do so, and to iearn 
to shoot straight. I am in favor of a 
concerted action on the part of the rail- 
way managements and express col- 
panies which shall have for its object 
the hounding of train robbers to the 
ends of the earth.” 

Officials of other roads coincided with 
| Mr. Delano’s statement and declared 
that they would not hesitate for an in- 
stant to bear their share of any burden 

brought about by the killing of train 
robbers. 


Wright Will Post President 
Memphis, Nov. 25.—General Wright,

What Recent Purchase of 
Tube Company Means. 


Many Large Real Estate 
Deals of Late. 


The New Plant Will Employ About 
One Thousand Men. 


Never in the history of the South 
shore, as the Globe says, has there 
been such a demand for real estate for 
improvement at at present. In fact, 
ever since the Fore River Ship and 
Engine Company located its plant in 
Quincey, it bas seemed that every manu- 
facturing concern of note in this part 
of the country has been desirous of 
getting a location in this section. The 
result is that negotiations are now 
pending for the transfer of property in 
will in- 
volve, including the new plants to be 
erected, over $3,000,000. 

From time to time brief rumors have 
been current that the American Tube 
Company, located at Somerville, was to 
move its plant away from that city. 
That this rumor has foundation is ap- 
parent from the fact that Frank F.

The property purchased was_ in two 
parcels, some 26 acres in one, and 16 
acres in another, The larger parcel was 
owned by the Fore River real estate 
trust, and is known as the ‘‘Seven 
Oaks, ’’ while the other portion is known 
as Hayward’s grove, being owned by H. 
F. McIntire and Swithin Bros. 

While the purchase price at this time 
is not made public, it can be stated 
upon the very best of authority that the 
total amount involved will reach nearly 
$75,000. 

The property has one of the finest lo- 
cations on Hayward’s creek, being di- 
rectly opposite the large plant of the 
Fore River ship and engine company. 
Negotiations were begun last September 
and were brought about at a meeting of 
the town of Braintree, in which Judge 
Albert E. Avery, William H. Shaw, 
James H. Colbert and Harry W. Bos- 
worth were appointed a special com- 
mittee on public enterprises.

It was also Mr. Crane who sold the 
Hanley & Baker corporation its location, 
and also purchased for the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Company the property 
now occupied by it, and be has now 
under negotiations, which he expects 
to close in a few days, the location to 
be occupied by two other large con- 
cerns. 

It is the intention of the American 
Tube Company to erect one of the most 
comprehensive and complete plants of 
this kind in the United States, so much 
so that over $1,000,000 will be spent in 
the new buildings, ete. 

The American Tube Company will 
give employment to over 1000 men, and 
it is the intention to run both of the 
plants, although at some future time 
the Somerville plant will be abandoned 
and the real estate sold.

DISMISSED. 


Mayor Bryant Finds in Favor of 
Officer Bradley. 


Mayor Bryant made public this morn- 
ing bis finding in the case of the jpeti- 
tion for the removal of Officer Patrick 
J. Bradley. 

The document isa lengthy one and 
was not received in time to be publish- 
ed in full in today’s issue. 

In brief the Mayor reviews the evi- 
dence submitted at the hearing. He 
finds that Officer Bradley has been a 
member of the police force for many 
years. That he has always held a good 
reputation. ‘That he has been assigned 
to difficult work in the past, and that 
he has arrested many dangerous persons 
without the use of firearms, and that 
his courage is unquestioned. He had 
never before been charged with the 
unnecessary use of a revolver, and in 
view of the evidence and the admission 
of _ Bjornson, he believes that Bjornson 
was not in condition to realize fully 
what he was dying and that his memory 
is not as accurate as it might have 
otherwise bean. 

He also believes that as Officer Brad- 


ley thought his life in danger at the 
time, as he had lost bis club, and 


owing to injuries received, was power- 
less to defend himself, that he was jus- 
tified in firing the shots, and he therefore 
dismisses the petition. 

Mayor Bryant also expresses _ his dis- 
approval of certain articles which have 
appeared in the papers while the mat- 
ter was under consideration The pe- 
titiun he says was signed by reput- 
able citizens, and not by the unlawful 
element. 

In regard toa signed article which 
stated that he allowed the City Solicitor 
to insult witness, and that the hearing 
was not a fair one, he emphatically de- 
nies the charge.

Keller of the Carriers’ union and the 
No subject is just now cf 
more importance than the relation of 
the government to its own trade unions, 
is estab- 
lished the better. President Roose- 
velt issued an order some months ago 
lobbying in congress on the® 
part of postal and other federal em+- 


ployes. 


This was greatly misunderstood and 
Representative Fos- 


mont, not a great trade union state, 


took occasion to announce in the bouse 


in a formal speech at the time that he 
should not be influenced by any su*h 
request, and that his constituents in the 
federal service might come to kim all 
that they pleased. These utterances 
were but typical of the prevailing mis- 
apprehension of the president's order, 


or at least of a failure to realize the 
gravity of the problem which it was at- 
tempted to attack. 


In the case of Congressman Loud, the 
facts seem to be these: He opposed 
any increase in the salary of letter car- 
riers on the ground that they were al- 
ready much better paid than other 
postal employes who were not so mucn 
in the sight of the public, and who 
were less effectively organized. We 
could not consent consistently to an in- 
crease in their salaries unless an_ in- 
crease was made along the line, and this 
the present postal revenues would not 
stand, even with due allowance for the 
felicitous ways in which the actual 
postal decifit is regulariy concealed. 
Mr. Loud made no secret of this oppo- 
sition, and the carriers were equally 
open in opposing him. 

When the campaign opened the presi- 
dent of the Carriers’ union obtained a 
six months’ leave of absence from his 
regular work, and soon appeared in 
San Francisco. It was reported here 
that he had gone there for the purpose 
of working against Mr. Loud. The de- 
partment, at all events, promptly or- 
dered him back, cancelling his leave of 
absence. It was three weeks before he 
started, according to current reports, 
and then instead of returning to his 
work, came to Washington to confer 
with the postal authorities on the “two 
great presidents’ ” theory. Why shonid 
not the president of,a union of federal 
employes, which by affiliation with 
other labor unions could wake and un- 
make statesmen, confer with the Presi- 
dent of the United States, who was 
obviously dependent on popular sup- 
port? 

Keller, it is said, promised to submit 
to the department a written statement 
of his relations tothe Loudcanvass. If 
so, such a report has never been re- 
ceived. Mr. Loud. who had been 
elected two years ago by 6000 ma- 
jority, was defeated this time by 6000. 

Mr. Loud’s defeat will prove an etfec- 
tive warning in congress to any mem- 
bers who think of resisting the de- 
mands of federal employes, and 
especially so at a time when, through 
the development of rural delivery, the 
Carriers’ uniou may be made a power in 
every district. The department has 
decided to stand against any increase of 
the rural carriers’ salary, which is now 
double the rate upon which the origina! 
estimates were made a few years ago 
But it is doubtful if congress can be 
held back by the wishes of the depart- 
ment when a well-cemented union of 
urban and rural carriers, controlling 
votes everywhere, begins to work. It 
would be much simpler, froin the poli- 
ticians’ point of view, to increase the 
postal deficit. Who cares about that? 
Meanwhile an investigation of the Cali- 
fornia case is in order. 


Ceylon Will Make Good Exhibit 

Colombo, Nov. 26.—John Barrett, 
commissioner general for Asia and 
Australia for the St. Louis exposition, 
has addressed a number of public meet- 
ings here, and as a result of bis ef- 
forts it is proposed to make the Ceylon 
exhibit more comprehensive and a 
larger appropriation to that end is ad 
vocated.

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A GOLD BRICK GAME 


Buccessfully Worked on a Bostonian 
by Venerable but Unreliable Pole 
Boston, Noy. 26.—As the penalty for 

swindling Meyer Cohan, a Bostonian, 

out of $6000, Samuel Brotzki, a Pole, 66 

years of age, was yesterday sentenced in 


the superior court to state prison for 
not less than four nor more than seven 
years. Brotzki told Coban that he was 
at one time a Russian convict in the 
Siberian mines and that while there a 
Russian captain of the guard fell in 
love with a female convict and was in- 
duced to leave the country with her, 
deserting his post. Brotzkiand 15 com- 
panions escaped, and together with the 
officer and his sweetheart came to New 
York, the officer having in bis posses- 
sion a bag containing 160 pounds of 
gold dust worth $6000, which, according 
to Brotzki, he was afraid to sell openty, 
as it might lead to his arrest as a de- 
serter. 

Brotzki exhibited examples of the 
dust, which were sent to an assayer, 
and as they proved to be pure gold 
Cohan purchased the entire 160 pounds 
for $6000, only to find later that the bag 
contained brass filings. 

The officers told the court that Brotzki 
had been sentenced to serve five years 
in Sing Sing for swindling a New York 
man out of $12,000 by the very same 
trick, and had also served two years ip 
Pittsburg for a similar offense. 

Brotzki is also said to be wanted in 
Montreal and Baltimore for similar 
transactions. 


To Prevent Spread of Plague 

New Haven, Nov. 26.—It was voted 
at a meeting of the state board of beaith 
here last night that the surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States army be re- 
quested to call a convention of state 
boards of health for the purpose of pre- 
venting a spread of bubonic plague. 
At the recent international convention 
of health authorities it was announced 
that if five states made a request for 
such a couvention the surgeon generai 
would call it. Connecticut is the fifth 
state. The board condemned the man- 
ner in which the San Francisco board of 
health has handled the bubonic p!ague 
outbreak in that city. 


Gets $16,000 For Loss of Leg 

Providence, Noy. 26.—For the loss cf 
a leg while in the employ of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
way, James H. Benson has been giveua 
verdict of $16,000 in the common pleas 
division of the supreme court. Benson 
had his case tried three times. In the 
first trial the jury awarded him $10,000 
and this was disallowed by the court en 
the ground of its being excessive. Ou 
the next trial of the case the jury dis 
agreed, while the tria! just ended cov- 
ered 16 days. 


A Burglar-Infested City 

New Haven, Nov. 26.—Burglars who 
bave been causing the police and citi- 
zens cousiderable worry made a good 
haul Jast night when they entered fhe 
house of Jucob Johnson. Every room 
in the upper part of the house was 
visited and diamond rings and ear 
rings, $83 in cash and numerous other 
pieces of jewelry wastaken. Several 
burglaries have occurred here withio 
the past fortnight. 


Jury’s Indefinite Verdict 

Portland, Me., Nov. 26.—The  cor- 
oner’s jury which has been investigst- 
ing the death of Gertrude F. Welch, re- 
turned the following verdict last night: 
“That Gertrude Welch came to her 
death by a bullet from a revolver, but 
whether the revolver was tu the hands 
of Gertrude Welch or Elmer A. Smith, 
your jurors are unable to determine.* 


Made 101 Miles In 100 Minutes 

Chicago, Nov. 26.—When the “Twen- 
tieth Century Limited” on the Lake 
Shore pulled into the Grand Central 
station yesterday ali records between 
Chicago and Elkbart had been broken. 
The train, consisting of engine and six 
heavy Pullman cars filled to their ca- 
pacity, made the distance, 101 mites. in 
100 minutes. The run included slow- 
downs for water and for passing 
through three cities where slow run- 
ning ordinances exist. During seyv- 
eral portions of the trip a speed of 
pearly 90 miles an hour was attained 
and kept for a considerable distance.

I believe from the evidence that Offi- 
cer Bradley's life was actually in danger 
at the time he did the shooting, and 
that as he had lost bis club and power 
to otherwise defend bimself, he was 
justified in shooting. I therefore 
dismiss the petition for Officer Brad- 
ley’s removal. 

“I desire furthur to express my dis- 
approval of certain articles which ap- 
peared iu the Quincy papers in reference 
to the petitioners and the hearing upon 
this petition while the matter bas been 
under consideration by me and before 
my finding was made. 

In the first place, I wish to say that 
the petition presented to me was 
signed very largely by responsible and 
reputable citizens of Quincy, most of 
whom signed them, I believe, in good 
faith, having heard conflicting stories 
of the shooting and desiring simply to 
have the Mayor investigate the facts 
and see justice done. It is not true 
that these men represented in any sense 
an unruly element in this community. 

‘*There has, however, appeared ino 
the paper an article signed by Mr.

Of the Laying of Corner Stone 
Ten Years Ago. 


The tenth anniversary of the laying 
of the corner stone of the Swedish 
Lutheran church on Granite street was 
celebrated Wednesday and Thursday 
evenings. 

There was a large attendance on Wed~ 
nesday evening, the principal addresses 
being made by Rev. John T. Norrby of 
Auburn, R. I., a former pastor, who 
gave a historic address, and by by Rey. 
J. A. Bernhard, the present pastor. 
There was also singing by the choir and 
refreshments were served. 

The history of theSwedish Lutheran 
church in Quincy dates back to Febru- 
ary, 1889, when a society was organized 
with thirty-seven members. A_ call 
was extended to Dr, C. O. Young, then 
asenior at the Augustan college and 
Theological seminary at Rock Island, 
Ill. He took charge of the church in 
June, delivering his first sermon in the 
vestry of Christ church, where services 
were then held. Two weeks later 
Plumer’s hall was rented where services 
were held until the new chuoreh was 
completed. 

A site was secured on Granite street 
and the members of the church and 
Swedish people generally worked a day 
or more each on the lot and quarried 
the granite for the foundations. The 
corner stone was laid on Sunday Nov, 26, 
1892, with impressing cerimome 
Mayor Fairbanks being among those 
who made addresses.

victed”—words which have been repeat-

ed with almost literal accuracy in the | 


135th amendment-—its local lawmakers 
were all the time struggling to make 
slavery legal by indirection. They 
used the word “slave” freely in their 
laws, but generally disguised the issue 
by allusions to terms of servitude and 
indenture. 

One of the eurliest laws declared that 
“all negroes and mulatitos and other 
persons not being citizens of the United 
States coming into this territory under 
contract to serve in any trade or oc- 
cupation shall be compelled to perform 
such contracts specifically during the 
time thereof.” ‘The master was by the 
same law required to give a clothing 
outtit, suitable to the season of the year, 
to his seryant at the end of the contract 
period. 

Another law prayided that, “no negro. 
niulatto or Indian shall at any time pur- 
chase any servant other than of their 
own complexion. If any such presume 
to purchase a white servant,” it was de- 
clared that such a servant should be- 
come immediately free. It was also 
provided in the same code, that “in all 
cases of penal Jaws where free persons 


are punishable by fine. servants shall | 


be punished by whipping after the rate 
of 20 lashes for every $8.” 

The laws of the Indiana territory of 
1807, of which Illinois was then a part, 
recited that if any slave or servant 
should be found ata distance of 10 
miles from the tenement of his or her 
master without a pass, or some letter 
or token, whereby it might appear that

Will Tax the Utmost Resources of the 


Agricultural Department In the 


Endeavor to Stamp It Out—Spread 


Would Be a National Calamity 


Washington, Noy. 28.—Secre ‘tary of 
| Agriculture Wilson issued a swee ping 
order yesterday, directed to the man- 
agers and agents of railroads and trans- 
foot companies of the United 
States, stockmen and others, notifying 
them of the esfablishment of a quar- 
antine of cattle, and other 


ruminants and swine in the New Eng- 


sheep 


land states and prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of such animals from the port of 
Boston until further orders. 

Recent investigations by the depart- 
ment of agriculture disclosed the fact 
that what is known as foot and mouth 
disease exists to an alarming extent in 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Masaachu- 
setts and Vermont. Experts yisited 
the infected districts and united ina 
recommendation that in order to pre- 
vent the spread of the disease a quar- 
antine should immediately 
lished. 

Secretary Wilson says that this is 
the most serious matter the depart- 
ment has had to handle for some time, 
but that all the resources of the de- 
partment will be employed in stamping 
out the disease. He declares that if it 
should spread west of the Hudson 
river it will be nothing short of a na- 
tional calamity. 

The orders, which are dated Noy. 
are as follows: 

“To managers and

agents of rail- 
roads and transportation companies of 
the United States, Sfockmen, and 


others: 

“In accordance with section 7 of the 
act of congress approved May 29, 1884, 
entitled ‘an act for the establishment of 
a bureau of animal industry, to pre- 
vent the exporting of diseased cattle 
and to provide means for the suppres- 
sion and extirpation of pleuro-pnen- 
monia and other contagious diseases 
amoug domestic animals, and with 
the act of congress approved June 3, 
1902, making appropriations for the de- 
partment of agriculture for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1903, you are 
hereby notitied that the contagious dis- 
ase known as foot and mouth disease 
exists among animals in the states of 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachu- 
setts and Vermont, and that the cattle, 
sheep and other ruminants, and swine 
of said states have been exposed to the 
contagion of said disease; therefore, 

“It is hereby ordered, that to prevent 
the spread of the said diseases from the 
states of Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts and Vermont into other 
states or foreign countries, and to aid 
in its eradication, no cattle, sheep, or 
other ruminants, or swine shall be 
moved, or be permitted to move, from 
or across ‘the territory of any of the 
states above named into any other state 
or foreign country. Any person, com- 
pany or corporation violating this or- 
der will be proceeded against as pro- 
vided for by the at of congress above 
referred to. 

“It is hoped that all transportation 
companies, cattle shippers and others 
interested in the welfare of our animal 
industry will co-operate with the de- 
partment of agriculture in enforcing 
this order, to the end that the restric- 
tion on traffic may have the desired ef- 
fect and be removed in the shortest 
possible time.

“Whereas, a highly contagious dis- 
ease, known as foot and mouth dis- 
ease, exists among cattle in the state 
of Massachusetts, and the routes of 
transportation possibly may have been 
contaminated. In order to protect the 
export trade in live animals by pre-

“It is hereby ordered, that no cattle, 
sheep, or other ruminants or swine 
shall be permitted to be exported from 
the port of Boston until! further orders.”

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CANAL NEGOTIATIONS 


| Expected to Remain Hung Up 


For an Indefinite Period 


THE END OF CONCESSIONS 


So Far as the State Department Is 
Concerned—Nicarcagua and Costa 
Rica Not Disposed to Be Used to 


Coerce Colombia Into a Bargain 


Washington, Nov. 26—The cabinet 
meeting yesterday was devoted almost 
exclusively to the consideration of tbe 
status of the reciprocity treaty with 
Cuba, and the canal treaty with Co- 
lombia. ‘The hitches that have oc- 
curred in the negotiations were dis- 


cussed as also were the prospects of 
settlement. 

Secretary Hay, in presenting the sub- 
ject of the canal negotiations to the 
cabinet, was not able to report that any 
progress had been made during the 
past week. In fact, it appears that the 
negotiations have come to a dead stop, 
and, while no such thing as an _ ulti- 
matum has passed, the present situation 
may be described in the statement that 
the Colombian minister here, Concha, 
has distinctly informed the state de- 
partment that he cannot in behalf of his 
government accept the last proposition 
of the United States as the basis of a 
canal treaty. The state department 
has already let it be known that it has 
come to the end of its concessions, so 
the chances of a renewal of the nego- 
tiations in the near future are not very 
bright. 

This state of affairs will stimulate 
the negotiations with Nicuragua and

Problem for Ship Builders. 


The Maryland Steel Company has be- 
guo jacking up the big Atlantic Trans- 
port steamer Missouri, which had her 
hull warped and the launching ways 
under her destroyed by fire. Seores of 
cribs of railroad ties have been placed 
under the ship to make foundations 
for the jacks. The powerful screws 
extend up to the wedges placed against 
the hull.
